REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
HELD ON OCTOBER 25, 26, and 27, 1982 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly published and posted as directed, the 
Town Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence School in Falmouth, 
Massachusetts, on October 25, 1982, at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 


Arthur T. Henderson Eugene C. Phillips Richard U. Palmer 
The Officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. 

Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer for the duration of the meeting. 

The meeting was called to order at 8:05 o’clock p.m. by the Moderator, George H. Lebherz, Jr. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 188 announced as present and a quorum declared, 
the number to constitute a quorum being 127.

1.1. The purpose of this bylaw is to protect all fresh and salt-water wetlands, water bodies and water re- 
sources within the territorial jurisdiction of the Town of Falmouth, together with related and other environmental 
values and concerns, by anticipating natural occurrences and controlling human activities deemed to have a 
significant effect on the following: 


Public or private water supplies, ground water, flooding from fresh or saltwater sources, erosion, storm 
damage, water pollution, fresh or saltwater fisheries, shellfish, wildlife including vegetation, recreation, and 
esthetics. 


Section 2.0 Controlled Activities; Area Jurisdiction; “Person” Defined. 

2.1 Noperson shall perform, participate in, or be responsible for the doing of any of the following activities 
without the filing of a written Project Application with, and the issuance of a permit from the Falmouth Conservation 
Commission (hereafter Commission): 


To remove, fill, dredge, alter, obstruct, or build upon or within one hundred (100) feet of. 
a. Any bank, freshwater wetland, coastal wetland, beach, dune, flat, marsh, meadow, 
bog, swamp, fresh or saltwater bodies, and land under such water bodies; 
b. Any estuary, creek, river Stream, lake or pond; and, 
c. Toremove, fill, dredge, alter, obstruct, or build upon any land subject to tidal action, 
coastal storm flowage, and/or seasonal, periodic, or intermittent fresh or saltwater 
flooding or inundation. 


2.2 In usual situations, the jurisdiction of the Commission shall extend beyond and not be limited to the 
above one hundred (100) feet if the proposed work or activity will possibly be damaging to the interests of this 
bylaw. Any such work or activity done without a controlling permit shall be at the risk of any and all persons per- 
forming, participating in, or responsible for such work or activity. 


2.3 The term ‘“‘person’’ shall include any individual, association, business organization, partnership, cor- 
poration, trust, estate, contractors of all sorts, State, County and Town governments, their political subdivisions 
and agencies, public or quasi-public corporations or bodies, boards, commissions and committees or any other 
legal entity, domestic or foreign, their legal representatives, and any of the employees or agents of all the above. 


Federal agencies qualify as ‘‘persons’’ depending upon the provisions of their enabling or other acts regarding 
conformance with local laws. 


Section 3.0 Exceptions. 
3.1 The above prohibitions do not apply to: 
a.Work done in the course of maintaining, repairing or replacing an existing and law- 
fully located structure or facility used in the servide of the public and used to provide 
electricity, gas, water, telephone, telegraph and other telecommunication services; 
b. Mosquito control work done under all relevant state statutory provisions; 
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c. Any activity performed for normal maintenance or improvement of land already ac- 
tively devoted to and engaged in agricultural use or aquacultural use; 

d. Maintenance of drainage and flooding systems of cranberry bogs already in use and 
actively engaged in production. 


However, any substantial change or enlargement of a facility or structure of any of the above shall require 
the filing of a Request for Determination as provided in Section 7.0 below, or a Project Application and a hearing 
as provided in Section 4.0 below. 


Section 4.0 Project Applications; Content, Form, Submittal. 
4.1 The Project Application shall include, but not be limited to: 

a. Such plans and narrative as may be deemed necessary by the Commission to des- 
ribe precisely and graphically the purpose, nature, site and characteristics of the 
project relevant to its environmental impact; 

b. The nature, extent and predicted effect of the project's impact on the environment. 


4.2 The Project Application may be identical in form to the Notice of Intent filed pursuant to Mass. Gen. 
Laws, Ch. 131, Sec. 40, but must also comply with all the requirements under this bylaw and any and all regulations 
issued by the Commission pursuant to this bylaw. 


4.3 Project Application shall be delivered in hand or sent by certified mail, return receipt requested, to the 
Commission at the Town Hall. 


4.4 No Project Application under this bylaw shall be submitted or accepted for processing by the Commis- 
sion before all permits, variances and approvals required by other Town bylaws and the Building Department 
pertinent to the project have been applied for or obtained. Copies of applications to other town agencies shall be 
submitted with the Project Application. 


Section 5.0 Right of Entry on Private Land. 

5.1. Members of the Commission, its agent, employees, Conservation Officers and consultants, when pro- 
perly identified, may enter upon privately owned land for the purpose of reviewing a proposed project and onherstly 
performing their duties under this bylaw. 


Section 6.0 Hearings, Schedules, Notices, Denials, Mediation, and Appeals. 
6.1 Hearing. The Commission shall hold a public hearing on the Project Application within twenty-one (21) 
days from the date of its receipt and acceptance by the Commission. 


6.2 Hearing Schedules. Notwithstanding the provision in Section 6.1 above, the Commission may at any 
time determine that the hearing list of cases for the next scheduled meeting or meetings shall be closed it it is 
deemed that additional hearings would interfere with due consideration of the already scheduled Project Appli- 
cations. Project Applications received after hearing schedules are closed, shall be received as accepted for the 
next available hearing schedule, and shall be considered to be held in a timely fashion, subject, however, to the 
provisions of Section 14.0 herein. Applicants shall be informed as to the hearing date upon receipt and acceptance 
of Project Applications. 


6.3 Concurrent Hearing. The Commission may hear oral testimony under this bylaw at the same hearing 
required under Mass. General Laws, Ch. 131, Sec. 40. 


6.4 Hearing Notice. Notice of time and place of hearing shall be published by the Commission at the 
applicant’s expense not less than five (5) days prior to the hearing, in a local newspaper of general circulation in 
the Town of Falmouth. Hearing date will be assigned upon receipt of the Project Application. The applicant shall 
be required forthwith to notify each person appearing on the assessors’ most recent valuation list as owners of 
the property directly abutting and or within a radius of one hundred (100) feet of the perimeter of the parcel of 
land within which the proposed work is to be done. Said individuals notifications shall be by certified mail, return 
receipt requested, and shall include a brief project description and the time and place of the hearing. Publication 
and personal notices shall be valid for both the hearings under the State wetlands statute and this bylaw. Similar 
personal notices shall also be given to the owner if the applicant is not the owner. 
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6.5 Burden of Proof; Continuances. Failure to provide adequate evidence to the Commission that the 
proposed project will not harm the interests of this bylaw as set forth in Section 1.0 and 2.0 above, shall be cause 
for the Commission to deny a permit. However, the Commission, in its discretion, may continue the hearing to 
another announced date at the request and publication expense of the applicant, owner, abutter, the Commission, 
or any party in interest within one hundred (100) feet of the parcel as described in Sub-section 6.4 above, for the 
presentation of further evidence. 


6.6 Decisions; Denials; Permit Expirations. |f after the public hearing or hearings, the Commission de- 
termines that the area in whole or in part of the proposed project, and the work proposed to be done is significant 
to the interests protected by this bylaw, the Commission shall, within twenty-one (21) days of such hearing or 
hearings, issue a decision. The Commission may deny the Project Application or allow it with such conditions as 
it determines are necessary or desirable to protect the interests of the Town under this bylaw. Failure of the Com- 
mission to act within said period of twenty-one (21) days shall constitute approval of the project under this bylaw. 
All work done on the proposed project shall be in accordance with these conditions. Permits shall expire within 
one year from the date of issuance, unless renewed at least thirty (30) days prior to expiration, for one additional 
year from expiration date, except that additional extentions may be granted in entenuating circumstances at the 
discretion of the Commission. 


6.7 Mediation. An applicant, owner, abutter, or other party in interest aggrieved by a permit, or a denial 
of a permit, may, within ten (10) days of the issuance of a permit or denial, request in writing that the matter be 
settled through a mediation process conducted by the New England Environmental Mediation Center, or other 
appropriate and mutually agreeable mediation service. Any party may withdraw from the mediation proceeding 
at any time. No settlement shall be effective unless in writing and signed by all parties. Any party may refuse to 
enter into a settlement agreement without prejudice to their case. If mediation is not agreed upon or not con- 
sumated, the applicant, owner or abutter or other party in interest may appeal to a court of appropriate jurisdiction 
within thirty (30) days from the date of the Commission’s decision or the date mediation proceedings have ended. 
A request for mediation shall be construed as a continuance and governed by the same rules applicable to con- 
tinuances as set forth in Sec. 6.5 above. Such a request for mediation, if approved by the Commission, shall also 
be construed as agreement by the Commission for reconsideration of its decision. 


Section 7.0 Determination of Applicability. 

7.1. Whenever a doubt exists, a written request may be submitted in hand or by certified mail to the Com- 
mission, by a party in interest, for a determination as to whether the proposed project is subject to the provisions 
of this bylaw, and if so, whether a formal application must be filed. The Commission shall set a date for the con- 
sideration of the request upon its submittal. The applicant shall thereupon forthwith notify all abutters personally 
or by first class mail of the request and the time and place of the Commission’s consideration of the matter; and 
if the applicant is not the owner of the project land, a notice shall also be sent simultaneously to the owner. The 
Commission shall make a determination within twenty-one (21) days of the receipt of the request. 


Failure of the Commission to act within said period of twenty-one (21) days shall be deemed to be a deter- 
mination that the project does not fall within the scope of this bylaw. 


A determination by the Commission that a project application and a public hearing are required may not 
be appealed. Failure of the Commission to act within the above required twenty-one (21) days, or a decision by 
the Commission that Project Application and a public hearing are not required, may be appealed by any party 
in interest for reconsideration by the Commission within ten (10) days following the above twenty-one (21) day 
requirement, or following the Commission's decision. 


The filing of an appeal by a party in interest may itself be sufficient cause for the Commission to determine 
that a project application and hearing are required. 


Work done before all appeal periods have lapsed shall be at the risk of applicant. 


Section 8.0 Rules, Regulations and Definitions. 

8.1. After due notice and public hearing, the Commission may promulgate rules, regulations and definitions 
consistent with the provisions and objectives of this bylaw to implement and effectuate its purposes. Notice shall 
be by publication at least two (2) weeks prior to such hearing in a newspaper of general circulation in the Town 
of Falmouth. Failure of the Commission to promulgate such rules, regulations and definitions shall not suspend 
or invalidate this bylaw. Rules, regulations and definitions may be added or amended after due notice and hearing 
as in the case of original rules, regulations and definitions. 
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8.2 The Commission may, by regulation, set fees for services performed by the Commission subject to 
the written approval of the Board of Selectmen. No fees shall be in excess of the value of the services performed 
by the Commission. 


Section 9.0 Effect of Invalidity. 

9.1 The invalidity of any section of this bylaw or of any regulation or definition promulgated by the Com- 
mission shall not act to Suspend or invalidate any other section, rule, regulation, or definition; nor shall any prior 
permit issued by the Commission be suspended or invalidated by the invalidity of any section, regulation, or def- 
inition promulgated by the Commission under this bylaw. 


Section 10.0 Emergencies. 

10.1. Upon notification that work of an emergency nature must be done without undue delay by any person 
or persons for the protection of health or safety, the provisions of this bylaw may be suspended. Four members 
of the Conservation Commission, or, if not promptly available, two selectmen may certify the emergency nature 
of the work to be done. In no case shall any removal, filling, dredging, altering, or obstruction authorized by such 
certification extend beyond the time and area necessary to abate the emergency. 


Section 11.0 Subsequent Purchasers. 

11.1. Any person who purchases, inherits, or otherwise acquires real estate upon which work has been 
done either in violation of the provisions of this bylaw or in violation of an order issued by the Commission under 
this bylaw, shall forthwith comply with any such provisions or order. Said person may, in the alternative, restore 
such land or wetland to its original condition prior to such violation or violations. However, before complying with 
such provisions or orders, or before remedying such violations, said person shail file an appropriate Project Ap- 
plication with the Commission. No civil or criminal action shall be commenced under this Section after three (3) 
years from the date of acquisition of the property by said person. 


Section 12.0 Performance Security. 

12.1. The Commission may require that the performance and observance of permit conditions be secured 
by a bond or deposit of money or negotiable securities in an amount determined by the Commission to be suf- 
ficient and payable to the Town of Falmouth, provided that this performance security is approved by Town Counsel 
as to form. The said security shall be released upon the recording or registering by the applicant of a duly exe- 
cuted certificate of compliance in the Barnstable Registry of Deeds. 


Section 13.0 Requirements for Recording. 

13.1. Nowork may proceed on a permit until it has been recorded or registered by the applicant in the Barn- 
stable Registry of Deeds, and after all appeal periods have lapsed. Every permit issued by the Commission shall 
provide that said permit shall not be considered complied with unless recorded or registered as required above 
and unless a Certificate of Compliance by the Commission is obtained by the applicant at the completion of the 
project and similarly recorded or registered by the applicant. 


13.2 The Commission shall be promptly notified by the applicant of Book and Page numbers of both above 
recorded or registered instruments. 


Section 14.0 Compliance with State Law. 
14.1. No provision of this bylaw shall be construed or administered by the Commission so as to conflict 
with or derogate from any of the provisions of Mass. Gen. Laws, Ch. 131, Sec. 40. 


Section 15.0 Penalties. 

15.1. Any person, as defined in Section 2.2 above, who violates this bylaw or any condition of a permit 
issued pursuant to this bylaw, or any regulation promulgated by the Commission, shall be punishable by not more 
than the current maximum fine permitted and authorized by Mass. Gen. Laws, Ch. 40, Sec. 21, or Sec. 21D and 
adopted by the Town of Falmouth. Each day of violation or portion thereof shall constitute a separate offense. 


15.2 The Commission may require restoration of properties to conditions existing prior to violations of 
this bylaw or its regulations. 


Section 16.0 Enforcement. 
16.1. This bylaw may be enforced pursuant to Mass. Gen. Laws, Ch. 40, Sec. 21, or Sec. 21D by a town 


police officer, conservation officer, or any other officer having police powers, or do or take any other action in 
this matter. On request of the Conservation Commission. 


Be 


VOTED, that Article 50 be indefinitely postponed. 
Voted October 26. 


ARTICLE 51. To see if the Town will vote to adopt and update the Falmouth Disposal Area Rules and 
Regulations and Fee Schedule as follows: 


The Town of Falmouth Disposal Area is open for the disposal of refuse generated within the Town's bound- 
aries. Refuse originating outside the Town is expressly prohibited. Hours of operation are as posted and advertised. 


Waste material is deposited in areas within the Disposal Area as follows: 
Area 1 - Garbage and rubbish mixed. May include yard cleaning and light brush. 
Area 2 - Bulky waste - primarily waste metals. 
Area 3- Demolition wood. Stumps are not accepted. 
Area 4 - Cesspool disposal area. . 
Area 5- Emergency area. 
Area 6 - Recycling committee area for recycling paper, glass, cans and motor oil. 


Brush will not be accepted in loads larger than a one-ton truck or similar size trailer. One-ton trucks will not 
be accepted with brush piled above the top of the cab height. Brush must be tied down. 


Tires will not be accepted in amounts larger than a 1/2-ton truck. 
Refuse in open trucks must be covered and tied down. 


No material may be removed from the Disposal Area without permission of the contractor, except material 
received by the Recycling Committee, which will be removed by them. 


Exceptions may be made in the case of Dutch Elm diseased wood, but only on special permit of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. 


Dangerous chemicals, other hazardous wastes, explosive materials or materials of unknown composition 
will not be accepted unless special arrangements are made with the Department of Public Works and/or Health 
or Fire Departments. 


The Disposal Area operator, or gate attendant, may hold for examination or reject any material he believes 
may be hazardous until a proper determination can be made. 


No charge is made to cesspool trucks owned by residents and/or taxpayers, or to trucks hauling common 
fill (dirt, earth, sand, etc.) that can be used for cover material. 


A penalty in accordance with the Bylaws of the Town of Falmouth will be imposed on violators of these regu- 
lations for each offense committed. 


Residents & Taxpayers 


All trucks and cars require a 2-year sticker $4.00 
6-wheel or single axle trucks (over pickup size), hauling demolition wood $5.00/Load 
10-wheel and/or tractor trailers hauling demolition wood $10.00/Load 


Rubbish Trucks 
Either resident or non-resident owned trucks, hauling rubbish from within the 
Town of Falmouth: 
Commercial packers and roll-off containers: 
1 - to 25 - cubic yard capacity $10.00/Load 
26 cubic yards and over $15.00/Load 
All roll-off containers will be considered commercial rubbish. 
All packers entering the Disposal Area on Sunday will be considered commercial 
rubbish. 
The Town rubbish contractor will be billed monthly for package loads of rubbish brought in to the Disposal 
Area in excess of the Town's residential rubish quota. The load count will be based on 20-cubic yard loads. A 
25-cuic-yard packer will be counted as a 1 1/2 20-cubic-yard loads. 
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Non-Resident and Non-Taxpayers 


1/2-ton to 1-ton pick-up trucks, daily permit $5.00/Day 
Ticket must be purchased in advance. 
6-wheel or single-axel trucks over 1 ton $7.00/Load 
(for demolition wood only) 
10-wheel trucks and/or tractor trailers $12.00/Load 
(for demolition wood only) 
Cesspoo! trucks up to 2,500 gallons $10.00/Load 
Cesspool trucks over 2,500 gallons $15.00/Load 


All tickets may be purchased in advance at the Public Works Office, Town Hall, Falmouth, Mass. during 
regular working hours on Monday through Friday from 8:30 A.M. to.5:00 P.M.. 


Regular users of the Disposal Area must purchase tickets in advance, at the Town Hall. Tickets may be 
purchased at the Disposal Area only if the trucker is an infrequent user of the Disposal Area. 


Tickets will be given to the gate attendant on duty at the Disposal Area on the day the ticket is to be used. 


Non-resident, taxpayer-owned trucks will be treated in the same manner as resident taxpayer-owned ve- 


hicles, or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Falmouth Board of Selectmen and Board 
of Public Works. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 51 as printed. 
Passed by a majority vote, a quorum being present.

ARTICLE 52. To see if the Town will vote to repeal Chapter 354, Alcoholic Beverages on Public Ways, 
contained within the Bylaws of the Town of Falmouth and insert in its place the following under Chapter 40, 
Section 21, Sub Section 1 of the General Laws: 


No person shall drink any alcoholic beverage as defined in Section 1 of Chapter 138 of the General Laws of 
the Commonwealth, or possess an open container, whether full or partly full of any alcoholic beverage, while on, 
in, Or upon any public way, or upon any way to which the public has a right of access, or in any place to which 
the public has a right of access as invitees or licensees, in any park or playground, conservation area or recreation 
are or on private land or place without the consent of the owner or person in control thereof. Whoever violates the 
provisions of this Bylaw shall be fined in an amount not exceeding three hundred dollars for each offense. 


It shall be unlawful for any person who has not attained twenty years of age and unaccompanied by his parent 
or guardian, knowingly transports, carries or has in his or her possession any alcohol or alcoholic beverage, while 
on, in, or upon any public way, or upon any way to which the public has right of access, or in any place to which 
the public has a right of access as invitees or licensees, in any park or playground, conservation area or recreation 
area or on private land or place without the consent of the owner or person in control thereof. This Bylaw shall not 
apply to any person eighteen or nineteen years of age who knowingly transports or carries on his person alcohol 
or alcoholic beverages in the course of his employment. Whoever violates the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 


fined in an amount not exceeding three hundred dollars for each offense, or do or take any other action in this 
matter. On request of the Chief of Police. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 52 as amended to read as follows: 


ARTICLE 52. To see if the Town will vote to repeal Chapter 354, Alcoholic Beverages on Public Ways, 


contained within the Bylaws of the Town of Falmouth and insert in its place the following under Chapter 40, Section 
21, Sub Section 1 of the General Laws: 


No person shall drink any alcoholic beverage as defined in Section 1 of Chapter 138 of the General Laws of 
the Commonwealth, or possess an open container, whether full or partly full of any alcoholic beverage, while on, 
in, Or upon any public way, or upon any way to which the public has a right of access, or in any place to which 
the public has a right of access as invitees or licensees, in any park or playground, conservation area or recreation 
area or on private land or place without the consent of the owner or person in control thereof. Whoever violates 
the provisions of this Bylaw shall be fined in an amount not exceeding three hundred dollars for each offense. 
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It shall be unlawful for any person who has not attained twenty years of age and unaccompanied by his parent 
or guardian, to Knowingly transport, carry or have in his or her possession any alcohol or alcoholic beverage, 
while on, in, or upon any public way, or upon any way to which the public has right of access, or in any place to 
which the public has a right of access as invitees or licensees, in any park or playground, conservation area or 
recreation area or on private land or place without the consent of the owner or person in control thereof. This 
Bylaw shall not apply to any person eighteen or nineteen years of age who knowingly transports or carries on his 
person alcohol or alcoholic beverages in the course of his employment. Whoever violates the provisions of this 
Bylaw shall be fined in an amount not exceeding three hundred dollars for each offense, or do or take any other 
action in this matter. On request of the Chief of Police. 


Passed by a majority vote, a quorum being present. 


Passed on October 26. 


ARTICLE 53. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Bylaw as authorized under Chapter 40 
Section 21, Sub Section 1, of the General Laws. 


No person shall willfully and maliciously, or intentionally and without right: 


A. Break down, injure, remove or destroy a monument erected for, or tree marked 
for, the purpose of designating the boundaries of a town or of a tract or lot of land, 
or a milestone, mile board or guide board erected upon a public way or railroad, 
or deface or alter the inscription on any such stone or board. 

B. Mar or deface a building or sign board, or extinguish a light, or break, destroy or 
remove a lamp, lamp post, railing or post erected on a bridge, sidewalk, public 
way, Court or passage. 

C. Deface or other wise injure, remove, interfere with or destroy any traffic regu- 
lating sign, light, signal, marking or device lawfully erected or placed under 
public authority on any public way. 

D. Or wantonly and without cause, destroy, deface, mar or injure a schoolhouse, 
church or other building erected or used for purposes of education or religious 
instruction, or for the general diffusion of knowledge, or an outbuilding, fence, 
well or appurtenance of such schoolhouse, church, or other building, or furniture, 
apparatus or other property belonging thereto or connected therewith. 

E. Or wantonly and without cause, destroy, deface or mar or injure any playground 
apparatus or equipment located in a public park or playground. 

F. Destroy, injure, deface or mar a dwelling house or other building, whether upon 
the inside or outside. 

G. Mar or injure the walls, wainscoting or any other part of any building belonging to 
the Commonwealth or any building belonging to the Town of Falmouth or the ap- 
purtenance thereof, by cutting, writing or otherwise. 

H. Maliciously remove, displace, destroy, deface, mar or injure any monument, 
table or other device erected to mark an historic place or to commemorate an 
historic event. 


Whoever violates the provisions of this Bylaw shall be fined in an amount not exceeding three hundred dollars 
for each offense, or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Chief of Police. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 53 as printed. 

Passed by a majority vote, a quorum being present. 

Passed October 26. 

ARTICLE 54. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws, as they pertain to special permits, 


Section 7300, by authorizing each special permit granting authority to establish fees as follows, by adding the 
following to Section 7310: , 
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‘Each special permit granting authority may require fees, to be paid by the applicant, 
to cover the cost of advertising, notification by mail, and the reasonable cost to the 
town of processing a request. Said fees shall be published in the rules and regulations 
of each special permit granting authority.’ 

Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommendation to the meeting and said report was 
read by the members assembled. The recommendation was for adoption of Article 54 for the following reason: 


Each application costs money to process. Since the requests are to benefit the in- 
dividual, the individual should be required to reimburse the Town. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 54 as printed. 
Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 
Passed October 26. 


ARTICLE 55. Tosee if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws, as they pertain to variances, Section 
7245, by authorizing the Board of Appeals to establish fees, by adding the following to Section 7245: 


“The Board of Appeals may require fees, to be paid by the applicant, to cover the cost 
of advertising, notification by mail and the reasonable cost to the Town in processing 


a request. Said fees shall be published in the rules and regulations of the Board of 
Appeals”’ 


Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommendation to the meeting and said report was 
read by the members assembled. The recommendation was for adoption of Article 55 for the following reason:

Tosee if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaws, as they pertain to accessory struc- 
tures, accessory to dwelling use, Section 3452.b), by requiring a ten (10) foot setback from side and rear lot lines 
if the structure is more than 100 square feet, by amending Section 3452.b) as follows: 


‘‘b) For other dwellings, and appurtenant accessory structures in excess of 100 square 
TOCT, Rall CIS tiCts. ume. aces 10 feet”’ 


Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommendation to the meeting and said report was 
read by the members assembled. The recommendation was for adoption of Article 56 for the following reason: 


This will provide some buffer for neighbors from large structures that block light or 
become focal points for noisy activities. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 56 as printed. 
Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 
Vote passed October 26.

ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION HELD ON APRIL 13, 1982 


In accordance with the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and Election duly published and posted as 
directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence School 
in Falmouth, Massachusetts, on April 5, 1982, at 7:00 o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were:

The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. 
Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer for the duration of the meeting.

Tosee if the Town will vote to adopt the following bylaw: It shall be unlawful in the Town of 
Falmouth to distribute, sell or offer or expose for sale, at wholesale or retail, or to use any septic tank cleaner or 
cesspool cleaner containing any of the following organic chemicals: Methylene Chloride, Orthodichlorobenzene, 
1,1,1, Trichloroethane and Napthalene. The Board of Health shall be empowered to enforce the provisions of this 
bylaw, or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Board of Health.

ARTICLE 40. 
PROPOSED REVISION of the FALMOUTH WETLANDS BYLAW 
To see if the Town will vote to amend the Falmouth Wetlands Bylaw enacted as Article 32 at the Annual Town 
Meeting of April 1979, and as subsequently amended at the Annual Town Meeting of April 1981, by deleting the 
said Article in its entirety and substituting in its place the Falmouth Wetlands Bylaw as follows: 


Pursuant to the authority of the Home Rule Amendment of the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Mass- 
achusetts, the general purposes of this amendment for the revision of Falmouth’s Wetlands Bylaw are to: 


1. Protect Falmouth’s environmental objectives against retrenchments in environ- 
mental protection under the state wetlands statute; 

2. Include and revise provisions in the bylaw based upon the experiences and en- 
actments of other towns throughout the Commonwealth, and upon the expertise 
of the Massachusetts Association of Conservation Commissions, the Conservation 
Law Foundation, the Association for the Preservation of Cape Cod, and others; 

3. Improve the day-to-day administration of the bylaw based upon the experience 
of the Conservation Commission over the past several years; 

4. Strengthen Falmouth’s environmental controls; and 

5. Make the bylaw and its objectives and requirements more readable and under- 
standable. 

Section 1. The purpose of this bylaw is to protect the foreshores and the fresh and saltwater wetlands of 
the Town of Falmouth together with related environmental values and concerns by anticipating natural occurrences 
and controlling human activities deemed to have a significant effect on the following: 

Public and private water supplies, ground water, flooding from both fresh and saltwater 

sources, erosion, storm damage, water pollution, fresh or saltwater fisheries, shellfish, 
wildlife, recreation and esthetics. 


Section 2. No person shall perform, participate in, or be responsible for the doing of any of the following | 
activities without first filing a written project application with, and receiving a permit from the Falmouth Conser- 
vation Commission (hereafter Commission) to remove, fill, dredge, alter or build upon or within one hundred (100) 
feet of: 

a. Any bank, freshwater wetland, coastal wetland, beach, dune, flat marsh, meadow, 
bog, swamp; 

b. Lands bordering on the ocean; 

c. Any estuary, creek, river, Stream, pond, or lake; 

d. Any land subject to tidal action, coastal storm, flowage, fresh or saltwater flooding 
or inundation; or 

e. The one hundred (100) year storm line. 

The term ‘‘person”’ shall include any individual, association, business organiz ation; partnership, corporation, 
trust, estate, contractors of all sorts, Federal, State, County and Town governments, their political subdivisions, 
agencies, public or quasi-public corporation or bodies, boards, commissions and committees or any other legal 
entity, domestic or foreign, the legal representatives, and any of their employees or agents of all of the above. 


Section 3. The above prohibitions do not apply to: 

a. Work done in the course of maintaining, repairing or replacing, but not substan- 
tially changing or enlarging, an existing and lawfully located structure or facility 
used in the service of the public and used to provide electric, gas, water, tele- 
phone, telegraph and other telecommunication services; 

b. Mosquito control work done under all relevant state statutory provisions. 


Section 4. The project application to the Commission shall include, but not be limited to: 

a. Such plans and narrative as may be necessary to describe precisely and graphi- 
cally the purpose, nature, site and characteristics of the project relevant to its 
environmental impact. 

b. The nature, extent and predicted effect of the project's impact on the environment. 
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Section 5. The project application may be identical in form to the Notice of Intent filed pursuant to Mass. 
General Laws, Ch. 131, Sec. 40, but must also comply with all the requirements under this bylaw and any and all 
regulations issued by the Commission pursuant to this bylaw. 


Section 6. 

a. Project applications shall be delivered in hand or sent by certified mail to the 
Commission at the Town Hall. Copies of project applications shall be delivered 
in hand or sent by first class mail to the Building Department and Conservation 
Officer at the same time as delivery to the Commission. 

b. No project application under this bylaw shall be submitted or accepted for pro- 
cessing by the Commission before all permits, variances and approvals required 
by other Town bylaws pertinent to the project have been applied for or received. 
Copies of such applications or approvals shall be submitted with the project ap- 
plication. 


Section 7. Members of the Commission, its agents, employees, Conservation Officers and consultants, 
when properly identified, may enter upon privately owned land for the purposes of reviewing a proposed project 
and generally performing their duties under this bylaw. 


Section 8. The Commission shall hold a public hearing on the project application within twenty-one (21) days 
of its acceptance, subject to the following provision: 


The Commission may at any time determine that the hearing list of cases for the next scheduled hearing 
shall be closed if it is deemed that any additional hearings would interfere with due consideration of the already 
scheduled project applications. 


The Commission may hear oral testimony under this bylaw at the same hearing required by Mass. General 
Laws, Ch. 131, Sec. 40. 


Section 9. 

a. Failure to provide adequate evidence to the Commission supporting a determin- 
ation that the proposed project will not harm the said interests shall be cause for 
the Commission to deny a permit. However, the Commission at its discretion, 
may continue the hearing to another announced date at the request and at the 
publication expense of the applicant to enable the applicant to present additional 
evidence. 

b. If after public hearing or hearings, the Commission determines that the area in 
whole or in part of the proposed project, and the work proposed to be done is 
significant to the interests protected by this bylaw the Commission shall, within 
twenty-one (21) days of such hearing or hearings, issue a decision, the Commis- 
sion may impose upon a permit such conditions as it determines are necessary 
or desirable to protect the interest of the Town under this bylaw. Failure of the 
Commission to act within this period of twenty-one (21) days shall constitute ack- 
knowledgement that the land in question does not fall within the scope of the wet- 
lands bylaw. All work done on the proposed project shall be in accordance with 
these conditions. 

c. An applicant aggrieved by a conditional permit or denial of a permit may within 
10 days request that the matter be mediated with the Commission by the New 
England Environmental Mediation Center, or other appropriate and mutually 
agreeable mediation service. If mediation is not agreed upon or is not consum- 
mated, the applicant may appeal to the court within thirty (30) days from the date 
of the issuance of the denial or conditional permit. 


Section 10. Whenever doubt exists, a written request may be submitted to the Commission for a determin- 
ation as to whether a proposed project is subject to the provisions of this bylaw and if so, whether a formal appli- 
Cation must be filed. The Commission shall make a determination within twenty-one (21) days from the date of 
the receipt of the request. Failure of the Commission to act within this period of twenty-one (21) days shall con- 
Stitute acknowledgement that the land in question does not fall within the scope of the wetlands bylaw. 
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Section 11. 

a. After due notice and public hearing, the Commission may promulgate rules, reg- 
ulations and definitions consistent with the provosions or objectives of this bylaw, 
to implement and effectuate the purposes of this bylaw. Notice shall be by pub- 
lication at least one week prior to Such hearing in a newspaper of general circul- 
ation in the Town of Falmouth. Failure of the Commission to promulgate such 
rules and regulations shall not act to suspend or invalidate this bylaw or its effect. 
Rules and regulations may be added or amended after due notice and hearing as 
in case of original rules and regulations. 

b. The Commission may, by regulation, set fees for services performed by the Com- 
mission subject to written approval of the Board of Selectmen. No fees shall be 
in excess of the cost of services performed by the Commission. 


Section 12. Upon notification to the Commission that work of an emergency nature must be done without 
undue delay by any person for the protection of health or safety, the provisions of this bylaw shall be suspended. 
The Commission shall then determine and certify the emergency nature of the work to be done. If the Commission 
fails to certify such work within twenty-four (24) hours of a request, it may be certified by the Board of Selectmen. 
In no case shall any removal, filling, dredging or altering authorized by such certification extend beyond the time 
and area necessary to abate the emergency. 


Section 13. Any person who purchases, inherits or otherwise acquires real estate upon which work has 
been done either in violation of the provisions of this bylaw, or in violation of an order issued by the Commission 
under this bylaw, shall forthwith comply with any such provisions or order. Said person may, in the alternative, 
restore such land or wetland to its original condition prior to Such violation or violations. However, before comply- 
ing with such provisions or order, or before remedying such violations, said person shall file an appropriate permit 
application with the Commission. No civil or criminal action may be commenced under this Section after three 
(3) years from the date of acquisition of the property by such person. 


Section 14. The Commission may require that the performance and observance of permit conditions be 
secured by one of the following: 
a. Whichever one of these security options are chosen shall provide for release in 
writing by the Commission upon satisfactory performance and compliance with 
all of the conditions of the permit, and for recording at the applicant's expense. 
b. A bond or deposit of money or negotiable securities in an amount determined by 
the Commission to be sufficient and payable to the Town of Falmouth, provided 
that this performance security is approved by Town Counsel as to form; or, 
c. At the option of the applicant, a Conservation Restriction pursuant to Mass. Gen- 
eral Laws, Ch. 184, an easement, or other covenant running with the land, exe- 
cuted and properly recorded in the Barnstable Registry of Deeds, subject, how- 
ever, to acceptance by the Commission, approval by the Board of Selectmen and 
approval by Town Counsel as to form. 
To insure compliance with the Order of Conditions, the Commission will require that the proponent will obtain 
a Certificate of Compliance at the termination of the project. 


Section 15. No provision of this bylaw shall be construed, nor administered by the Commission so as to 
conflict with or derogate from any of the provisions of Mass. General Laws, Ch. 131, Sec. 40. 


Section 16. Any person, as defined in Section 2, above, who violates this bylaw or any condition on a permit 
issued pursuant to this bylaw, shall be punishable by a fine of not more than three hundred ($300) dollars pursuant 
to Mass. General Laws, Ch. 40, Sec. 21, as amended. Each day of violation or portion thereof shall constitute a 
separate offense; if more than one violation, each provision of this bylaw and/or permit condition violated shall 
constitute a separate offense. 


Section 17. This bylaw may be enforced pursuant to Mass. General Laws, Ch. 40, Sec. 21D by a Town Police 
Officer, Conservation Officer, or any other officer having police powers, or do or take any other action in this 
matter. On request of the Conservation Commission. 


VOTED, that the Town does indefinitely postpone Article 40. 
Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 
Vote Passed on April 7. 
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ARTICLE 41. To see if the Town will vote to add to the present bylaw governing the use of the wharves 
and waterways of the Town a new section as follows: ‘'D.3. There shall be four (4) classifications of mooring per- 
mits A through D. A Class A permit shall be issued to a private individual and these moorings shall be used by a 
vessel owned by the individual or a member of his family. These moorings shall not be sold, traded, rented, or 
bartered. This shall not be interpreted to mean that these moorings cannot be used as a guest mooring for short 
periods from time to time. No new mooring permits will be issued to anyone not owning a boat. There shall be a 
limit of one (1) mooring per person. A Class B permit shall be issued to established actively operating boatyards 
and may be rented, but the holder of this permit shall submit to the Harbor Master, before August 1st of each year, 
a list of Seasonal mooring occupants as of July 1st of that year. This list shall include the name of owner of vessel, 
his mailing address and description and age of vessel. A Class C permit shall be issued to all other categories 
such as, but not limited to, scientific institutions, marine research businesses, boat sales and livery, marine con- 
tractors, commercial fishermen and yacht clubs. Yacht clubs shall be required to supply a list of seasonal mooring 
occupants as of July 15th of that year. This list shall include the name of the owner of the vessel with a description 
and age of vessel. With the exception of certain specified yacht club guest moorings, these moorings shall not 
be rented. A Class D permit shall be issued on a temporary basis for a prescribed period of time of a calendar year 
or less and shall not be renewable.”’ or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Harbor Master. 


VOTED, that the Town does indefinitely postpone Article 41. 
Passed by a majority vote, a quorum being present. 


Passed on April 7. 

ARTICLE 42. To see if the Town will vote to amend the present bylaw governing the use of the wharves 
and waterways of the Town of changing and/or adding to Section D.2. the following: deleting the word ‘‘continuing’”’ 
in line 2 and adding a new sentence after the word ‘‘master’ in line 4 as follows: ‘‘The waiting list shall expire at 
the end of each calendar year and it shall be the responsibility of the person whose name is on the list to reapply 
each year, no later than March 15th, to hold his position on the list.’’ or do or take any other action in this matter. 
On request of the Harbor Master. 


VOTED, that the Town does indefinitely postpone Article 42. 
Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Passed on April 7. 


ARTICLE 43. To see if the Town will vote to amend the present bylaw governing the use of the wharves 
and waterways of the Town by adding to Section D.1. the following: ‘‘An annual fee established by the Harbor 
Master with approval of the Board of Selectmen may be collected.’’ or do or take any other action in this matter. 
On request of the Harbor Master. 


VOTED, that the Town does amend Article 43*to read as follows: To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
present bylaw governing the use of the wharves and waterways of the Town by adding to Section D.1. the following: 
“An annual registration fee of $10.00 per mooring shall be collected.”’ 


Passed by a majority vote, a quorum being present. 


Passed on April 7. 


ARTICLE 44. Tosee if the Town will vote to add to the bylaw governing the use of the wharves and water- 
ways of the Town the following: ‘‘F.3. The Harbor Master shall have the authority to sell at public auction all aban- 
doned vessels, moorings or other objects, where the owner is unknown, that falls within his purview. All recovered 
abandoned property shall be held in custody of the Harbor Master for a period of no less than six (6) months at 
which time it may be auctioned to the highest bidder if in the best interest of the Town. The Harbor Master shall 
have the right to establish the minimum acceptable bid. Public notice of the time, place and type of items involved 
shall be made in the local newspaper, one time each week for three consecutive weeks prior to the auction. All 
monies received from the auction shall be turned into the Town’s Treasury.”’ or do or take any other action in this 
matter. On request of the Harbor Master. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 44 as printed. 
Passed by a majority vote, a quorum being present. 


Passed on April 7. 
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ARTICLE 45. To see if the Town will vote to add to the present bylaw governing the use of the wharves 
and waterways of the Town a new section as follows: ‘‘D.4. It shall be unlawful for anyone other than the Harbor 
Master or the registered owner, or a duly appointed agent of either, to place or remove any mooring tackle in 
any of the waterways of the Town.”’ or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Harbor Master. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 45 as printed.

If the petitioner's lot is located 
within a Water Resource Protection District or within 300 feet of an estuary, hereinafter defined as a saltwater 
passage wherein the tide meets a flow of fresh water, the Board of Appeals may require information on the location 
of public and private wells within 300 feet of the site; a nutrient analysis of the receiving waters, taken from the 
site or from adjacent, undersized lots; a projection of the cumulative impact on water quality with the increased 
density; and a determination that the majority of the lots within the neighborhood are already developed in addition 
to the criteria specified in Section 7350. The Board of Appeals is encouraged to refer the petition to the Board of 
Health, the Board of Public Works and the Planning Board, in accordance with Section 7360. These additional 
Criteria and the responses of the Boards to which the petition is referred shall become a part of the decision. The 
Board of Appeais may impose certain restrictions designed to protect or improve the water quality of the area, 
such as, but not limited to: requirement to keep the lot in its natural vegetation; maximum floor/area ratio; limit- 
ations on other, ordinarily permitted uses which would tend to degrade the water quality; seasonal uses; or other 
health and environmental hazards.

against these development rights on this lot, such that the total of the area of the lot to be buili upon plus the as- 
signable area of the lot to be restricted equal the minimum size requirements of Section 3422. More than one 
petitioner may participate in the acquisition of the undersized vacant lot or the development rights as long as the 
development restrictions cover the entire lot, and as long as the sum of the restricted development area assign- 
able to each petitioner does not exceed the sum of the area of the restricted lot.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


During the vryear 1982, the Annual Town Meeting was called by war- 
rant April 5,1982 and action was taken on 82 Articles. A Special Town 
Meeting consisting of 77 Articles was held on October 22, 1982. Where 
applicable the Selectmen have complied with the directives of these 
Town Meetings. 


Due to the continued financial constraints of Proposition 2 1/2, 
the Selectmen did not recommend the acceptance of any road layouts at 
the Annual Town Meeting. At the Special Town Meeting in October it was 
voted to layout an access road to the Falmouth Technology Park. The 
cost of development of this road will be paid by a grant from the Mas- 
sachusetts Public Works Economic Development Program. 


In April 1982 our former Health Agent, Leonard L. Costa, was 
elected Selectmen to replace Eric Turkington who did not seek reelec- 
tion. In September the Selectmen appointed Henry W. Breen as our new 
Police Chief. We wish to express our appreciation to Leonard E. 
Martin, our Acting Police Chief, whose every capable performance was 
extremely helpful to the Board of Selectmen during the lengthy process 
of obtaining a Civil Service list for the new Chief. 


For the first time the Town Report is being printed from camera- 
ready copy prepared by the word processing software which has been 
added to our computer. The Town will save approximately one-third of 
the printing costs by eliminating the need for typesetting. 


The Board of Selectmen wish to thank all of those who have’ served 
on Town Boards and Committees during 1982.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


There were a total of two premature live births reported to. the 
Health Department during 1982. (MGL Ch 111, Sec. 67c) No requests for 
financial assistance were received from the parents of these infants. 


A supply of serums and vaccines for the control of communicable 
diseases are maintained in the Health Department. These materials are 
supplied to the Health Department by the State Department of Public 
Health at no cost and are dispensed, on request, to local physicians, 
the Falmouth Hospital and the Falmouth School Department’ nursing 
staff. 


The state provided only 2/3 of the vaccine required at the annual 
flu clinics conducted by the Health Department for Falmouth residents. 
The Board of Health purchased additional vaccine to complement’ the 
State allotment. 
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The Health Department performed complete inspections of all_ food 
service and drinking establishments during 1982. The Barnstable County 
Health Department provided the services of a part-time inspector to 
assist in the restaurant inspection program during the summer season. 
This assistance was in addition to the usual technical assistance 
provided by the County throughout the year. 


On August 18, 1982 a Town of Falmouth Bylaw became effective which 
prohibits the sale of certain septic tank cleaners that are potential 
contaminants of the groundwater. The Health Department is charged with 
the enforcement of this Bylaw. 


During this year the Agent for Board of Health, Mr. Leonard lL. 
Costa, was elected to the Board of Selectmen and thereby became a 
member of the Board of Health . Effective on July 1, 1982, Mr. David 
Carignan was appointed as the new Agent for the Board of Health.

The committee has been inactive during 1982, due to the financial 
restrictions of proposition 2 1/2 and the unavailability of Federal 
funds for the proposed additions to Headquarters fire station. However, 
preliminary plans are being completed by Dieter Sigl, Architect,in the 
event monies become available. Selectman Leonard Costa was appointed to 
take the place of Eric Turkington on this committee.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During 1982 three vacant permanent positions were filled from a 
list sent down by the Civil Service Personnel Administration, The ap- 
pointees are Ronald Lynds, Ralph Moniz Jr., and Joseph Rose III. It is 
expected that a list will soon be established to appoint a Captain to 
fill the position created by the retirement of Captain Ernest Motta. 


Fire Alarm Superintendant Richard G. DeMello retired August 31, 
1982 after serving 26 1/2 years in the department. Mr.DeMello was 
instrumental in developing the efficient emergency communication system 
used by the department and money has been requested in the FY 83-84 
budget to continue upgrading the system along the guidelines he _ esta- 
blished. Mr. DeMello's assistant, Richard L. Oliver has been promoted 
to Superintendant and his position of Fire Alarm Technician is expected 
to be filled early in 1983. 


The installation of computer terminal equipment, using space. on 
the fire alarm cable to the high school to carry the signal, has been 
completed under the direction of Fire Alarm Superintendant Oliver and 
Edwin L. Manter, Systems Analyst. The department secretary Mrs. Dorothy 
L. Boynton and Deputy Chief Clifford B. Amaral have been receiving 
training on use of the equipment. By using the fire alarm cable the 
Town has saved an annual $966.00 line lease cost and a one time $150.00 
installation fee to the telephone company, virtually off-setting the 
$1270.00 appropriated for the purchase. 


Litigation of the enforcement of G.L. Chapter 148, Section 26C 
which concerns’ the installation of automatic smoke and heat detectors 
in motels, hotels, lodging houses and apartment houses, which the Town 
adopted on December 12, 1979 continues. Paul V. Rutledge, Justice of 
the Superior Court in Barnstable, ruled on July 20, 1982 that the Town 
did validly adopt the Section and the Chief of the Falmouth Fire De- 
partment has the discretion to set standards concerning heat and smoke 
detectors and enforce the said provisions. However, the property owners 
involved in the suit have filed an application with the Supreme Judi- 
cial Court for Direct Appellate Review. I hope this case will soon be 
resolved so that our transient guests and apartment dwellers can _ be 
properly protected in those occupancies that have not complied with the 
law. 


It is interesting to note that six structure fires were discovered 
in the early stages of development because of the activation of the 
building's smoke detector system. Five of these fires were in single 
family dwellings. One major fire loss was averted at the AAA Tool & 
Supply Company, 165 Teaticket Highway when a single sprinkler operated 
and held the fire in check until the arrival of the fire department. 
That the Falmouth Playhouse fire on December 27 did not become the 
major loss of the year can be primarily attributed to prompt discovery, 
not by a detection system, but by nearby golfers.

The greatest amount of property damage resulted from the series of 


arson fires in Falmouth Heights on October 23.No loss of life by fire 
occurred in Falmouth in 1982.

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THE AMBULANCE COMMITTEE 


The acquisition of a third, Class I, Type III ambulance, at a 
preewot. 202,107.00, which was put into service in October, allows the 
town of Falmouth to provide two reliable rescue vehicles at all times. 
This has been especially helpful as there were 226 simultaneous runs 
in 1982. Fifty-two runs were out of town; twenty-five of which were to 
Cape Cod Hospital for emergency neurological treatment unavailable at 
Falmouth Hospital. 


The ambulance service is moving towards computerized billing in 
an effort towards efficiency and economy. A computer terminal is 
being installed at Headquarters and the Ambulance Committee will 
submit an article to April 1983 Town Meeting requesting funds for pro- 
gramming. 


Further changes in our billing policies this year have been _ to 
bill patients for the use of Mutual Aid in towns that bill their pa- 
tients for ambulance use. 


State and Federal regulations for rescue services and their 
personnel are changing rapidly. By 1986 all Paramedics must be na- 
tionally registered. Falmouth presently has two. Joining Alden Cook 
on the National Paramedic Registration roles is George Baker, a call 
firefighter. Another change affecting Falmouth is a dispensation 
granted to all of Cape Cod regarding the manpower of ambulances. Due 
to the financial hardship on Cape towns, and given the Cape's popul- 
ation, we will be able to continue to man the rescue vehicles with one 
Paramedic and one EMT; instead of the State mandated two Paramedics 
and one EMT. 


Dr. Robert Riggen, who served as an Ambulance Committee member 
for nine years, is now serving us in an advisory capacity, having re- 
signed due to his schedule conflicting with meeting times. Dr. Thomas 
Lubin was appointed to replace Dr. Riggen. 


Once again the Ambulance Committee would like to thank the Call 
Firefighters for their valuable services throughout 1982, taking some 
of the pressure off their fulltime counterparts--EMTs and Paramedics.

FOREST WARDEN 


The Falmouth Fire Department under the direction of the Forest 
Warden responded to a total of 150 calls for grass or brush fires and 
for open air burning authorized and unauthorized. Of this total 95 
were actual fires. 


All grass and brush fires in the town during 1982 were contained 
while they were still small and none developed into areas larger than 
2 acres. However, we were called to assist Otis A.F.B. on six occa- 
sions for large brush fires that lasted several hours each and 
consumed many acres in the inaccessible impact area. 


The County Commissioners have notified us that they are offering 
the four county brushbreakers to the various towns where they are now 
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located. The Selectmen have agreed to accept the county brushbreaker, 
C-15, stationed at Station 3 in North Falmouth and the transfer of 
ownership will take place on June 30, 1983. Therefore, we will con- 
tinue to have the use of this valuable piece of forest fire fighting 
equipment, but will be required to assume full maintenance that _ was 
partially covered by the county budget.

CIVIL DEFENSE 


Falmouth Civil Defense meets the first Tuesday of every month at 
the EOC (Emergency Operations Center), located in the Town Hall. The 
public is invited to attend these meetings. More help is needed in all 
phases of Civil Defense, especially volunteers becoming Shelter Manag- 
ers. 


The Civil Defense van made 41 runs this year in support of the 
Fire Department, mutual aid, and various other Civic events. This last 
year the van spent 5 days at Camp Edwards during the series of Brush 
Fires; twice to West Barnstable, and the Fall River fire. (The van 
meaning, Truck 36) 


This comming year, we plan to establish a secondary EOC due _ to 
the possibility of the Town Hall being flooded out during a hurricane. 
In the event of a hurricane in Falmouth, I am concerned with all the 
buildings going up around the water fronts. There will be a lot of 
damage done and the possibility of loss of life is even greater. In 
the event of a hurricane, please evacuate to the storm shelters, only 
when you are requested to. 


All storm shelters in Falmouth will have communications with the 
other shelters and Falmouth Hospital in the event of a medical emer- 
gency, until the arrival of the rescue squad. No pets of any kind will 
be allowed in the shelters. 


Falmouth Civil Defense will again be conducting CPR courses, Ra- 
diological Monitoring courses and shelter manager courses to the 
general public. 


This FYE 1984, I, as Director, will be requesting, $1500.00 as a 
salary under the EMA (Emergency Management Assistance). Under this 
program, the Town would receive money back from the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


In closing, I would like to thank the members of the Falmouth 
Amateur Radio Association, Falmouth Citizens Radio League, Board of 
Selectmen, Department Heads and and the General Public for their coo- 
peration.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Interim Chief Leonard E. Martin has retired after 32 years of 
dedicated service. His leadership qualities enhanced the image of the 
department and made for a smooth transition period for the new Chief 
Henry W. Breen. 


The remodeling of the police station which was initiated under the 
administration of Interim Chief Martin is now complete with a new base 
communications center now in full operation. 


With the new change of leadership taking effect in September, 1982 
a Crime Analysis Unit was implemented and designed to have proportio- 
nal representation of personnel according to the need for _ services. 
This procedure enables the watch commanders to be pro-active in their 
goals of preventing crime and apprehending criminals. The use and 
coordination of marked and unmarked cruiser and detective units are 
being utilized in high crime areas to augment the area patrol cars. 
Vandalism, larcenies and breaking and enterings are some of the main 
priorities. 


A strong emphasis is being placed on reducing the incidents of 
speeding in an effort to reduce the number of injuries as well as fa- 
talities which have regretfully occurred on our highways. Strict 
enforcement of our speed laws hopefully will reduce the needless loss 
of property and lives with a concentrated effort in the areas that our 
statistics show where most of the accidents and offences occur. 


Acting Captain Paul P. Rodriques has been assigned Public Infor- 
mation Officer to meet with the press each morning and to talk with 
the various radio stations in an effort to better serve the public and 
keep them better informed. 


A special note of thanks goes out to Chief James Rogers and _ the 
men of the Falmoth Fire Department for the training and recertific- 
ation of our eight Emergency Medical Technicians and for their 
assistance in our vehicle maintinance program. The close working re- 
lationship that presently exists between our two departments is not 
only a credit to the men of the respective departments but also be- 
neficial to the town. 


In November the department received a $7,000 closed circuit T.V. 
monitoring system from the Woods Hole, Marthas Vineyard and Nantucket 
Steamship Authority for the many services and aid rendered to them by 
our department through out the year. This gift is greatly appreciated 
and will be used to monitor the male detention area in the basement by 
the desk officer on the main floor. Security and safety in the cell 
area will be increased and the liability decreased through the _ con- 
stant monitoring that this system will provide. 


All officers have received 60 hours of training in various police 


skills. Training in the areas of law, firearms, first-aid, C.P.R. 
safety and investigative skills to name a few are ongoing and essen- 
tial to professionalism in police service. Special schools in traffic 


investigation and in interrogation procedures have been attended by 
selected officers and arrangements have been completed to send three 
Supervisory personnel to Babson Command Training Institute. 


The government funded Speed/Alcohol Program (S.A.P.) this summer 
provided very effective. These teams consisted of uniformed police 
officers on patrol in unmarked cars from 7:00 P.M. until 3:00 A.M. 
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They specifically watched for speeders and operators under the influ- 
ence of alcohol. It is hopeful that this program can again continue in 
the summer of 1983. 


The procedure for the issuance of pistol permits has been tighten- 
ed by new requirements. New applicants are now required to pass a 
written examination based on the State's Firearms Laws and to be cer- 
tified by a qualified firearms instructor in the use of his weapon. 
Sergeant Don L. Price has been named to oversee the process. 


The replacement of much needed police equipment has begun with the 
purchase of four new cruiser blue light units and two new cruiser 
radios. An automatic fingerprinting unit has been purchased which is 
necessary for criminal processing and many civilian requests. 


The General Order is the highest written form of communication 
from the Chief's Office. A total of 19 officers including 5 detecti- 
ves were commended in 9 General Orders for exemplary performance 
during the year. 


Promoted to the rank of Sergeant were Arthur R. Gonsalves, Craig 
M. Clarkson, and William J. McManamin. Thomas P. Mountford was selec-— 
ted as Acting Sergeant. Paul P. Rodriques was selected for the 
position of Acting Captain. 


A new parking ticket system was initiated under Chapter 90, sec- 
tion 20a and gives total accountability for all tickets issued. 
Offenders have 21 days in which to pay fines through the Falmouth Bank 
and Trust. All tickets are monitored through DataCom Systems, Inc. of 
Boston. DataCom has a system that records, levies late fines and mo- 
nitors multiple offenders with five or more tickets. Vehicles owned 
by multiple offenders can be moved, stored or otherwise immobilized at 
the owners expense until payment of fines. 


The Detective Division has had a very busy year with increases in 
all offenses, including breaking and entering, larceny and vandalism. 
Narcotics is still very active with a marked increase in arrests in 
the area of sales and possession of Class-B substances, 


The Juvenile Officer has seen an upsurge in his’ cases. Working 
with the schools and with parents are his priorities. A total of 115 
juveniles were arrested in 1982. This is an indication of the scope of 
the Juvenile Officers assignments along with related court work. 


The total of investigated motor vehicle accidents for the year is 
1,168 compared to 1,339 in 1981. This is a decrease of 171 accidents 
investigated. Accidents reported and not investigated has also de- 
creased, with ,.166 (in 1982,compared.to 195,in/1981. Total fatalities 
resulting from these accidents decreased by 1 with 6 deaths in 1982. 


Total complaints answered from the police log number 15,628. Ser- 
vice calls responded to number 35,083. Noise complaints total 745. 
Stolen autos total 100 with 78 of them recovered. Vandalism totaled 
820. Larcenies totaled 908. Breaking and enterings totaled 711 with 
184 solved. There was a total of 1,511 adult arrests. 330 adults 
were taken into protective custody.

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CONSERVATION OFFICER 


I herewith submit my twenty-eighth Annual Report for the year 
Sueane 831 December 1982. A’ total of 7,654 sporting, hunting, fishing, 
shellfishing and trapping licenses were examined by this Department. 


This Department traveled 64,444 miles, as requested by our’ Board 
of Selectmen again this year, we have cut back considerably on all 
activities to conserve gasoline and other vehicle expenses. The annual 
restocking of our ponds, namely, Mares, Grews, Deep and Ashumet was 
completed as was the restocking of the Coonamessett, Childs and Quash- 
net Rivers. Species and numbers stocked are as follows: Eastern Brook 
oeteooea0. brown Irout 1600, Rainbow Trout 10,500, small mouth bass 
(adults) 500, and in the river 5000 Brown Trout, were stocked, total 
numbers of fish released in Falmouth was 23,150. 


Upland game birds restocked were as follows: 1450 Pheasants (all 
cocks) and 2200, Bobwhite Quail, these species were stocked only in 
areas where hunting is permitted within our Town. 


The domestic animal survey is as follows: Dairy Herd, Bulls 1: 
Beef Herd, Cows 7, Calves 6, Steers 6: Goats 17; Sheep 16, Swine 46; 
Ponies 50; Horses 116. 


OTHER WILDLIFE ACTIVITIES 

264 Cottontail rabbits live trapped and released, 328 Raccoons’ live 
trapped from homes and _ relocated,287 skunks live trapped and 
relocated,16 oppossum live trapped and relocated,10 deer were killed 
by vehicles 6 bucks-4 does,12 deer were killed by hunters 9 bucks-3 
does, 3 deer were drowned-chased by house dogs,1,118 investigations 
were completed (fish and wildlife),310 domestic animal investigations 
and complaints (horses, cattle,hogs,etc.) for the Board of Health 
Agent. We also picked up and disposed of 1266 dead birds and animals 
off of the highways. 11 stolen vhicles were found in the wooded lands, 
215 injured birds, 465 injured animals were taken care of. 


CONSERVATION ACTIVITIES 

832 Building site permits were checked prior to issuance of building 
permits adjacent to wetlands. 147 questionable permits were referred 
to the Conservation Commission for reexamination and consideration 
prior to issusuance,1340 wetland investigations were completed with 26 
outright violations and 37 cease and desist orders were issued. 49 
wetlands investigations were completed for the Board of Selectmen, 64 
wetlands investigations were completed for the Building Commissioner 
and Board of Health Agent,11 drinking parties-public property, disbur- 
sed and made to clean up the area. 9 drinking parties (complaints)- 
private property, were dispersed after cleaning up the area. 


SPECIAL PROJECTS: 
1.) Our Department planted 1800 seedling trees, shrubs, plants for the 
Conservation Commission in Beebe Woods and Coonamessett Valley. We, 
also planted 1800 seedlings purchased and donated to the Town by Mr. 

Most were 
Rugosa Rose that were planted at Surf Drive, Old Silver Beach and 
Chappaquoit Sanctuary for dune control.There are contuning projects on 
a yearly basis.

AID FOR ALEWIVES 
Assistance and attention were given to our herring runs 
throughout the Town. The restoration of the Childs River Herring Run 
was completed this year. A new flume was built and installed at Coo- 
NMamessett Pond and the Mill Pond run was attended to. I hope to put 
Flax Pond back into circulation this ‘coming year to increase our 
Spawning grounds in the future years. 


Three small oil spills took place in our waters —- two in Fal- 
mouth Harbor and one in West Falmouth Harbor. 


On July 23, 1982,the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering had determined that the shellfish located in 
Bourne's Pond were not safe for human consumption. On November 18, 
1982, the Town received word from D.E.Q.E. stating that the condi- 
tions which existed in July of this year causing an emergency 
"prohibited" classification of the area had subsided and and that the 
shellfish in this area were now safe for human consumptioution. Fol- 
lowing the above notice, a survey of Bourne's Pond was conductucted 
by Marine Fisheries and myself and we concluded that the shellfish 
stocks can be increased. 


At this writing, the Bourne's Pond Project is again stalled due 
to grievances filed with D.E.Q.E. I hope that in 1983 we can expedite 
the resolving of all grievances and start the project without furthur 
delay if we are to save this pond from future decay and help make the 
environment in and around Bourne's Pond a lot more safe and useful.

TOWN INFORMATION AND CLERICAL CENTER 


It was a busy 1982 for the Clerical Center keeping up with its 
services to the 35 Committees, Boards and Commissions. 480 meetings 
were held by these Commissions, Boards and Committees. 


Additionally, the clerical center is the central office for the 
Conservation Commission providing all services required in administer- 
ing the State Wetlands Protection Act and the Town of Falmouth Wetland 
Protection Bylaw. 


The Town Moderator discharged the Finance Administration Committee 
at the Annual Town Meeting, with thanks and appreciation for accom- 
plishing their task.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


With a total of 33 meetings during 1982 and from these meetings the 
Commission held 185 hearings under the State Wetlands Act, Ch. 131 Sec. 
40 and the Wetlands Protection Bylaw of the Town for the construction 
of houses, piers, docks, filling or otherwise altering land at or near 
fresh water ponds, streams, estuaries, cranberry bogs, fresh water and 
salt marshes, and the coastal zone including barrier environments; for 
erosion problems of various kinds; for proposed destruction of protec- 
tive vegetation and for proper attention to flood plain regulations. 
Several hearings concerned drainage fields, new riprap and riprap_ re- 
placements and repairs to seawalls and groins, as well as to additions 
to existing houses, land development and condominium locations. All of 
these hearings required time-consuming site visits by the Commis- 
sioners; several hearings attracted an unusual amount of discussion 
by interested Townspeople (and were reported at length in the local 
press). This year again, several hearings unfortunately were held after 
the fact, an intolerable situation which a more positive attitude of 
community responsibility and closer attention to legal requirements’ by 
the local individuals, developers and contractors involved should ob- 
viate in 1983. 


Among-the wetlands hearings were 70 request for a Determination of 
Applicability of the State and Town's Wetland Laws, 14 request for 
Orders of Compliance,10 requests for extensions of Time, 6 Amended 
Orders of Conditions, and several Cease and Desist Orders issued by the 
Assistant Conservation Officers for the Conservation Commission. As 
meeting time permitted, consideration was given to more efficient 
structuring of all aspects of Commission business, streamlining of pro- 
cedures and revisions of required forms and better interdepartmental 
cooperation with other Town Agencies, Commissions, Committees, Boards 
and Officials. Considerable thought, effort, and consultation with ex- 
perienced, knowledgeable and professional individuals from Barnstable 
County and from other parts of the state were put into an effort to 
revise the Town Wetlands Bylaws to bring it up to date, to make it more 
useable and more useful, and to give the Town greater environmental 
protection. Unfortunately the proposed revision failed to receive ap- 
proval at the October Special Town Meeting. Action was taken on Town 
projects within its preview such as building and similar activities in 
the ACEC, the construction of sewerage facilities and the location of 
water mains, the use of herbicides on Com-Electric's Right-of-way, and 
so on. In accomplishing its work the Commission worked successfully 
with the Department of Public Works, the Board of Selectmen and the 
Conservation Officer, the Waterways Committee, the Beach Committee, the 
Board of Appeals, the Planning Board, the Chief Harbor Master, the 
Shellfish Warden and the Tree Warden. 


Members of the Commission attended meetings of the Mass. Associ- 
ation of Conservation Commissions (a Commissioner was elected to its 
Board of Directors), the Mass. Coastal Zone Management Conference, the 
Fourth Annual New England Environmental Conference, and other organiza- 
tions involved in matters of environmental concern tto the Town. The 
Commission was invited to comment on Lease Sale on Georges Bank, and on 
the use of ORVs on the barrier environment of Cape Cod. 


As in the past several years, the Conservation Commission again 
sponsored a Falmouth youngster at the Spring session of the 4-H School 
of Massachusetts in the area of conservation. Unfortunately after in- 
dicating acceptance of this award, the grantee decided at the last 
minute not to attend. The Commission accepted four offers of donations 
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of land for conservation purposes, one offer of a conservation ease- 
ment, and purchase of approximately 3 acres of conservation land _ for 
the Town. Two ‘excellent opportunities for the purchase of desirable 
wetlands had to be foregone because of lack of sufficient funds. 


The Conservation Officer and his Department have continued to add 
to previous plantings of evergreen and deciduous seedlings, put in new 
ones and perform other aspects of vegetation and wildlife management 
in the Town Conservation areas. The result of their excellent work, for 
example in Beebe Woods, is reflected in the higher visibility of varied 
plantings and the increased use of the trails by the public. The cor- 
dial channel of communications that has been maintained with the 
Conservation Department continues to lead to cooperation and to be mu- 
tually profitable. The Commission greatly appreciates the liaison 
between the two agencies on all site visits, in the field whatever the 
problem, and at all hearings by Assistant Conservation Officers Paul 
Lelito and William Richardson, III. Their assistance in the interpret- 
ation of wetlands and upland vegetation has been very productive. 


The management of the Makepeace and Coonamessett River cranberry 
bogs by Arthur Handy has progressed well. Production has increased and 
harvest from these bogs continues to keep pace with the constant im- 
provement of their condition. This was reflected in increased income 
for the Town. The Commission established guidelines for the treatment 
of wildlife in the bogs and assigned responsibilities for dealing with 
problems that may arise. Mr. Handy's contract for managing the bogs was 
renewed. Meetings are being held with the Mashpee Conservation Commis- 
sion concerning operation of the jointly held Farley Bogs. 


In January 1982, the Commission assisted the Boy Scout Troop from 
North Falmouth to build sand erosion control fences with discarded 
Christmas trees they had collected in an effort to help stabilize the 
sand dunes at Black Beach bordering the Great Sippiwissett Marsh in 
West Falmouth. 


One member resigned from the Commission during the past year. be- 
cause of ill health. The Commissioners for themselves and for the Town 
express deep appreciation for the continued interest and valued contri- 
butions of Mrs. Marilyn Dupee, and wish her rapid recovery and every 
success in her future endeavors. We hope that she will be able to con- 
tinue to assist the Commission as an associate member. In early Spring, 
Marcel Kistin, Esq., was elected Chairman. Following a tenure of more 
than 6 months during which he virtually succeeded in forming the con- 
stitutional and procedural bases of the Commission's operation. He 
resigned from the chairman-ship in order to put his time into working 
for the development of a Town Open Space and Recreation Plan. The elec- 
tion mandated by this action provided for Terry Cowan, Vice-Chairman, 
changing places with Marcel Kistin. 


During the year the Commission has tried to operate on the princi- 
ple that every decision, no matter how apparently insignificant, was of 
utmost importance in preventing the environmental degradation of the 
Town. It considers that much of what the Town has already lost of its 
environmental heritage has been because of what has been called the 
"Tyranny of Small Decisions": the fact that public decisions about en- 
vironmental issues were never consciously made, but resulted from the 
cumulative effect of series of hundreds of seemingly trivial decisions 
about the alteration of small tracts of coastal and inland wetlands. 
The Commission has tried to recognize this basic but often difficult 
problem in its environmental decision-making by viewing each case in 
part on its future effect on the enforcement of the Town as a whole. 
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The Conservation Commission is tremendously grateful for the help 
and cooperation it has received during the year from other departments 
and officials of the Town. As Chairman, I would like to take this op- 
portunity to express my deep appreciation to my colleagues on the 
Commission for their enthusiasm, cooperation, interest and assistance, 
often beyond the call of duty, during 1982.

PLANNING BOARD 


In 1982, the Planning Board met on 42 occasions.The Board _ re- 
viewed 125 Plans of Land, of which 87 were submitted as Approval Not 
Required, 16 were Preliminary Plans and 23 required subdivision appro- 
val. Eight of the 23 Definitive Plans were submitted under the Open 
Space Residential Development Special Permit option, more commonly re- 
ferred to as Cluster Design. The Board reviewed 7 requests for Special 
Permits for undersized lots. Major Plan Review affected 11 development 
proposals. 


The Planning Board proposed 15 Articles for April Town Meeting; 4 
additional Articles were proposed by individual citizens. The Board 
proposed 10 Articles for the Special Town Meeting held in November, 8 
additional Articles were proposed by individual citizens. 


With the support of many Town departments and Town Meeting Mem- 
bers, the Planning Board developed important Zoning By-law revisions 
to provide protection to the 3,400 undersized lots throughout’ the 
Town. Several other changes to the Zoning By-laws and Zoning Map were 
also acted upon in 1982. 


Four personnel changes occurred within the Board in 1982. Robert 
J. Collins and Charles A. Swain were each elected to five-year terms, 
replacing George Hampson and Stephen M. Rappaport. Linda Riffe, secre- 
tary to the Planning Board for 2 1/2 years resigned and was replaced 
by Ellen Barros, E. Winn Davis, Falmouth's Girst full-time 
Planner/Administrator resigned his position after 3 years of service. 
Mr. Davis was replaced by Jon Witten (M.R.P., Cornell University) who 
began working for the Board on November 8, 1982. 


At the close of 1982, the Planning Board reviewed several major 
waterfront subdivision plans, including a 38 lot subdivision bordering 
on Hamblin's Pond, and a 50 lot subdivision of Washburn's' Island. 
Strong public input characterized the review of these subdivision 
plans, indicating a widespread concern over the effects of development 
along the Town's coastal and inland water bodies.

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: PERSONNEL BOARD 


During 1982 the Personnel Board took action on 244 requests for 
step increases, reclassifications, promotions, resignations and termi- 
nations. 


Contracts were negotiated with the Falmouth Police Federation, 
International Association of Fire Fighters, Local 1397; employees re- 
presented by the Laborers' International Union of North America, 
AFL-CIO, Local 1249; employees represented by the American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal Employees, AFL-CIO, Local 1636; and em- 
ployees represented by the Falmouth Library Association. 


The Personnel Office continues the administration of Group 
Insurance offered to Town employees and retirees, including Health In- 
surance, Life Insurance and Long Term Disability Insurance. 


In addition to serving on their own subcommittees the members 
of the Personnel Board represent the Board on the Reclassification 
Committee, the Insurance Committee and the Affirmative Action Commit- 
tee; and the Personnel Director continues as the Town's Affirmative 
Action Officer. 


The Board thanks Mr. James F. Ridley for his many years of ser- 
vice and welcomes Mr. James Pelser, who was appointed to fill the 
vacancy created by Mr. Ridley's resignation.

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The enactment of Proposition 2 1/2 is responsible for a major 
change in Town Meeting: Prior to 2 1/2, the Finance Committee recom- 
mended a spending package but Town Meeting was free to add to the 
total dollar figure -- it could decide to fund articles which the Fin 
Com had recommended against and any additional cost would simply be 
added to the tax levy. 2 1/2 gave us a tax levy limit -- Town Meeting 
may no longer vote to exceed the "top level spending limit" dictated 
by this 2-year old law. So, the Board of Selectmen and Fin Com get to- 
gether to calculate an estimate of the "spending limit" and the Fin 
Com must keep its spending recommendations within this limit when pre- 
paring budgets and articles for the Annual Town Meeting (we usually 
come pretty close to the top level when all recommendations are tota- 
led). Now, if Town Meeting is in favor of an article which the Fin Com 
has recommended against, it becomes Town Meeting's responsibility to 
find a source of funding -- it must decide which article(s) must be 
eliminated in order to fund the one(s) it would rather have. 


Thus, in the past 2 years, Falmouth has taken a two Town Meeting 
approach on fiscal matters: The April Annual uses ESTIMATED receipts 
when adopting a budget and funding basic needs. Then, after the defin- 
ite income level is known, a Fall Special uses these ACTUAL figures to 
take action on the remainder of our needs. 
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The 2-TM system works like this: 


A) The Selectmen and Fin Com prepare an ESTIMATED spending limit 
for the Annual Town Meeting by projecting on a conservative 
basis: 

1, Receipts: The Tax Levy, State Aid, Local Receipts, Free Cash, 
Federal Revenue Sharing, etc.;

and Towns and certifies our share of State and County 
Charges-these certifications have become known as the "Cherry 
Sheet"; 


4. The State certifies our Tax Rate. 


After these final figures are totaled, expenditures made at _ the 
Annual Town Meeting are deducted and the remainder is actually avail- 
able to be spent at a Fall Special Town Meeting. 


As mentioned previously, estimates are conservative for Annual 
Town Meeting. It is important that Town Meeting avoid spending over 
the recommended limit "A" because the result could be most’ unpleasant 
if actual figures "B" came in lower than was spent at the ATM. 
Wouldn't it be a sad experience to have to call the Fall STM in order 
to eliminate some article funding made at the ATM? Under 2 1/2, many 
services, very important to various portions of our population have 
been curtailed, some severly. Equipment and buildings grow older each 
year but necessary maintenance or replacement cannot be fully ap- 
proprpriated. Conservative spending at the ATM allows the Fall Special 
(the 2nd Town Meeting) to pay particular attention to those programs, 
services, capital improvements, etc., not funded at the Annual and to 
make the best possible decisions as to which additional expenditures 
are most deserving within the dollars which we now know are actually 
available to be spent. 


We await FYE '84 with interest, curiosity and dread as sewer costs 
begin to be added to the financial picture.

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DATA PROCESSING DEPARTMENT 


Falmouth has become quite innovative in its Data Processing con- 
cepts. This can be attributed to the foresightedness of the Data 
Processing Committee and Town Meeting members. In 1978 a decision was 
made to share with the School Department a "State of the Art / Time- 
sharing computer". This allows for the storing and retrieval of large 
amounts of information, a necessity for municipalities, and the abil- 
ity to cross reference information between departments. 


This concept also breaks away from traditional data processing 
functions, wherein an operations department processes and returns var- 


ious computer reports. The control has been put with the user 
departments. Each department processes its own input, runs its own 
programs, and develops and maintains its own data files. These data 


files are on line and can be accessed immediately for inquiry 
purposes. 


Data Processing applications have been installed in the Water, 
Tax Collector's, Assessor's, Registrar of Voters, Town Accountant, and 
Harbormaster's departments. They are presently being installed in the 
Treasurer/Clerks office and the Fire Department. As well as the tra- 
ditional" functions}? such ~as*) billing») collecting,” | listange and 
reports, etc, we are finding many "spinoff" benefits. 


For example, a "“lock-box" technique for facilitating the process- 
ing of tax payments, thereby increasing the cash flow; the ability to 
do mass mailings where required; on line inquiry to the most current 
information are some benefits that derived after data bases have been 
established. 


We also have the ability to exchange information with other’ gov- 
ernmental units via magnetic tape rather than exchanging massive 
volumes of paper. We transmit all W2 employee information to the Fed- 
eral and State governments via magnetic tape, and receive from the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles Excise Tax information on the same type 
media. We are but one of four towns/cities in the Commonwealth that 
prints its own Excise Tax bills. 


Word Processing is yet another adjunct to the computer. This was 
recently installed and can be used from any terminal. This has been 
used this year for the first time in printing the Annual Town Meeting 
Warrant, and the Town Report. The advantages are that information can 
be retained in the computer, thereby eliminating repetitive typing and 
proof-reading; and the computer can produce a camera-ready document 
that eliminates type-setting. 


Much has been accomplished, and yet much remains that can _ be 
done. Law Enforcement, Computer Aided Dispatch, Property Revaluation, 
Library Circulation, and sophisticated data base concepts are but some 


of the areas that offer opportunities for development. Also, as more 
applications are implemented, more maintenance is required. There 
does not seem to be a "Status-Quo" - things are forever changing, 


either through new concepts or governmental mandates. 
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The progress that has been made is a reflection of the _ progres- 
sive type management within the town, from the Board of Selectmen to 
the Department Managers. It is also a reflection on the employees in 
each of the departments affected. There have been many procedural 
changes requiring new learning skills and techniques. They are all to 
be commended for their cooperation and enthusiasm.

RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


Facilities at the Town Disposal Area on Thomas Landers Road _ in- 
clude open bins for green, brown and white glass, a roll-off container 
for paper, a small shelter for aluminum storage, and storage tanks for 
used oil. Three persons are employed: a driver and assistant on week- 
ends and one aide on weekdays (one hour per day). The Center is also 
manned by Committee Members and volunteers on Saturdays. 


Monthly pickups are made at West and North Falmouth, Falmouth 
Plaza, Woods Hole, and East Falmouth on the first, second, third and 
fourth Saturdays of each month respectively, using a truck and trailer 
on loan from the Department of Public Works. Routine pickups are also 
made from several cooperating establishments and organizations on a 
monthly basis. Miscellaneous projects (such as collection of glass at 
the Falmouth Road Race which netted two tons of glass this year) have 
also been continued. 


The major new Committee initiative for 1982 was working towards 
the passage of the Bottle Bill which would greatly increase the amount 
of glass, aluminum and plastic recycled. However with implementation 
of the bill, we anticipate a sharp reduction in aluminum and about a 
30% reduction in glass tonnage at the Falmouth Recycling Center. As 
there is no current or anticipated market for flattened steel or un- 
baled plastics, we have stopped collecting these items. However, = an 
improving market has enabled us to resume collection of newspaper. 
Publication of the importance of recycling has continued through 
weekly notices in the Enterprise, leaflets distributed through Welcome 
Wagon, and a presentation each year to all fifth grade classes in Fal- 
mouth by Glen Rogers.

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PUBLIC LIBRARY ANNUAL REPORTS 


REPORT OF THE LIBRARY DIRECTOR 


The library ended its first fiscal year of Prop. 2 1/2 with a 30- 
40% hours reduction among the main library and the two branches. Nev- 
ertheless? finalcirculation was .281,406 ..O0f this,»°5,651* «books®iweee 
borrowed by other Mass. libraries in the state. 


The Reference Department responded to 60-70 inquiries each day. 
Business and law resources continue to be the most heavily used areas, 
New titles this year included "Duns Business Rankings", "Directory of 


Corporate Philanthropy", and the "Directory of Corporate Affiliati- 
" 


Adults account for 70-80% of our in-house use, approximately a 
20Z increase over last year. Many of these users spend hours and days 
investigating career, vocational and career-change material. An update 
of the microfiche collection of the catalogs of all accredited gradu- 
ate and undergraduate schools in the U.S. and Canada was required this 
past year. Corporate reference books are used not only by investors 
but by those seeking jobs. Another popular collection is the study 
guides and tests for civil service jobs and college entrance exams. 


Other well-used areas are craft book, "how-to" books relating to 
home building projects and repairs, woodworking, gardening, cooking, 
auto repair as well as medical books, child care, psychology. Biogra- 
phy and history retain a steady readership. Literature (literary 
criticism, essays, etc.) is in least demand, thus not a top. priority 
for acquisitions. The demand for fiction is partially filled by the 
purchase of paperbacks and by the leasing of popular titles from an 
outside supplier. 


Heavy use by students is directly related to class assignments 
and term papers, including those of post-high school students. Other- 
wise, in spot-checking both reference and circulation, adults are the 
primary library users. Children's circulation remains steady and is 
augmented by many varied and interesting programs, one of the most po- 
pular being the pre-school reading group. 


The three meeting rooms in the main library and one at East 
Falmouth hosted numerous community programs and workshops. Sixteen or- 
ganizations are frequent users and dozens meet on an irregular basis. 
Hundreds of l6mm films are available free from the Boston Public Li- 
brary along with the loan of a projector which provides organizations 
with informative and recreational programs. 


Over 150 persons used the free tickets to the Museum of Fine Arts 
in Boston. Membership to the New England Aquarium was not renewed due 
to increased cost and low interest. 


The North Falmouth Branch continues to have very heavy summer 
use. The East Falmouth branch offers special events for children at 
holiday times and hosts class visits from the elementary school there. 


The librarian to the homebound delivered 1,764 books, including 
talking books and cassettes to nursing home patients and 2,478 items 
to individuals in their own homes. She visited 51 persons regularly in 
two nursing homes and 72 persons at home. The end of the fiscal year 
Saw seventy-seven persons receiving this individual service. 
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The library has approximately a dozen volunteers working fairly 
regularly 3-6 hours a week primarily mending books and filing. Last 
year they donated over 2,000 hours to the library which translates at 
a very minimum into $7,687.00. From this is deducted staff costs of 
training, scheduling, supervising and problem-solving. The volunteers 
are most welcome and the library attempts to match projects with their 
skills and interest. 


The library purchased 4,849 books and other materials in FY'82 
from town and state funds. The East branch acquired 583 books and 
North 437. A systematic program of withdrawal of obsolete, damaged and 
unused books is underway as a preliminary step toward automation of 
the library's operations. 17% of books purchased were children's 
books. 280 gift books were accepted, the majority added to the paper- 
back collection. 


The three libraries registered 2,517 new borrowers in FY'82. Of 
these 1,426 were adult Falmouth residents or property owners, 400 were 
from other Cape and Islands towns, 156 from other Massachusetts towns, 
and the remainder were new juvenile borrowers and out-of-state resi- 
dents. Cards withdrawn numbered 537. 


At year's end the acquisition of a microcomputer/word processor 
from state funds allowed the library to begin to input each title of 
the book collection into data base of the Boston Public Library for an 
eventual holdings file of libraries in Eastern Mass. It is now possi- 
ble to "search" Boston's collection for interlibrary loan requests 
from a computer terminal, another state-funded acquistition which 
also serves to implement a regional cooperative cataloging function. 
Unfortunately the full capabilities of the microcomputer are not real- 
ized because of the lack of staff time to study and work out the 
software manual. 


The library wishes to thank all of the town departments and com- 
mittees for their cooperation in various matters. And a special thanks 
goes to the Department of Public Works for the planting and mainte- 
nance of the beautiful flower beds.

LIBRARY TRUSTEES

in all the meetings this year. Examples were furnace problems, build- 
ing compliance with various state inspections, and a myriad of various 
related issues which were corrected and improved.

Saving project was the installation of interior windows at the main 
library and at the East branch. 


Trustees sponsored over two dozen programs, primarily for chil- 
dren, plus tickets to museums, and the merit awards to graduating 
seniors Catherine Christman, Chrisopher Stulb, Daniel Webb, and Ri- 
chard McEvoy. In addition T-shirts publicized the library are always 
on sale and available in all sizes. 


The hours at the East branch were adjusted to accommodate mothers 
with young children and to provide extended study time for students.

The Volunteer Recognition Day was held in December in order to 
thank those who donated their time to various behind-the-scenes work 
such as book mending, shelf-reading and filing. 


A mayor event in April was the visit by Representative Gerry 
Studds who was officially thanked, by both this library and the Massa- 
chusetts Library Association, for his congressional support of library 
funding. 


The need for a book security system was recognized and funds 
voted for installation. 


Trustees wish to thank the groups and individuals who made mone- 
tary contributions to the library, which, among other, added to the 
young adult collection at the North Falmouth Branch, and to the chil- 
dren's science reference collection at the main library. 


Along with other town departments, the library faces a future of 
severely escalating costs which we see as being partially addressed 
through computerization on of routine clerical procedures.

WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


The year 1982 has been a busy and successful year for Woods Hole 
Library under the guidance of its President Mrs. Gordon Volkmann. The 
Board wishes to thank the secretary, Dr. Edwin Moul, and treasurer, 
Douglas Moore, who have retired, for their valuable support. 


The Library gives a daily service to readers and organizes film, 
talks, poetry readings and concerts for the community outside library 
hours. The Library is also the setting for the noontime "Conversa- 
tions" arranged by the Historical Committee on the last Monday of each 
month. In the summer residents and the students of the Woods Hole 
School of Science come to the Library. 


The circulation this year reached 13,302. 353 new books were added 
to the collection and 405 books were received as gifts. The nucleus of 
the Thomas G. Ratcliffee Theater Collection has been catalogued with 
the help of a gift from the Woods Hole Community Development Found- 
ation, 


The Library has always been very energetic in its fund raising 
efforts. The summer and winter sales of second hand books, magazines 
and paperbacks were held again this year, and the May "Plant Sale" was 
organized on the lawn by Mrs. Douglas Amon. Once again this year,under 
the leadership of Bill Simmons, local musicians have performed chamber 
music on four evenings with standing room only. 
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With financial assistance from the Town, the membership dues, and 
with the several annual fund raising events, the library was able to 
hold its own in spite of increasing costs. The estate of Cumloden 
which was gifted to the library is still for sale and it is hoped that 
it will soon find a buyer. The Board looks forward to a future when 
its financial needs will be assured.

WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY,INC. 


During 1982 the circulation of books at the West Falmouth Library 
totaled 10,060, a drop of 1527 from the year before. 375 titles were 
added during the year. These included several reference items - Van- 
Nostrand's Scientific Encyclopedia and a new Stedman's Medical 
Dictionary. Mandevilles's Used Book Guide was purchased with money 
from the Richard Iliff Memorial Fund. Several new subscriptions have 
been entered, thus bringing the total of periodicals to 27. The Li- 
brary also takes three newspapers: The Christian Science Monitor, The 
Boston Globe and The Falmouth Enterprise. 


Last spring we were able to serve one of the english classes from 
Falmouth Academy, who used our facilities for their research on the 
American novel. 


The Authur M. Hennessy, Jr., Memorial Scholarship Award, which is 
administered by the Library, was presented to Arinda Bowman, who is 
attending Johnson and Wales College in Providence, R.I. 


The Friends of the West Falmouth Library continue to run_ the 
adult programs and to hold bi-monthly meetings featuring interesting 
speaker. A committee from the Friends, The Self Starter, and members 
of the community plan and sponsor the Yule House Tour in December and 
the Used Book Sale in early Summer. The funds from these events’ help 
to supplement the money we get from the Town and the Library member- 
ship fees. The Library currently has 668 members. 


There has been an increased use of the community room _ for 
receptions, seminars, recitals, and small theater groups. The Library 
also sponsors a children's story hour and a community art show which 
is held in August. We are also pleased that the West Falmouth pres- 
chool continues to use our facilities. Mrs. Joseph McCann is our _ new 
library assistant, Mark Hayward is our student aide, and Mrs. Shirley 
Harrison is our very able librarian. With the help of these people and 
volunteers, the West Falmouth Library continue to offer good service 
to the community.

ARTS COUNCIL 


The Council met once or twice monthly on a regular basis at 7:30 
FAM; The Council continued to maintain a master schedule for public 
arts events in Falmouth. The schedule was kept at the Information Desk 
at the Main Library. 


The Council printed the third edition of its brochure "Falmouth 
Indoors", a map and listing of individuals and organizations giving 
performances or having art works for sale or on exhibit to the public. 
The brochure was distributed widely to motels, Town Hall and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, etc. The Council continued publication in the 
Falmouth Enterprise of its semi-monthly column "Arts Alive", an ad- 
vance listing of arts events in Falmouth. 


The Council arranged for a comprehensive presentation of the 
social, cultural and economic impact of the Arts on Falmouth. The pre- 
sentation was given at the March breakfast meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce. Many Falmouth artists, musicians, dancers, and singers were 
featured in art demonstrations and musical entertainment before, 
during and after breakfast. The Council also arranged the entertain- 
ment for the Chamber of Commerce Annual Banquet in October at the Sea 
Crest Hotel. Nearly seventy-five singers, dancers, jazz and classical 
musicians took part. An art show and painter-at-work greeted guests in 
the lobby.We displayed our banner ARTS ALIVE IN FALMOUTH at the Chamn- 
ber banquet. It was designed by a local artist. 


The Council organized the second annual Arts Alive Celebration 
held at the Band Shell and Marina Park on August 7. The all day festi- 
val featured hundreds of resident artists, craftsmen, musician, 
dancers and actors. 


In October, the Council, in conjunction with the Teaticket School 
and the Falmouth Artist Guild arranged for a class of fourth graders 
to sketch for a morning with members of the Artist Guild on Nobska 
Beach. On another occasion students were escorted by the Arts Council 
through the Cape Roots exhibit at the Artist Guild. We make available 
to local students information on national merit scholarship in the 
arts. 
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Acting in its capacity as an Arts Lottery Council, the Council 
submitted an application to the State Arts Lottery Council requesting 
that 95% of the $412.00 allotted to Falmouth from the proceeds of the 
original Arts Lottery be awarded to the Falmouth Arts Council to help 
fund the 1983 Arts Alive Celebration. The request was granted. The re- 
maining 5% was earmarked for administrative expenses. Members of the 
Council attended the all-day annual meeting of the State Arts Lottery 
Councils in Boston in April.

HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Historical Commission continued its task of inventorying the 
Town's Historical Assets. The Commission spent considerable time this 
year discussing at length the many proposals being brought forward by 
the Washburn Island Preserve Ltd. The Commission's concerns over the 
potential loss of early cultural sites existing on the island led _ to 
letters being sent to State and Local agencies requesting that Envi- 
ronmental Impact Statements be undertaken to document all 
archaeological sites before any building or road construction is un- 
dertaken. 


Other actions taken were: the support for the Falmouth 
Heights-Maravista Improvement Association to establish an Historic 
District in the Central Falmouth Heights Area; the Commission action 
to save from destruction the historical Davis House on Little Harbor 
Woods Hole; the identification of early cultural sites in the proposed 
rapid infilitration spray irrigation site in the southwestern region 
of the Industrial Park Area; and the completion and final acceptance 
of the Woods Hole School to the National Register of Historic Places.

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HISTORICAL DISTRICTS COMMISSION 


In the year 1982, 18 meetings were held by the Commission, and 30 
applications for a certificate of appropriateness were considered. Of 
these, only one failed to win approval in some form.

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HUMAN SERVICES COMMITTEE 


During this past year the Human Services Committee has continued 
its responsibility, as delegated by the Selectmen, for overseeing the 
general operation of Falmouth Human Services, which provides a variety 
of services to Falmouth residents, With an emphasis on family life, 
the following services have been provided during this year: counseling 
for individuals, couples, and families experiencing emotional or 
personal adjustment problems in their lives; liaison with the schools 
and counseling of adolescents and their families; Early Child Bearing 
Program; consultation for Friendly Visitor Program; case work services 
for individuals in need of concrete assistance; Community Meeting of 
civic, education, religious and health agencies in the Town; Community 
organization projects; information and referral; and supervising the 
Human Service contracts. These contracts are with Cape Cod Child De- 
velopment Program, which provides Head Start and Day Care for 
Falmouth Children; Nauset Workshop which provides a sheltered workshop 
for mentally retarded clients; The Cape Cod Mental Health Association 
which provides drug abuse treatment services; Legal Services which 
offers legal guidance to Falmouth residents over age 60, 


New projects were: the distribution of 4500 pounds of federal sur- 
plus cheese to 800 households; the start of "Toughlove", a support 
group for parents troubled by their teenager's behavior; the initial 
steps to establish a Needy Fund Service Center in Falmouth; a new bro- 
chure describing counseling services. 


Sarah Killion, M.S.W., was appointed to the staff in April, 1982. 


The Human Services Committee and the staff of Falmouth Human 
Services will continue their efforts to meet the Human Services need 
of the Falmouth Community.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


The past year has been a period of continued growth and expansion 
of the services and programs provided by the Council on Aging at the 
multi-purpose Senior Center. There has been an increase in the number 
of senior residents participating in the various Senior Center activi- 
ties and the total enrollment of persons registered at the center has 
reached 4000. During the year 15,256 persons used the Council on Aging 
Mini Bus Service and 407 persons were issued Senior Citizen Identific-— 
ation Cards. 


The Council on Aging applied for and received grant awards from 
the Department of Elder Affairs totaling $7,708. The formula grant 
award of $4,508 will be used to install an acoustical tile ceiling, 
purchase a 16mm sound projector and provide for travel reimbursement. 
The $3,200 Discretionary Grant will be used to conduct an _ outreach 
survey. 
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The Council on Aging provides, in coordination with other agen- 
cies, the following activities at the Senior Center: Health Screening 
and Blood Pressure monitoring; Blue Cross/Blue Shield, Medicare/Medex, 
Legal and Financial counseling; Income tax assistance, and tax semi- 
nars; Meals on Wheels; Friendly Visitors; Arts & Crafts; annual 
picnics, monthly parties and dances; exercise classes, social events 
and cards; Fuel Assistance; school lunch programs; Mini bus'~ service, 
tours and travel; humanities courses; job information, volunteer op- 
portunities; and information and referral and outreach activities. The 
Council participates in the RSVP program, the Elder Service Corps and 
Elder Services Senior Aide program. 


During the year the Council received donations of $3,529 for the 
Mini Bus Fund, $209 for the Building Fund, $1,182 from table sales and 
$1,668 for the postage fund. In addition the Council was bequeathed 
$10,000 in the will of the late Belle Simms to establish a trust fund 
to help needy Falmouth Senior residents. The Council also received a 
donation of 580 gallons of gasoline from seven service station owners 
in support of the Mini Bus Program. The Council expended $8,445 of 
these donations as follows: $3,287 Mini Bus operation, $4,068 Building 
and Grounds upkeep and $1,090 on postage. 


The Council wishes to express its appreciation to the many indi- 
viduals for their monetary contribution. The Council also wishes to 
thank each of the volunteers who donate their time and talent in sup- 
port of the Council's objectives and goals. The financial savings this 
effort, together with the monetary amount represent a substantial sa- 
vings to the taxpayers of Falmouth. The Council wishes to thank the 
Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee for their assistance and 
support of the Council's goals.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERAN'S SERVICE 


During the year, Veterans, their widows, dependent children and 
parents of World War I and II, the Korean Conflict and Vietnam were 
aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the General Laws of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 


Eighteen World War I, twenty-eight World War II, seven Korean and 
three Vietnam Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. The widows 
and dependent parents were assisted in preparing the necessary forms 
for pensions, burial allowance, Social Security claims and grave mark- 
ers. 


Twenty-one markers have been applied for, all have been received 
and implanted. Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans interred in 
local cemeteries, including Otis National Cemetery, have been taken 
care of during the year. 


Annual Income Questionaires from the Veterans Administration 
Office were sent to Massachusetts Veterans in receipt of the improved 
pension plan, PL-95-588, or parents in receipt of DIC widows and de- 
pendent children. This accounted for approximately one hundred and 
fifty income statements being filed by this office. 
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This office has processed two Vietnam and one Korean Veterans' 
application for Massachusetts Bonus, and aided approximately five hun- 
dred Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, on the 
job training, pensions, home loans,tax abatements and many other bene- 
fits during the year. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and all Town Officials who 
have co-operated with this Department during the year, and a special 
thank you to the members of the American Legion, Amvets, Disabled Am- 
erican Veterans and the Veterans of Foreign Wars for their assistance 
in decorating veterans graves for Memorial Day.

We have requested the assistance of all Falmouth residents in 
attempting to identify those responsible for these acts and asked that 
anyone observing these acts of vandalism report them to the Police inm-

The Veterans Falmouth Road Race, sponsored by the Veterans of 
Falmouth was a great success. The race generated proceeds of $953.79, 
which was donated to the Friends of Gus Canty Recreation Center Re- 
building Fund.

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BEACH COMMITTEE 


The 1982 season cau be classified as an average year. Income was 
slightly less than anticipated. 


On September 10, 1981, Town Meeting Members, by a unanimous vote, 
authorized our Committee to raise parking fees at all beaches. That 
action proved to be helpful in alleviating the parking problems, but 
only on a temporary basis. However, due to the increase of the year 
around residents, our Committee has, and will continue to strive for a 
solution to this very important issue. 


Minor alterations were completed at Surf Drive Bath House. Park- 
ing lot rules were modified at Old Silver Reserve and Menauhant Beach 
to improve the traffic flow and safety. At Old Silver Reserve we res- 
tricted parking to residents only. This proved to be satisfactory. 


Once again swimming lessons attracted over six hundred (600) 
children, many of whom participated in the annual swim meet which was 
held at the Maritime Academy in Buzzards Bay. Our Committee will en- 
deavor to make lessons available to all interested adults and senior 
citizens in the comming season, 


Installing an emergency telephone at Goodwill Park was voted on 
early in the year. We hope this service, long overdue, will be provid- 
ed in the coming season, 


We have indicated our major goals for the coming season and look 
forward to serving the community the best we know how. We need your 
help in accomplishing these goals. 


Victor J. Bissonnette, Chairman of the Beach Committee, passed 
away in November, 1982. He will be long remembered for his leadership, 
compassion and understanding. The Falmouth Beach Committee lost a good 
friend. The Town of Falmouth lost a devoted,conscientious and hard 
working person. His impact on all of us will not be forgotten,

BIKEWAYS COMMITTEE 


Substantial progress has been made on the long term goal of es-— 
tablishing a bike route system for the Town. 


As the first step, two routes - one from Woods Hole to 
Menauhant, the other from Woods Hole to the Bourne Town Line - were 
laid out based upon the considerations of safety, scenic beauty and 


the needs of commuters, pleasure riders and serious touring groups. 
These routes will be marked at all appropriate points by State appro- 
ved signs to be installed and maintained by the Town. 
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Funding for both routes was approved at the Special Town Meeting 
last fall and efforts are currently underway to defray at least a part 
of these costs by means of a grant from the Department of Public Works 
of the Commonwealth. 


A third route which connects the downtown area to the high 
school is now being studied with particular attention being directed 
towards safety. 


The Committee is also investigating the entire subject of bicy- 
cle safety within the Town. Preliminary interviews have been conducted 
with two recognized experts in this field, John Allen of Cambridge and 
John Forester of Sunnyvale, California. The demand for a L.A.W. appro- 
ved course on "Effective Cycling",is currently being explored with the 
members of the High School Staff. If given, this course will be open 
to the general public and conducted wither on weekends of after school 
hours. 


The Committee currently has a member on the Bikeways Sub- 
Committee of the Cape Cod Joint Transportation Committee. This member- 
ship will insure that Town programs tie-in with other bike activities 
on the Cape. 


Three new members were appointed during the year as replacements 
for those retiring. These changes required the appointment of a new 
Chairman.

The Town thanks them 
tremendously. 


Jack Oser and the Friends of the Gus Canty Recreation Center are 
continuing to raise money. They have Non profit, tax exempt status. 
Their fund continues to grow. 


Recreation continues to expand in Town. The Recreation Committee 
and its personnel wish to thank all the volunteers for their many 
hours of hard work.

HARBOR MASTER AND WATERWAYS COMMITTEE 


The harbors and waterways of the Town continue to maintain their 
popularity and inspite of a national recession still produce an in- 
crease in income. There is no end in sight for boat space, whether it 
be for a slip in our marina or for a mooring in our waterways. 


The Waterways Committee, after long deliberation, has committed 
itself to a list of priority projects that must be attended to. These 
priorities range from upgrading the marina building and piers, to 
dredging entrance channel and to extending the existing Green Pond 
wharf. The Committee feels that it has reached a "crisis" situation 
where funds must be found to restore the Town's deteriorating facili- 
ties. A start has been made, with the limited funds available, and the 
following improvements have been accomplished: a new electrical ser- 
vice at Davis Marine Park and additional upgrading of electric service 
at the main marina; repairs to the Megansett pier have been completed 
and dredging has been done in the dingy pier and float area. 


The lengthy,time consuming process of computerizing the mooring 
records and interfacing this data with the boat excise tax information 
has been progressing steadily and this bank of information is useful 
to the Assessors as well as to the Harbor Master. 


At this writing, new floats are being constructed by the Harbor 
Masters Department for West Falmouth Harbor and bids are being circul- 
ated for the refurbishing of an underground fuel tank at West Falmouth 
Wharf, 


Additional land adjacent to the existing car and boat trailer 
parking lot at Childs River has been obtained by the Town for further 
use. Further acquisition of land adjacent to our existing boat launch- 
ing ramps is of critical concern to this Committee. 


At the suggestion of the Harbor Master, the members of the West 
Falmouth Boat Club banded together into a "Harbor Master Auxiliary" 
and provided, at their expense, a nighttime patrol of West Falmouth 
Harbor. Their action has drastically reduced the vandalism and theft 
of both private and public property in that area. This civic minded 
group is undertaking other projects beneficial to the Harbor Master. 
The cooperation and work of the West Falmouth Boat Club could stand as 
an example for the rest of the Town. The Harbor Master is grateful to 
them for their assistance. 


In closing, it is important to say that while the committee is 
proud of its past accomplishments, it must now focus more clearly on 
the future of our harbors and waterways.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS 


Enclosed herewith is the 22nd annual report of the Falmouth De- 
partment of Public Works. This report covers the operations of this 
department for the calendar year 1982 except that certain financial 
and statistical information of the various divisions coincide with the 


budget year beginning July 1, 1981 and ending June 30, 1982. iis 
report includes the individual reports of the Director, Water and 
Sewer Division, Highway Division, Tree Warden, Parks and School 


Grounds Division, and the Administration/Engineering Division. 


During 1982, Camp Dresser and McKee, Inc., engineers proceeded 
with the design of the Town's sewer system and treatment plant which 
had been voted in September of 1981. Problems related to the location 
of pumping stations and the disposal site at New Silver Beach occupied 
a great deal of the department's time and effort. At year's end, only 
the New Silver Beach disposal site was still unresolved. A great deal 
of the design work is now complete and the entire design project is 
scheduled for completion in 1983. 


The Town voted, on September 9, 1982, to exchange a parcel of land 
in Waquoit formerly used by the Town as a water standpipe site for a 
piece of land on the south side of Brick Kiln Road north of Long Pond 
watershed. The land acquired by the Town in the exchange is consider- 
ed to be in a critical environmental location with regard to the 
Town's primary drinking water source. The department is pleased to 
have this new and valuable addition to the Town's watershed lands. 


During 1982, a great deal of engineering, legal and _ political 
effort was spent in an attempt to re-open the Ashumet Well which was 
previously closed on orders from the Massachusetts Department of Envi- 
ronmental Quality Engineering due to possible pollution from the Otis 
sewer treatment plant. The solution to this problem involves the fed- 
eral government, themyvetate mand the = town:. Inmesadds ti.oneus the 
environmental and legal issues are extremely complex and progress 
toward a satisfactory solution has been difficult. This issue will 
remain one of top priorority in the coming year. 


A second plume of potentially contaminated ground water emanates 
from the Town disposal area off Thomas B. Landers Road. During 1982, 
some determinations were made regarding the location of this plume and 
what contribution, if any, the proposed sewer treatment plant in West 
Falmouth will have to this problem. Results of studies indicate that 
neither facility will cause a _ serious effect on the Town's major 
drinking water source at Long Pond. 


The Board of Public Works is in hopes of constructing some needed 
extensions and improvements to the Town's water system. Progress in 
this area was reduced in 1981 due to Proposition 2 1/2. Increased ac- 
tivity in this area may be paid for by water rate increases already in 
effect. 


Renewal of activity in the construction of new streets since the 
reduced budgets of 1981 does not appear to be in the offing in the 
near future and for this reason, the department will place as_ much 
effort to prevent the deterioration of the Town's existing streets. 
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The Board of the Department of Public Works wishes to take this 
opportunity to thank the various Town departments and committees, our 
own Public Works Department, Personnel, the Board of Selectmen and the 
people of Falmouth for their cooperation and assistance during 1982.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


This annual report covers the calendar year 1982 and coincides 
with the budget year only where indicated. 


During 1982, and in 1981, no betterment streets, betterment water 
main extensions and new sidewalks were voted by the Town. The elimin- 
ation of four highway positions due to cutbacks during 1981 did not, 
therefore, affect greatly this division's performance; however, the 
rapid escalation of petroleum prices has greatly affected the Highway 
Division's ability to maintain the existing public streets. The price 
of liquid asphalt, the material most used in street maintenance work 
has increased five times in the past few years whereas the yearly 


amount spent on road maintenance has increased only slightly. This 
cost increase in liquid asphalt along with the increased cost of pe- 
troleum products Ficauses® ‘a deficit tire actrial maintenance work 


accomplished as compared with past years. 


The Tree Warden, Parks and School Grounds Division also lost three 
men in the cutbacks that were made in 1981. This division's work load 
has not decreased along with the lost personnel, but has instead in- 
creased with the result that many areas of attention have had to be 
neglected. This neglect is most noticeable in the school grounds 
where enough time to do all the required maintenance was iust not 
available. 


CEMETERIES 


Normal maintenance and cleanup work was done on the Old Town Cem- 
etery off Mill Road and the East End Meeting House Cemetery in 
Hatchville. Only normal grass maintenance and minor corrective work 
was done on these two cemeteries during 1982. 


As reported in 1981, the summer laborers used for this work are 
not available early to have the cemeteries mowed and clean for Memo- 
rial Day. I am requesting in the 1983-84 budget the Town consider 
allowing for two laborers for 16 weeks instead of two for 11 weeks to 
attempt to improve this situation. 


This crew also does minor maintenance and cleanup work on _ the 
Town's bicycle path and at the disposal area. 


SEWERS 
As a result of the Town meeting vote of September 9, 1981, the De- 
partment of Public Works entered into a contract with Camp Dresser and 
McKee, Inc., engineers for design services. 
During 1982, the engineers have continued to work on the proposed 


sewer collection system, force mains, pumping stations and proposed 
West Falmouth treatment plan. In addition, after public hearings, the 
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location of the New Silver Beach disposal site originally planned for 
was eliminated and a new study to determine a disposal site for this 
area began. 


Objections from the public were also raised concerning the loc- 
ation of two of the proposed pumping stations. These objections have 
delayed a part of the design work and caused the need to relocate’ the 
pumping station at Surf Drive. 


At the close of 1982, the design work related to the proposed 
sewer system continues and is scheduled for completion in 1983. 


TOWN DISPOSAL AREA 


The Town Disposal Area's day-to-day operation was contract oper- 
ated in 1982 by Francesco Excavation, Inc.. No final covering was 
completed in 1982; however, a large area will be final covered during 
1983 as funds permit. This work will be done by the Highway Division 
as it is not included in the contract operation. 


Litter remains one of the most serious problems at the Disposal 
Area. This problem has been related to one of proper operation and 
also the manner in which trash is disposed at the site. The area 
being used during 1982 is at a high elevation and very much affected 
by high winds which blow unobstructed through adjacent excavated areas 
as well as the Town's Disposal Area. 


Small vehicles bringing in uncompacted refuse also add to the 
litter problem as very light material dumped during windy conditions 
moves quickly out of the working area to lodge in objectionable areas, 
Added trash fencing and proper use of brush has helped contain this 
problem, but the situation is still serious. 


One answer to help the litter problem would be to keep the small 
vehicles out of the working area. This could be done by constructing 
a special dumping area at the Disposal Area entrance for small vehi- 
cles. This dumping area would allow material to be dropped into a 
trailer which would be removed daily to the working face. 


Cover material for daily use at the Disposal Area is expected _ to 
be depleted during 1983. Additional cover material for daily use by 
the Disposal Area contractor will be required and funds for this. pur- 
pose are being requested in the 1983-84 budget. 


During 1982, a targe area of the Town's Disposal Area was’ brought 
to final grade. After observing this operation over the last year, 


and noting the volume of rubbish being brought in, Il am_ estimating 
that the remaining life of this facility is 15 years. 


The septage disposal facility that is located within the refuse 
disposal area, functioned well during 1982. Use of this facility 
varies greatly according to the seasons and in 1982 ranged from a_ low 
in November of 338,000 gallons to a high in July of 1,220,600 gallons. 
1982 was the first year that all six filter beds came into use. It is 
expected that more frequent cleaning will be required in the future of 
this facility to maintain the filter beds in good order.

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ENGINEERING DIVISION 


The following layout was surveyed and plans made for the 1982 Town 
Meeting:

Inspection and supervision of various streets, resurfaced under 
resurfacing accounts, were provided by this office. Inspection and 
supervision was also done for resurfacing of drives, parking lots, and 
sidewalks at Town Schools. Inspections were done for crack filling, 
and infra-red patching on various roads, tennis courts, and parking 
areas in the Town. 


Field surveys and final drawings were made for 114 acres at _ the 
Industrial Site in preparation for its transfer to the Falmouth Eco- 
nomic Development and Industrial Corporation. 


Levels were run to existing and new well sites and on various 
ponds throughout the Town in conjunction with the Camp, Dresser & 
McKee "plume study" for the existing sanitary land fill as well as the 
proposed sewer treatment site. 


The Assessors' maps were brought up to date as of December 31, 
1981 and a good start has been made on plotting 1982 transfers and 
subdivisions. 


In addition to the above, numerous questions and requests by other 
departments, committees, and individuals have been answered and/or 
complied with. Most notable of these are the numerous inspections by 
this office for the Planning Board so that roads and drainage in new 
subdivsions conform to town regulations. The Planning Board budget 
does not include monies for an Engineering consultant, thus putting a 
further burden on this section. This division has continued a program 
to define old road layouts which were not previously bounded out and 
replacing those bounds on defined layouts which have been destroyed or 
not set. 


During the year on a daily basis, information is provided to sur- 
veyors and engineers on road layouts, subdivision plans, topographic 
maps and bench marks for their use in preparing subdivision and _ plot 
plans for building permits. In addition, there are numerous calls 
from banks, insurance companies and lawyers, etc. for information on 
flood plain data.

HIGHWAY AND BRIDGE DIVISION 


During the past year the operation of this division felt the 
impact of Proposition 2 1/2, not only from the loss of four positions, 
but the increase in requests for assistance from other town depart- 
ments. We have had to cut back on many projects due to the decrease 
in funds available for fuel. The propane systems that were installed 
late last year have proven to be a financial success. In slightly 
more than a year, the systems have saved in fuel and maintenance costs 
more than the original cost of installation, thus providing a quick 
return on tax dollars invested. 


There are other parts of the budget which are also feeling the 
crunch, namely the street and traffic signs and street line markings. 
In both cases, all funds were expended in the first half of the fiscal 
year. This was due to an increase in requests for services rather 
than an increase in material costs. If the Highway Division is to be 
expected to provide these as well as our many other services, then we 
must seriously examine our budget if we are to meet these demands. We 
received a new dump truck and service truck last year, but some of our 
bigger pieces of equipment will soon need replacing. This is a result 
of neglecting our planned vehicle replacement program and unfortuna- 
tely it has caught up to us. The town must find other alternatives to 
outright purchasing where there are large sums of money involved. I 
believe the most viable is the lease/purchase plan whereby the’ town 
would probably save money using this particular method of replacing 
equipment. 


In 1982, the division had seven storms in which we had to plow 
snow. In addition, there were 25 days in which we were required to 
dispatch the sanders. In 1982, we overspent our snow and ice removal 
budget as we had in the previous year. This year we were able to pur- 
chase another sander for a total of five in our fleet. If we are to 
adequately meet the demand of providing roads which are safe for the 
motoring public in a reasonable amount of time, then we will need at 
least two or three more sanders of various sizes. This should be done 
before we could even consider replacing our present equipment, a 
couple of which are approaching 20 years in service. 


At this time, I would like to thank all of the departments’ who 
have assisted the division during the past year and especially to the 
personnel of the Highway Division who have worked so hard and_= shown 
true dedication to the Department of Public Works.

For the last four years, Dutch Elm Disease has killed more private 
trees than public trees. This may be due to the homeowner not having 
enough available money to properly care for the elm trees on _ their 
property. This town still has one one of the best elm tree popul- 
ation in the State. 


SPRAY PROGRAM 


The following sprays were applied to shade trees, park areas, and 
public grounds. Dormant Oil Spray - to elm trees in early April for 
Elm Bark Beetle. Foliar Spray - May and June for Tent Caterpilar, Klm 
Leaf Beetle and Aphids. Spot Foliar Sprays - August & September for 
Japanese Beetle, Pine Looper, Fall Web Worm, and Nantucket Pine Tip 
Moth. Herbicide Spray - for poison ivy. 


Falmouth is just beginning to be affected by the Gypsy Moth. 
Areas effected include Rt. 151 to the Mashpee line, Sandwich Road, Pi- 
necrest Beach, Shorewood Drive, and the area around the Great Harbors 
development. An inventory of egg masses reveals a total of about 636 
acres heavily infested. 


The Gypsy Moth defoliation state wide was 1,379,735 acres. This 
is a lot less than last year's total of 2,826,095 acres. However, 
this is still the second highest record. 


TREE PLANTING 


This year we increased by 50% the amount of new trees planted 
throughout the public areas. The increase was necessitated by the 
vandalism of last year and the step up replacement of removed elm 
trees lost to Dutch Elm Disease.

TREE SECTION 


Routine maintenance operations continued this year such as prun- 
ing, tree removals, spraying, stump grinding, planting, and care of 
new trees. This year we used a new tool in integrated pest management 
- the Mauget injection technique. This technique looks promising for 
applying pesticides to hard-to-reach trees and fertilizing street 
trees in areas surrounded by asphalt. Last winter, we began a street 
tree inventory as the first step in identifying the number, species, 
and condition of our public shade trees. This inventory will take 
about three years to complete. 


PARK SECTION 


This year, work on park areas was sacrificed to projects on School 
grounds. Major park projects include landscaping and planting traffic 
islands at Falmouth Heights corner and Sandwich Road at Hatchville 
Road; Completed telephone pole fence at Central Park; The addition of 
new flower beds to the front of the Town Hall. 


SCHOOL GROUNDS IMPROVEMENT 


This year marked the first year a substantial amount of money, and 
this division's man hours, was devoted to improvements throughout our 
school grounds. A total of approximately $100,000 was spent on mater- 
ials and contract work with 9,184 man hours provided by this division. 


Major improvements included repaving driveways, parking lots, and 
walkways at six schools and the Administration Building masonry re- 
pairs to bus pads at East Falmouth and Teaticket Schools. Re-surface 
and reline tennis courts at Lawrence School and Falmouth High School. 
Correct drainage problems at North Falmouth School, Falmouth High 
School, East Falmouth School, Lawrence School and at Fuller Field. 
Safety improvements to playground equipment at all schools, landscape 
planting of the Teaticket School courtyard and East Falmouth School 
grounds. 


Repairs to fences at Mullen Hall, Lawrence, and Morse Pond 
Schools. 


Routine maintenance to all parks public and school grounds contin- 
ued such as trimming of shrubs, planting and weeding flower beds, 
mowing, fertilizing, liming of all turf areas. Loaming, seeding, and 
renovating all athletic fields and baseball diamonds. 


This year, I would like to again express my sincere appreciation 
to the Highway, Water, and Engineering Divisions for their invaluable 
assistance, especially with the School grounds projects. 

Finally, I want to acknowledge the tremendous hard work of my 
staff and summer employees for the extra effort expended this year. 
We all have a lot of accomplishments to be proud of this year.

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WATER AND SEWER DIVISION 


The Falmouth water system continued expanding during 1982 with a 
total of 2.450 miles of new water mains, 28 new fire hydrants, and 220 
new water services added to the system. 


The Long Pond Pumping Station electric pumping capability will be 
improved next year with the addition of one new electric pump and ad- 
ditional transformer capacity. The contract for this work has_ been 
awarded and construction should commence early in 1983, 


The Ashumet Well remains out of service in accordance with orders 
from the State Department of Environmental Quality Engineering. 


The Fresh Pond Well operated throughout the year providing an ad- 
ditional water supply for the Town. 


The 1982 Annual Town Meeting appropriated $50,000.00 for test 
wells and exploration for additional water resources. The contract 
for this work has been awarded to the Boston engineering firm of Camp 
Dresser and McKee. Work on this project will commence early in 1983. 


In accordance with the Special Town Meeting vote on September 9, 
1981, Camp Dresser and McKee continued the design work (Step 2) for 
the proposed $30,000,000.00 Falmouth Sewerage System. As the year 
ended, this phase of the sewer project is approximately 90% complete.

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STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


This is the 20th consecutive year there will be no assessment 
against the taxpayers of Falmouth to make up for a deficit even though 
an operating loss did occur as a result of the members' decision to 
freeze all rates throughout 1982 and attempt to keep our operational 
expenses in check and count on increased tourism to meet obligations, 
The anticipated operating loss for 1982 is $150,000. 


Mr. McCormack and his senior management team with the Members 
and each of us with the elected leaderships of our communities will 
continue our 20 year policy to: continue to be a strong economic asset 
to Falmouth and the islands; continue to be a cooperative neighbor in 
our communities; continue to function without local taxpayer assis-— 
tance; and take all steps necessary in modernizing an aging fleet and 
old facilities so that increasing traffic responsibilities can be met 
in stride. 


A hard search continues for ways to replace the costly, awkward 
S/S Naushon with a more attractive, flexible vessel or vessels. 


Last year was the year the new $5.3 million terminal at Vineyard 
Haven went into full operation and 1983 should see the start of mas- 
sive reconstruction of aged terminal facilities at Nantucket at a cost 
of some $4.5 million. 


During 1982,for the first time in the Steamship Authority's 22 
year history,lingering tensions over competition seemed about to be 
resolved through friendly negotiations until inexplicably owners of 
the private summer boatlines turned to the courts. The matter rests 
there ‘at. this-wriftines 


The Steamship Authority's position vs competing lines for many 
years has not’ been to question the competition's right to exist and 
profit from its summer operations. The question has always been, to 
what extent should competing boatlines be permitted to expand and 
impede the Steamship Authority's economic well being? The Steamship 
Authority by law must function year-round and somehow overcome the 
million dollar monthly operating losses of winter.

This summer, (1983) one of the two daily round trips between 
Woods Hole and Nantucket will be diverted to Hyannis. The M/V Uncatena 
wild, start -out: from Woods,Holevat WsloeroM. ‘and return at” 7:45 Pine: 
midway through each day it will make one round trip from Nantucket to 
Hyannis and back before completing its leg back to Woods Hole. 


The "loss" because of this diversion could be 12,012 passengers 
based on the number of persons who took the second trip of the last 
day last year. It's pointed out that an increase of just one _ percent 
in Vineyard traffic will more than make up for the loss of the Nan- 
tucket passengers. 
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Because of the revised summer schedule, the M/V Uncatena will be 
ready earlier each evening and the end of each day for Woods Hole- 
Vineyard service. This should improve Vineyard service and should at- 
tract more Vineyard-bound passengers through Woods Hole.This schedule 
will provide better service to the Vineyard form Woods Hole and _ not 
really affect Woods Hole to Nantucket day trip service.

HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Falmouth Housing Authority is a five-member board created in 
1947 by a vote of Town Meeting under the State Law, Chapter 121, Sec- 
tion 3 as amended. Four Members are elected by the voters of Falmouth 
for staggered five year terms; the fifth member is appointed by the 
Governor of the Commonwealth. The Housing Authority is located at 115 
Scranton Avenue, Falmouth. 


To oversee the housing needs and arrangements of Falmouth, and to 
decide which programs should be initiated, the Authority employes an 
Executive Director, an Assistant Director, several clerical assistants 
and maintenance employees; Elliott A. Smoler - Executive Director; 
James L. Conley - Assistant Director 


HOMES FOR THE ELDERLY 

All apartments are occupied at the Choate Lane (Mayflower) (24), Salt 
Sea Lane (30), and Rose Morin Drive (Bayberry) (60), developments, a 
total of 114 units. There are 48 active applications on file.The fol- 
lowing requirements determining eligibility for the apartments: 
applicant must be 65 years or older, and applicant cannot have an 
annual income of $10,024 for a single person or $11,456 for a couple. 
Asset limits for Admission: total assets may not exceed one and a half 
times the net income of an applicant or a maximum of $15,000.00, whi- 
chever is greater. 


FEDERAL HOUSING 

The Authority operates 80 units of Federal Housing for the Elderly and 
Handicapped located at 115 Scranton Avenue. All apartments are occu- 
pied. There are 90 active applications on file. The following 
eligibility requirements have been established for the Federal Pro- 
gram: applicant must be 62 years or older or be handicapped; applicant 
cannot have an annual income over $11,300 for a single person or 
$12,850 for a couple. Assets limits for admission: total assets may 
not exceed $15,000 for a single person or $20,000 for a couple. 


The Authority was also awarded an additional 5.6 million dollars 
to build an additional 83 units of elderly housing. This ground break- 
ing is scheduled for spring, 1983 with occupancy early in 1984 on 14.7 
acres in Teaticket. The Authority maintains a separate waiting list 
for these programs. An individual must fill out both a State and Fed- 
eral application for housing. 
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. PROJECT 705 
Twenty-five houses have been acquired by the Housing Authority for 25 


low-income families. These houses are all occupied. 


LEASED HOUSING 
The Authority administers a Leased Housing Program under the Chapter 
707 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth. Funds for this program 
are made available through the Department of Community Affairs. The 
Annual Contribution Contract for 1982 amounted to $281,749 covering 
102 units for occupancy by low-income families of the Town. 


The Authority also administers a Leased Housing Program through 
the Department of Housing and Urban Development. This Leased Housing 
Program under Section 8 Housing Assistance Program of the United 
States Housing Act of 1974 provided $1,011,015,548 for subsidized 
units. 


Under this program, families whose incomes do not exceed 80 _ per- 
cent of the Median Income for Barnstable County would be eligible for 
housing assistance. The tenants are responsible for locating their own 
housing units and negotiating their own leases. Their contribution is 
25 percent of their income for rent and utilities.There are in excess 
of 300 applications on file for rental assistance housing. 


OTHER HOUSING 

Because many summer people choose to buy homes on Cape Cod, rent’ them 
in the winter and move here in the summer, reasonable rentals are ex- 
ceedingly rare in Falmouth. This has led to a crisis for moderate as 
well as low income people. One apartment development exists in Fal- 
mouth, and is run by the United Church Homes. This is for senior 
citizens of moderate income and there is a waiting list. Other apart- 
ments and houses can be secured through local real estate dealers, 
and newspaper ads. 


The Authority appreciates the cooperation it has received from the 
various Town Departments during the past year.

Tools of the trades awards were presented to the students who ex- 
celled in each of the trade areas. In addition, twenty students going 
on to higher education received a total of $4,000 from the Upper Cape 
Regional Scholarship Fund. At graduation The Massachusetts Vocational 
Association Presidential Certificate of Merit for Outstanding Perfor- 
mance and Excellent Craftsmanship was presented to Patricia Andrade of 
Falmouth, a graduate of the Health Careers Department. 


The Regional School District has received financial assistance 
under Chapter 70 in the amount of $254,326, representing two payments 
toward the current fiscal year (1983) operating expenses. Also receiv- 
ed were the following: $104,736 for transportation; $6,623.71 under PL 
81-874 for federally connected pupils; $89,469 under Chapter 71 (16d); 
and $63,814.81 for the annual construction grant. 


The Title I ESEA Grant in the amount of $31,228 was received to 
provide two full-time tutors and two aides for the supportive services 
of students in reading and mathematics. 


A. PL 94-482 Grant in the amount of $13,473 was received to pro- 


vide the Electical Department with a solid state project, and the 
Painting Department with a co -¢rcial sprayer. 
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A PL 94-142 Title VI-B Grant in the amount of $12,505 was awarded 
under Chapter 74, being used to provide an instructional aid and cler- 
ical assistance to the Special Needs Program. 


A Grant in the amount of $4,875 was awarded under Chapter 74, 
Apprenticeship Training, for the purpose of Evening School salaries. 


Under the Educational Consolidation and Improvement Act (ECIA) of 
1981, Chapter 2, a grant in the amount of $4,854 was awarded to pro- 
vide a collection of basic skills computer learning programs and 
materials for the formation of a learning center in the library. 


A PL 95-561 Library ESEA IV-B Grant in the amount of $1,601 will 
be completed this year and has been used to purchase high interest, 
low vocabulary reading materials.

FALMOUTH PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


This year brought implementation of a severely restrictive budget 
and development of a new budget for the second year of Proposition 2 
1/2. The faculty and staff demonstrated a high degree of character and 
professionalism by performing conscientiously and competently despite 
blows to morale engendered by loss of staff and elimination of some 
program offerings. The Committee is very proud of its public school 
teachers and administrators. The new budget approved for 1982-83 re- 
flects increased monies, but the total is still only slightly (22) 
more than the total available two years ago. Clearly, financial con- 
Straints continue as the overriding consideration in planning our 
public school program. This being said, efforts continue toward in- 
creasing public awareness of the importance of its public school 
system and fostering widespread interest in its support. 


A new evaluation process for instructional staff was developed and 
its implementation is being closely monitored for effectiveness. A 
long-range planning process is being developed to assess” staffing 
needs, curriculum, plant maintenance and school building use over the 
long run. Curriculum evaluation continues, with new social studies and 
language arts programs for grades K-8. Review of the science curricu- 
lum is underway. A new Professional Development Program for teachers 
and administrators was introduced, and reports so far are that it is 
being received enthusiastically. An important reason behind these en- 
couraging developments is the energy and effectiveness of our Central 
Office Administrators. Three of these - the Superintendent, Assistant 
to the Superintendent, and Business Manager - are new or relatively 
new to our system. Together with the Personnel Director, they function 
smoothly as a team which is having noticeably invigorating influence 
on performance in the schools. 
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On balance, the sharpest financial jolts appear to have been 
weathered, the personnel in place are doing a commendable job, the 
public appears more supportive of its school system, and we can report 
a new sense of confidence in our ability to provide the quality educ- 
ation the students deserve.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The residents of Falmouth are to be proud of its public school 
system. It is one which strives for quality in its quest to provide 
each and every student with the best education possible. Staff, stu- 
dents, and parents once again demonstrated their commitment to the 
schools by working cooperatively in creating a positive learning envi- 
ronment. 


During the year a number of "Action Groups" were established to 
work on a variety of pertinent issues. Membership for each group in- 
cluded teachers, administrators, and representatives of the community. 
Issues studied included the evaluation process for teachers and admin- 
istrators, alternatives to the traditional school calendar, a 
professional development program for staff, community and public rela- 
tions, and the annual budget process. As a result of the efforts put 
forth by the groups, various changes were made for the good of the 
system. 


A comprehensive Staff Development Program for all staff members 
was instituted. Darby Rioux, a fifth grade teacher at Morse Pond 
School, was selected to head the Staff Development Committee whose re- 
sponsibility was to plan a series of courses and workshops. The 
response by teachers and administrators has been terrific. The program 
is a fine example of using local resources and talent to provide as- 
sistance for the staff. 


A new evaluation process for teachers was instituted. 
Administrators spent a considerable amount of time in training pro- 
grams to become familiar with its use. The goal of the process is_ to 
assist teachers in the improvement if instruction. 


Minor adjustments were made in the districts for all elementary 
schools. It was done to make more effective use of available classroom 
space, to equalize enrollments in each school, and to reduce tran- 
sportation costs and time. 


A highlight of the year was the First Annual Spelling Bee for 
grades 4 through 8. It was held as part of the efforts made to empha- 
size the skill areas of writing and spelling. Enthusiasm for the event 
was high and students really enjoyed participating. 


American Education Week was observed in November with activities 
planned around the theme "A Strong Nation Needs Strong Schools". Spe- 
cial open houses were held in all schools and a record number of 
parents visited the schools to meet with teachers, hear curriculum 
presentations, and observe students at work.

Harry S. Merson, Superintendent of Schools from 1953 to 1971, died 
in January. Mr. Merson served the system for many years and was well 
respected for his efforts in working for the good of all children. His 
contributions will be remembered for many years to come. 


The school family was also saddened by the deaths of G. William 
Lange, a grade five teacher at the Morse Pond School, Jorge D'Aguiar, 
a custodian at Lawrence School, and Elizabeth Hemenway, a secretary at 
the high school.

Other retirements included Ruth Lewis, secretary; Raymond Bac- 
hand and James Correiro, maintenance; Joseph Knych and Manuel Cardoza, 
Jr., custodians; and Reidun Cavanaugh, Eleanor Van Horn, and Clara 
Genziano, food service.

Business Administrator. He replaced Edward Sadowski who resigned the 
position to seek employment in private industry. Mr. Fiorino came _ to 
Falmouth from a similar position in the Pentucket Regional School Dis- 
trict and School Union 53 in West Newbury, Massachusetts. 


Many of our students continued to be recognized for their academic 
and extra curricular accomplishments. In the academic realm Falmouth 
students did exceptionally well in such programs as the National Merit 
Scholarship Program and Mathematics League Competition. The Fine Arts 
Program is a strength of the system and students continued to be re- 
cognized for their efforts in music and dramatic activities. 
Falmouth's athletic teams once again received much recognition both in 
league and state competition. Academic and extra curricular programs 
blend well and provide Falmouth students with many unique opportuni- 
ties to excel. 


Graduation was held in June for the 351 students in the Class of 
1982. Approximately 70% of the students went on to further their educ- 
ation and 43% entering four year colleges and 27% going to two year 
colleges, business and other types of educational programs. Students 
expressing their desire to seek employment totaled 20%; 7% planned to 
enter the military, and 34 planned to travel, marry, or were undeclar- 
ed. Our graduates continue to do well and deserve congratulations for 
their efforts. The Class of 1982 received $277,662 in scholarship as- 
sistance thanks to the support of many community and school groups. 


We continue to need the support of all the citizens of the town. 
We encourage them to become active in the schools by assisting us in 
any manner possible. Volunteering, providing moral support, voting ap- 
proval at Town Meeting, and participating in school activities are 
typical of the assistance we encourage. Now, more than ever, the 
public schools need the support of the community as a whole. The 
future is sure to bring with it new challenges. We will do everything 
possible to meet these challenges to the best of our ability.

The waters of 
Buzzards Bay and tidal ponds and tidal rivers off Buzzards Bay shall be de- 
termined by the contour line of three (3) feet elevation based on _ the 
National Geodetic Vertical Datum.

a) No Building Permit shall be issued for any principal structure erected on 
a lot fronting on fresh or tidal waters described above until a Plan certi- 
fied by a Registered Land Surveyor is furnished to the Building 
Commissioner. Said Plan shall clearly delineate the distances from the propo- 
sed structures to the water body. 

Any lot shown on a plan or described in a deed duly recorded at the Registry 
of Deeds that has less than a 125 foot depth from the measured water mark to 
the front, side or rear yards, whichever is greater, shall be eligible to 
apply to the Board of Appeals for a Special Permit to construct a single 
family residence.

In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly publish- 
ed and posted as directed,the Town Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth, 
met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence School in Falmouth,Massachusetts, on 
November 15, 1983 at 7:30 o'clock p.m. to act on the Articles contained ther- 
ein.

Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer for the duration of the 
meeting.

This article covers minimum design, performance, location, mounting, testing, 
and maintenance requirements of automatic smoke detectors. Nothing in this 
article is intended to prevent the use of new methods or devices, provided, 
however, that sufficient data are submitted to the enforcement authority to 
demonstrate that the new method or device is equivalent (in quality, effec- 
tiveness, durability, and safety) to that prescribed in this article. 


This article shall not apply to those installations for which the head of the 
local Fire Department has given installation approval prior to the effective 
date of this article. The Town Building Department shall enforce the provi- 
sions of this article. 


DEFINITIONS: 
a. APARTMENT HOUSES - Buildings containing six or more dwelling units with 
independent cooking and bathroom facilities, whether designed as apartment 
houses, tenement, garden apartments, condominium, or by any other name. 
b. HOTELS AND FAMILY HOTELS - Buildings or groups of buildings under the same 
management in which there are more than 15 sleeping accommodations for hire, 
primarily used by transients who are lodged with or without meals, whether 
designated as a hotel, inn, club, motel, or by any other name. 
c. BOARDING AND LODGING HOUSES - A building in which rooms for living 
purposes are offered for rent, with or without meals, by the day, week or 
month, to five or more persons other than members of the family of the _ pro- 
prietor. There may be separate cooking facilties for individual occupants. 
d. DWELLING UNIT - A single living unit consisting of one or more rooms’ and 
providing complete independent living facilities for one or more persons in- 
cluding permanent provisions of living, sleeping, cooking, and sanitation. 
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e. AUTOMATICE SMOKE DETECTOR - A device which automatically detects the 
visible or invisible particles of combustion and automatically initiates an 
audible alarm that can be effectively heard above the maximum noise level ob- 
tained under normal conditions of occupancy. 

f. APPROVAL - This term means equipment or materials listed or labeled or 
included on a 1list published by an organization acceptable to the Board of 
Fire Prevention Regulations or the State Fire Marshal which organization is 
concerned with product evaluation, maintains periodic inspections or produc- 
tion of listed equipment or materials, and whose listing states either that 
the equipment or material meets appropriate standards or has been tested and 
found suitable for use in a specified manner. Complete 

information regarding the fire protection devices, equipment, and systems 
shall be submitted to the Town Building Department for approval prior to be- 
ginning any installation of the detectors. The information submitted shall 
include equipment specifications and a one line riser diagram showing the 
location of all devices and controls. 


POWER SUPPLY SOURCES: 
a. GENERAL 

1. All power supplies shall be sufficient to operate the alarm signal(s) 
for at least four continuous minutes. 

2. For electrically powered devices, an AC primary power source shall be 
utilized. However, in existing buildings where the Town Building Department 
finds that circumstances prohibit the use of wiring, the head of the Fire De- 
partment may permit a monitorized battery as the primary source of power 
inside a dwelling unit. The circumstances that may be considered include, but 
are not limited to, the structural design of the building, the economic cost 
to the owner, the likelihood of fire at the locus, and the type of material 
used in the structure of the building. 

b. PRIMARY POWER SUPPLY (AC) 

1. An AC primary source of electric power shall be a dependable commercial 
light and power supply source. A visible "Power On" indicator shall be pro- 
vided. 

2. All detector systems designed for operations on a voltage in excess of 
30 volts shall be installed in accordance with the latest Massachusetts Elec- 
tical Code, 527 CMR 12.00. 

3. A restraining means’ shall be used at the plug in of any cord connected 
installation, and shall be clearly identified as a terminal for a fire pro- 
tective signaling circuit. 


4, Fire warning equipment shall not be subject to loss of power by a _ wall 
switch. 

5. Neither loss nor restoration of primary power shall cause an alarm 
signal. 
c. PRIMARY POWER SUPPLY (MONITORED BATTERY) - Where allowed and approved by 
the head of the Fire Department, fire warning equipment may be powered by a 
battery provided that the battery is monitored to assure that the following 
conditions are met: 
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1. All power requirements are met for at least one year's life, including 
weekly testing. 

2. A distinctive audible trouble signal is given before the battery is 
incapable of operating (from aging, terminal corrosions, etc.) the device for 
alarm purposes. 

3. For a unit employing a lock in alarm feature, automatic transfer is pro- 
vided from alarm to a trouble condition. 

4, The unit is capable of producing an alarm signal for at least four 
minutes at the battery voltage at which a trouble signal is normally obtained 
followed by seven days of trouble signal operation. 

5. The audible trouble signal is produced at least once every minute for 
seven days. 

6. The monitored batteries meeting these specifications are clearly identi- 
fied on the unit near the battery compartment. 


EQUIPMENT PERFORMANCE 

a. SMOKE DETECTORS - Each smoke detector shall detect abnormal quantities of 
smoke that may occur in a building and shall properly operate in the normal 
environmental conditions of said building. Smoke detectors shall detect smoke 
having a minimum obscuration of four percent per foot (optical density of 
0.0177 per foot). 

b. ALARM AUDIBILITY AND RESPONSIBILITY - All alarm sounding devices shall 
have a minimum rating of 85 dBa (adjusted decibels) at 10 feet. 
c. CONTROL EQUIPMENT 

1. The control equipment shall be automatically restored on restoration of 
electrical power. 

2. If a reset switch is provided, it shall be a self restoring type. 

3. Any alarm silencing switch or an audible trouble silencing switch shall 
not be provided unless its silenced position is indicated by a readily appar- 
ent signal. 

4, Each electrical fire warning system and single station smoke detector 
shall have an integral test means to permit the owner to check the system and 
sensitivity. 


INSTALLATION 


a. GENERAL 

1. All equipment shall be installed in a workmanlike manner. 

2. All devices shall be so located and mounted that accidental operation 
will not be caused by jarring or vibration. 

3. Installed fire warning equipment shall be mounted so as to be supported 
independently of its attachment to wires. 

4, All installation wiring shall be in accordance with the requirements of 
the manufacturer of the equipment connected to the said wiring. 


b. DETECTOR LOCATION AND SPACING 

1, All automatic smoke detectors located in lobbies, common corridors, 
hallway, and stairways of a building subject to these regulations shall be 
interconnected thereby within the building producing a simultaneous series of 
audible alarms throughout the entire building. 
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2. All lobbies, common corridors, hallways and exitway access discharge 
routes shall be provided with automatic 115V smoke detectors with no more 
than a thirty (30) foot spacing between detectors. 

3. In buildings having more than one level serviced by an open stairway 
with the building, a detector shall be located on the ceiling on the upper- 
most level of the stairwell, and a detector shall be located on the ceiling 
of the lowest level. 

4, A smoke detector installed in a stairwell shall be so located as _ to 
assure that smoke rising in the stairwell cannot be prevented from reaching 
the detector by an intervening door or obstruction. 

5. A smoke detector installed to detect a fire in the basement shall be 
located in close proximity to the stairwell leading to the floor above. 


6. Every Dwelling Unit shall be equiped with an approved 115 volt smoke 
detector located in each sleeping area of said unit. For Dwelling Units with 
more than one separate sleeping area connected by a common hall, one such 
smoke detector may be located in said hall. 

7. The smoke detector installed on a story without a separate sleeping 
area shall be located in close proximity to the stairway leading to the floor 
above. 

8. Smoke detectors shall be located on or near the ceiling. 

9. Smoke detectors in rooms with ceiling slopes greater than 1 
foot rise per 8 feet horizontally shall be located at the high side of the 
room. 

10. A smoke detector shall not be required to be located in or within six 
(6) feet of a kitchen, cooking area, or garage. 


MAINTENANCE AND TESTING 
a. GENERAL 

1. Each automatic detector shall be continuously maintained in reliable op- 
erating condition at all times, and such periodic inspections and tests shall 
be made as are necessary to assure proper maintenance as specified. 

2. Detectors shall be under the supervision of a responsible person who 
shall cause proper tests to be made at specific intervals and have general 
charge of all alterations and additions. 

3. In any test, all persons who would automatically receive an alarm. shall 
be notified so that an unnecessary response shall not take place. 

4. After installation, a visual inspection of all detectors shall be made 
to insure that they are properly located. 

5. After installation, each detector shall be checked to insure that it is 
properly connected and powered in accordance with the manufacturer's recom- 
mendations. 

b. INITIAL INSTALLATION TESTS 

1. To assure that each smoke detector is operative, it shall be tested, in 
place in accordance with the manufacturer's instructions, 

2. Instruments for checking the sensitivity of some detectors are available 
from the manufacturer. When using these, the manufacturer's recommended test 
instructions shall be followed. 
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c. PERIODIC TEST 

1, Smoke detectors shall be tested annually in accordance with the manufac- 
turer's instructions. 

2. A permanent record showing all details of the test including the name of 
the inspector, type, number, location and the results of detectors tested on 
a specific date shall be kept by the building owner, and a copy shall be 
submitted to the head of the Fire Department. 

d. CLEANING AND MAINTENANCE 


Ionization and photoelectric smoke detectors may require periodic cleaning 
to remove dust or dirt which has accummulated. The frequency of cleaning will 
depend on the local ambient conditions. For each detector, the cleaning, 
checking, operation, and sensitivity adjustment shall be attempted only after 
consulting the manufacturer's instructions. 

e. TEST FOLLOWING AN ALARM - Detectors shall be restored to service as 

promptly as possible after each test or alarm, and shall be kept in normal 

condition for operation. Devices requiring resetting or replacement shall be 

reset or replaced as promptly as possible after each test or alarm. 
ACCEPTANCE 

a. ACCEPTANCE TEST 

1. Upon completion of the system, the installer, in the presence of the 
owner, shall test each self-restoring device for proper operation. He shall 
then instruct the owner on the operation and maintenance of the system. 

2. Upon completion of the installation, a satisfactory test of the fire 
detectors shall be made in the presence of the head of the Fire Department or 
his designee. 

3. All apparatus shall be restored to normal as promptly as possible after 
each alarm test. 

b. GENERAL 

1. Before requesting final approval of the installation by the head of the 
Fire Deparment, the installing contractor shall furnish a written statement 
to the effect the the detectors have been installed in accordance with the 
manufacturer's specifications. 

2. The installation of such devices shall be completed within six months of 
the approval of plans by the Town Building Department, or do or take any 
other action this matter. On request of Resort Owners Assn., Paul J. Ryan and 
others.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


During the year 1983, the Annual Town Meeting held on April 4,1983 and 
action was taken on 85 Articles. A Special Town Meeting consisting of 60 Ar- 
ticles was held on November 15, 1983. Where applicable the Selectmen have 
complied with the directives of these Town Meetings. 


Again during 1983 the Selectmen did not recommend the acceptance of any 
road layouts due to continuing fiscal restraints. A letter was sent to all 
petitioners who requested acceptance of roads informing them that the Select- 
men had not included any road acceptance in the Warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting, but hoped that in the near future the Selectmen with the Local De- 
partment of Public Works could formulate a plan to undertake road repairs 
through a bond issue. 


In April of 1983 Heather McMurtrie was re-elected to her third term as 
Selectman. During the year the Town was saddened by the passing of retired 
Acting Police Chief, Leonard E. Martin and Town Accountant Allan F. Ryan. 


At the Special Town Meeting held in November 1983, it was voted to pur- 
chase a separate computer system for the Town. The central processing unit is 
being installed in Town Hall. 


Henry W. Breen who was appointed Chief of Police in 1982 resigned in 
September 1983. Following his resigation Captain Paulino Rodriques was ap- 
pointed as Acting Chief of Police. At the Special Town Meeting in November of 
1983 it was voted to remove the position of Chief of Police from Civil Ser- 
vice. In December of 1983, by Special Act of the legislature, the position of 
the Chief of Police in the Town of Falmouth was exempted from the provisions 
of the Civil Service Law. 


The Board of Selectmen wish to thank all of those who have served on 
Town Boards and Committees during 1983.

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HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


A supply of serums and vaccines for the control of communicable diseases 
is maintained in the Health Department. These materials are supplied to the 
Health Department by the State Department of Public Health at no cost and are 
dispensed, on request, to local physicians, the Falmouth Hospital, the Fal- 
mouth School Department nursing staff and Nursing Services under contract to 
the Health Department. 


The state provided 90% of the vaccine required at the annual flu clinics 
conducted by the Health Department for Falmouth residents. The Board of 
Health purchased additional vaccine to complement the State allotment. 


The Health Department performed complete inspections of all food service 
and drinking establishments during 1982. The Barnstable County Health Depart- 
ment provided the services of 2 part-time inspectors to assist in the 
restaurant inspection program during the summer season. This assistance was 
in addition to the usual technical assistance provided by the County 
throughout the year. 


On May 31, 1983, under the Authority of MGL 111, Section 31, a Board of 
Health Regulation became effective which requires a special permit for any 
non-domestic, non-agricultural, licensed or unlicensed application of certain 
pesticides that are potential contaminants of ground or surface water.

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FIRE STATION BUILDING NEEDS AND LOCATIONS COMMITTEE 


The Committee met several times during 1983 and have decided that addi- 
tional vehicle storage space attached to the present Headquarters building 
would be too expensive at this time. The Committee has instructed Dieter 
Sigl, Architect, to produce plans for a three-bay detached garage for vehicle 
storage and an article to fund the same will be submitted at the 1984 Annual 
Town Meeting. 


In September, an independent structural engineer was engaged by the 
Falmouth Building Department and upon inspection of the old repair shop found 
it structurally unsound. This increases the urgency of constructing new véhi- 
cle storage space at Headquarters.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


For the second year in a row I am pleased to report no deaths by fire in 
Falmouth. 


The largest property loss occurred on August 3rd when Kenyon's Market, 
767 East Falmouth Highway, was gutted by a fire that originated in an area 
above a walk-in refrigerator. Other serious losses during the year were to 
the Manson, Crago, Norden-Augustin and White family homes in Teaticket, Fal- 
mouth, West Falmouth and North Falmouth. In May the fishing vessel 
"Mary-Ellen" suffered heavy engine room and deck damage when fire broke out 
while the vessel was tied up at the town dock in Woods Hole. 


On April 25th fire department divers recovered the body of drowning 
victim George Crocker Jr. of Old Barnstable Road, from Mill Pond, East Fal- 
mouth after a three-hour search. 


Occupants were alerted to fires in buildings by smoke detectors ten 
times during 1983 and the fire either had been extinguished by the occupants 
before the fire department arrived or the early detection enabled the depart- 
ment to keep the fire from gaining any headway. Seven of these fires were in 
single family dwellings, two at the hospital and one in a rooming house whose 
owner had complied with the provisions of Chapter 148, Section 26C. 
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Exactly the opposite occurred at Gosnold Grove Apartments, 368 East Fal- 
mouth Highway on April 14th. There was considerable fire damage to two 
apartments with smoke damage to several others. After the fire it was disco- 
vered that the building's alarm system had become inoperative at some prior 
time and had not been repaired nor were the residents aware of this situ- 
ation. Had the complex been in compliance with 26C, as soon as the system 
malfunctioned the alarm would have been received over the fire alarm circuit 
and the owners would have been required to make immediate repairs. Fortuna- 
tely this was a daytime fire. If it had been at night a loss of life would 
have been a definite possibility. 


Acting Lt. Paul D. Brodeur was appointed Captain to fill the position of 
retired Captain Ernest Motta. 


Firefighter Richard Perry retired this year after 26 years as a _ perman- 
ent firefighter. He served this department faithfully not only in that 
capacity but also as a call firefighter previous to his permanent appoint— 
ment. 


The firefighting and rescue equipment are in good shape at this time and 
seem adequate except for the needed addition of a vehicle to carry rescue 
tools such as the jaws of life, power saws, air cylinders, etc. The depart- 
ment is in the process of assembling a kit for cave-in rescues in the event 
it is needed during the new sewer construction. 


I would like to express my conviction that the Town is well served by 
its Fire Department personnel, both permanent and call, who through compre- 
hensive training.gnd personal dedication, perform fire extinguishment and 
rescue missions in a truly professional manner.

THE AMBULANCE COMMITTEE 


With three well-equipped and functioning rescue vehicles, no new large 
acquisitions were necessary during 1983. All three of the rescue vehicles 
were needed to be used simultaneously several times during the past year. 


The Ambulance Committee has had two personnel changes. The resignation 
of Mrs. Alice Andrews was accepted with regret, and Mrs. Donna McClung, Emer- 
gency Room Nursing Coordinator at Falmouth Hospital, has been appointed in 
Mrs. Andrews place. Dr. Thomas Sbarra has replaced Dr. Thomas Lubin. 
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The most critical issue facing the Town of Falmouth and the Ambulance 
Committee for 1984 is the quality of rescue services that will be available 
beginning January 1, 1984. For various reasons, four of the nine Paramedics 
have dropped their Paramedic certification and status, leaving only five Pa- 
ramedics to cover all shifts, sick call, vacations and leaves. Another major 
change affecting the quality of emergency care is the State regulation re- 
quiring Paramedics to be Nationally registered by November 1984. No one from 
Falmouth Fire Department is currently enrolled in the paramedic program; 
therefore, pressure is on the remaining five paramedics to staff the rescue 
service, as well as_ to successfully pass the difficult National Paramedic 
exam in order to become registered. 


Many people in Falmouth have greatly benefited from the availability of 
Advanced Life Support through its Paramedics--this benefit is now tenuous at 
best. The Ambulance Committee is investigating alternatives to continue to 
supply quality emergency health care to the community.

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CIVIL DEFENSE 


Falmouth Civil Defense meets the first Tuesday of each month at the EOC 
(Emergency Operations Center) in the Town Hall. The public is invited to 
attend these meetings. More help is needed in all phases of Civil Defense, 
especially Shelter Managers. 


The Civil Defense van made 35 runs this year in support of the Fire De- 
partment, mutual aid, and various other civic events. 


Falmouth Hospital has given Civil Defense the use of a room as a 
Secondary EOC in the event Town Hall gets flooded out. Antennas have arrived 
and will be installed under the direction of the CD Communications Officer. 
If a move must be made the radios in the EOC will be installed at the Fal- 
mouth Hospital to be used there. 


The primary storm shelters will be in Lawrence School, East Falmouth 
School and the North Falmouth School. If more shelter space is needed the 
Teaticket School and the Morse Pond School will be open. All Shelters will 
have communications with EOC, Fire and Police Departments and Falmouth Hospi- 
tal via radio. Please bring your own bedding with you. 


I would like to thank Chief Rodriques for the assistance in transferring 
a cruiser to Civil Defense and to the Falmouth Citizens Radio League for 
having the car painted. I would also like to thank the members of the Fal- 
mouth Amateur Radio Association, and the Falmouth Hospital for their 
cooperation.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


In the month of September the Falmouth Police Department underwent a 
series of changes in upper level management. Henry W. Breen resigned as the 
Chief of Police on September 14, 1983. The Board of Selectmen, on the same 
date, appointed me as Acting Chief of Police and Don L. Price as Acting Cap- 
tain. Soon after taking office, I appointed Acting Captain Price to the staff 
position of Commander of Administrative Services. Commander Price is respon- 
sible for personnel, training, records and court prosecution. Acting Captain 
Paul J. Poulos, who was serving in the capacity of Night Patrol Supervisor, 
was transferred to the day shift and appointed Commander of the Field Servi- 
ces Division, in charge of patrol force, communications section and property 
management. Detective Sergeant, Richard L. Corey, Chief of Detectives, was 
placed in charge of the Public Information Section. 
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The progress experienced during the tenure of Chief Breen has continued 
to expand and as I had been administrative assistant to Chief Breen, I was 
familiar with and directly involved in the administrative functions of the 
department; thus accounting for a smooth transition. 


Five police recruits attended the 53rd class of the Barnstable Police 
Academy and graduated on December 2, 1983. There presently exists ten vacan- 
cies in the department due to the termination of four provisional officers, 
one lateral transfer and various problems encountered seeking the approval 
list from the Division of Personnel Administration formerly known as_ the 
Division of Civil Service. 


Inservice training is a continuous process and it is mandatory that each 
officer receive a minimum of forty hours. Sergeant William J. McManamin 
graduated from the Command Training Institute at Babson College in November 
and Sergeant Thomas P. Mountford is the next Sergeant scheduled to attend in 
1984. The Massachusetts Criminal Justice Training Council issues a class 
schedule that covers all phases of police training and officers are sent to 
or may voluntarily attend one or more of these classes. During 1983 some of 
the classes attended include defensive driving, radar, breathalyzer, finger- 
printing, bank robbery investigation, background investigation, accident 
investigation, crime prevention and a variety of other investigative courses. 
First Aid courses are continually being given also. 


In December the department hosted a Massachusetts Criminal Justice 
Training Council class on Infra-red Breath Test Operator Certification. Sev- 
enteen Falmouth Officers received certificates and plans are being made to 
host several more classes so that eventually all Officers of the patrol force 
will be certified as breathalyzer operators. 


A Building Needs Committee, comprised of the Chief of Police, serving as 
Chairman and Manuel Rapoza, Joseph Motta, Frederick DeMello, John Barrett and 
Robert Wilson, was appointed by the Board of Selectmen. It is the intention 
of this committee to expend the present building to accommodate the present 
and future needs of the Police Department. 


In November, a Special Town Meeting was held whereby funds were ap- 
propriated to purchase two more cameras so that all cells will be monitored 
except the padded cell, which is not being used. 


The Police Auxiliary is being reorganized and all Special Police Offi- 
cers are required to be members; this will document the training of the 
Special Officers. It will be mandatory for all Auxiliary Officers to receive 
a minimum 40 hours training. When they are on duty, it will be their respon- 
sibility to check all public buildings. They will also be available to assist 
in all natural or man made disasters and voluntarily assist in community 
functions such as the Christmas Parade, road races and the like. 


In May 1983, Connie Antonellis was appointed Parking Magistrate. Ms. An- 
tonellis' duties are to set up hearings when requested and settle disputes 
concerning the issuance of parking tickets. On the same date, Judy Tynan was 
appointed Parking Clerk Ms. Tynan's duties are ordering, filing, recording 
and processing all data concerning parking tickets to the County Treasurer. 
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It is the goal of this department to have computers in use by the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year. The computer will be utilized by Central Records 
Division, the Communications Section and Parking Ticket Personnel. The compu- 
ter will expedite the processing and retrievability of records and correct 
the problems with recalled warrants. Plans are in the process to have the 
Parking Tickets processed by the Police Department and thus replace the proc- 
essing done by Datacom Systems. It should result in a substantial savings to 
the Town. 


The McBee Record System was initiated under the direction of Captain Don 
Price on January 1, 1984 after much planning and organizing during 1983. This 
system is a vast improvement over the past record keeping system that _ had 
been in existence for the past several decades. The McBee system eliminates 
duplication and gives better accountability and retrievability. 


As for major crimes during 1983, there were two armed robberies. On Fe- 
bruary 15 the East Falmouth Branch of the Falmouth National Bank was held up 
and after timely investigations, three men were arrested. There was. one 
murder, one William Wilder two men were arrested in connection with it during 
February. In June, the Wickertree Restaurant was victim of an armed robbery 
in which two men were arrested. In December three men were arrested in as- 
sociation with five stolen pickup trucks which were recovered in a Chop Shop 
investigation. Five defendants have been incarcerated, and five defendants 
are awaiting sentences in connection with these major crimes. :

Recovered Vehicles 78 76 


There has been an increase in rapes. Out of ten rapes, seven were clear- 
ed by arrest and three are still being investigated. An increase in 
distribution and use of Cocaine has taken place over the past year. There 
were twenty five males and four females arrested on drug violation. The Ju- 
venile Officer has been very busy working with parents and juveniles in an 
effort to help young people before they reach court. 


The decline in braking and entering and vandalism may be attributed to 


the additional work by the Detective Division as well as the help they have 
received from interested citizens. 
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A total of 1,196 automobile accidents were investigated in 1983, three 
of which resulted in fatalities. There were 685 arrests including 197 for op- 
erating under the influence of alcohol, 2 for operating under the influence 
of narcotics and 486 for other motor vehicles offenses. There were eighty ar- 
rests for bylaw violations. 


There has been an increased demand for police services. A total of 
50,464 service calls were dealt with by the police. A total of 11,293 com- 
plaints was made to the police department by phone or personal visit, 2,024 
of these complaints resulted in arrests. There were 978 misdemeanors arrest, 
183 felony arrests ad 862 arrests on complaints that could be either feloy or 
misdemeanors. Noise complainst total 616 with the majority of the complaints 
unfounded. 


A total number of arrests in 1983 was approximately 33% higher than in 
1982, 


In middle management, the Sergeants are capable and knowledgeable and 
under their tutelage the patrol force should continue to perform efficiently.

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CONSERVATION OFFICER 


I herewith submit my twenty-ninth annual report for the year ending 31 
December, 1983. During the course of the year this Department checked a total 
of 7,811 hunting, fishing, shellfishing and trapping licenses. Our total veh- 
icular mileage for patrol activity, answering complaints, investigations and 
wildlife related projects equaled 63,822 miles. 


As in the past there are many phases of our departmental function that 
continue on an annual basis. These activities are as follows: first, the 
restocking of our rivers and ponds namely Coonamessett, Childs and Quashnet 
Rivers and Mares, Grews, Deep and Ashumet Ponds. The species and number of 
fish stocked are: Eastern Brook Trout, 5,500, Brown Trout, 7,050, Rainbow 
Trout,38,875 and Small Mouth Bass (adults) 500, total 51,925. Secondly, The 
stocking of upland game birds in areas of our Town open to hunting equaled: 
1284 Pheasants and 2100 Bobwhite Quail. Thirdly, our Department planted 2,800 
seedlings, shrubs and plants throughout areas of our Town. The majority of 
planting occurred in Beebe Woods (reforestation), Coonamessett Valley (also 
reforestation), also Surf Drive, Oid Silver and Chapoquoit Sanctuary (dune 
control and development with Rugosa Rose). Our domestic animal survey for the 
State Division of Animal Health, The resulting head count is, Dairy Herd, 
Bulls 1, Beef Herds, Cows 7, Heifers 2, Calves 7, Steers 3, Goats 15, Sheep 
21, Swine 25, Horses 115, Ponies 47, Mule 1, Donkey 1. The annual pruning of 
trees and shrubs along the Coonamessett river and the removal of debris from 
the river itself was accomplished. 


During the course of our patrol activities this department answered 
1,377 complaints investigated by citizen calls dealing with fish, wildlife 
and shellfish, 316 domestic animal reports, removed 1,199 dead birds and ani- 
mals from our roads and _ recovered 14 stolen motor vehicles in the wooded 
areas of our Town. In addition to these activities we also aided our citiz- 
enry with problems stemming from close association with wildlife culminating 
with the trapping of 320 cottontail rabbits, 296 raccoon, 356 skunks and 4 
oppossum. Further we dealt with 3 instances of deer being struck by cars and 
11 deer being the victims of drowning, some of which had been chased to water 
by house dogs. 


As of 1 April 1983 the Wetlands Protection Act modifications went into 
effect, thus making some aspects of our association with the Conservation 
Commission more time consuming this. Coupled with an increase in building 
applications, required that a great deal of time and effort be channeled in 
this direction. 1,000 building sites (new structures, additions and altera- 
tions) were inspected and subsequently reviewed and either approved or 
recommended for hearings before the Conservation Commission as the situation 
required. Of those recommended for hearings 100 were required to file notice 
of intent and 102 were instructed to file for a determination of applicabil- 
ity. For the Board of Selectmen 15 proposals were inspected and reviewed to 
accommodate hearings under the auspices of the Town Zoning Bylaws. Also, at 
the Selectmen's request, 21 additional Wetland investigations were conducted 
not resulting in hearings. Initiated by the Department were 47 separate wet- 
lands investigations, of these, 36 violators were issued cease and desist 
orders requiring filing with the Conservation Commission, 
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Our legal prosecution activities were numerically lower this year than 
in previous years. We attributed this decline in case load to several things, 
of which, greater public education of rules and regulations, high visibility 
of our Department's Officers and Vehicles and our past prosecution reputation 
all play a part. The following is the result of our activities:

Continuing with our Department's strong beliefs in educating our young 
people we conducted 16 school lectures and tours, 11 lectures and field trips 
to various Boy Scout Groups and set up projects, including guidelines, for 5 
Boy Scouts working toward completion of their Eagle Scout. 


At four times during the course of this year we responded to reports of 
oil spills in the surrounding water. Three of these were not of great magni- 
tude and one of greater significance than the others. In each instance 
working with the Harbor Master and the Coast Guard each spill was identified, 
contained and cleaned up before extreme situations developed. 
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For 1983 the Dog Officer reports that 439 dogs were picked up, 233 dogs 
were released to the custody of their owners, $7,445. was collected in pound 
fees, 1 dog was sold for $30.00, 40 dogs were hit and killed by automobiles, 
48 dogs were hit by automobiles and transported to a veterinarian and lived, 
112 dogs remanded to M.S.P.C.A., $3,360. reimbursed to the Town by the county 
for care and maintenance of unclaimed dogs, 3 cases of dogs killing lives- 
tock in which owners of dogs made restitution, 7 dogs given up by owners. 
During 1983, 1,798 dogs were licensed yielding $4,672.00. Total money receiv-— 
ed was $15,507.

QUAHAUG TRANSPLANT 


From June through July 1983, 837.5 bushels of contaminated qua- 
haugs were dug and relayed into the clean waters of Green Pond for 
natural depuration. A total of 804 1/2 bushels came from Falmouth 
Inner Harbor and 33 bushels were from Eel Pond, Woods Hole. Fifty- 
seven bushels of soft shell clams were received from the Massachusetts 
Division of Marine Fisheries at no cost to the Town and were planted 
into Green Pond and Great Pond. Also, 314 pounds of soft shell clams 
ranging in size from.1/4 inch to 1 inch were dug out of Bournes Pond 
and planted into Green Pond, Great Pond and Wild Harbor River. 


Five hundred bushels of contaminated seed and adult oysters were 
dug out of the Taunton River and transplanted into,»the Quissett Harbor 
Family Area for propagation. 


AID FOR ALEWIVES 
Assistance and attention were given to _ our herring runs 
throughout the Town. This fishery is starting to come back. 


On the spot checks of dredge and fill projects and docks were re- 
viewed by me along with members of the Massachusetts Division of 
Marine Fisheries in order to protect our resources, 


A poor scallop season was seen throughout the Town. 1984 will be 
a better year due to the presence of seed scallops in some areas. Seed 
clams and quahaugs are showing up in fair number and with a little 
luck will do well in time to come. 


Bourne's Pond is still hanging,’in there. ,I believe 1984 will be 
the year we have all been waiting for and the grand opening of the new 


channel. 


One small oil spilt took place in Buzzards.Bay and was’ promptly 
cleaned up by a clean up crew.

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. TOWN INFORMATION AND CLERICAL CENTER 


It was a busy 1983 for the Clerical Center keeping up with its services 
to the 35 Committees, Boards and Commissions. 475 meetings were held by these 
Commissions, Boards and Committees. 


The Clerical Center in administering the State Wetlands Protection Law 
[Ch. 131,Sec. 40], and the Town Wetlands Protection Bylaw processed 210 
applications for hearings before the Conservation Commission. 


A Wetland Resource Study Committee composed of 5 members to study the 
planning and policy making for the preservation of the Town's Wetland Resour- 
ces was voted at the Annual Town Meeting.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


There were 37 meetings held in 1983, with a total of 210 hearings. 
These hearings required time consuming site visits by the Commissioners, and 
in some instances, conference with other Town Agencies and the Town Counsel. 


The wetlands hearings included 98 request for Determinations of Appli- 
cability and 112 Notices of Intent under the State and Town's Wetland Laws, 
31 requests for Certificates of Compliance, 24 requests for Extensions of 
Time, 32 Amended Orders of Conditions, 11 cases of revised plans, and 2 em- 
ergency hearings. Cease and Desist Orders issued for the Commission are 
listed in the report of the Conservation Department. Hearings were also held 
with regard to spraying railroad and electric transmission rights of way, as 
well as farming conservation land and applications for Agricultural Preserv- 
ation Restrictions. 


Various Members of the Commission expended more time and effort than in past 
years participating in on site visits of the State Department of Environmen- 
tal Quality Engineering (DEQE). At other times they attended meetings of the 
Massachusetts Association of Conservation Commissions, the New Alchemy, the 
Barnstable Conservation Commission, the Fifth Annual New England Environmen- 
tal Conference and other organizations involved in environmental questions 
relative to the Town. The Commission has joined with neighboring Town Com- 
missions in the formation of an Association of Cape Cod Conservation 
Commissions to act on environmental matters of regional concern., At the  be- 
ginning of the year, the Commission finished its consideration of the 
construction of Town Sewage Facilities and location of watermains. 
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During the year, several Town and State actions helped further the work 
of the Commission in protecting the natural resources of Falmouth. One was 
the forming of a Wetlands Resource Study Committee to study the planning for 
the preservation of the Town's wetland resources. The second was the passage 
of an Open Space and Recreation Plan for the Town jointly written and spon- 
sored by the Planning Board and the Commission. The third was the issuing of 
the third comprehensive revision of the Wetlands Regulations, 310 CMR 10:00, 
et seq., by DEQE, with an added Part 3, Additional Regulations for Inland 
Wetlands, to become effective April lst. A related item that will assist the 
Commission in the accomplishment of its work was the addition of $36,000. to 
the Commission Fund by action of the Special Town Meeting of November 1983. 


The Commission accepted Town offers of donations of lands for Conserv- 
ation purposes, and the purchase of approximately 31 acres bordering 
Mashpee. The taking of Washburn Island for conservation and recreation by 
the State was enthusiastically supported by the Commission. 


The Conservation Officer and his Department have continued to add to 
previous plantings of evergreen and deciduous seedlings, and to create new 
ones. The cordial and open channel of communications that has been maintain- 
ed with the Conservation Department continues to be mutually profitable, 
particulay on all site visits. 


The management of the Makepeace-Garner and Coonamessett River cranberry 
bogs by Arthur Handy has progressed well. Production has increased and har- 
vest from these bogs continues to keep pace with the constant, if slow, 
improvement of their condition. This was reflected in increased income from 
the bogs for the Town. Mr. Handy's contract for managing the bogs was re- 
newed. 


In January 1983, the Commission assisted the Boy Scout Troop from North 
Falmouth to build sand erosion control fences with discarded Christmas trees 
it had collected in an effort to help stabilize the sand dunes at _ Black 
Beach, 


Marcel Kistin resigned during the past year because of ill health, but 
waS pursuaded to stay as an Associate Member. Bruce Tripp of Falmouth and 
Thomas Abbott of Waquoit, were appointed in 1983. 


During 1983 the Commission has tried to administer the State Wetlands 
Protection Act and the Town of Falmouth Wetland Protection Bylaw by operat- 
ing on the principle that every decision, no matter how apparently 
insignificant, was of utmost importance in maintaining the environmental he- 
ritage of the Town. It has spent much time and effort in additional meetings 
to establish reasonable and workable guidelines and promulgate acceptable 
administrative policies that will refine and clarify its procedures and de- 
cisions, as well as gain further grass roots support from the entire 
community. In this way, the goal of ensuring that alteration and development 
along the Falmouth inland and coastal wetland will conform to existing 
applicable State and Local requirements and regulations is persistently pur- 
sued.

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PLANNING BOARD 
In 1983, the Planning Board met on 47 occasions. The Board reviewed 90 
plans of land, of which 47 were submitted as Approval Not Required, 9 were 
Preliminary Plans and 12 required subdivision approval. The Board reviewed 12 
request for Special Permits for undersized lots. Major Plan Review was re- 
quired for 10 development proposals. In 1983, 379 new lots were created. 


The Planning Board proposed 19 Articles for Annual Town Meeting; 10 
additional Articles were proposed by individual citizens. The Board proposed 
9 Articles for the Special Town Meeting held in November, 3 additional Arti- 
cles were proposed by individual citizens. 


With the support of an overwhelming majority of Town Departments and 
strong citizen input, the Planning Board and the Conservation Commission com- 
pleted the Falmouth Comprehensive Park and Open Space Plan. The Plan 
represents a detailed inventory and investigation into the Town's natural and 
man made recreational opportunities and sets forward recommendations for 
preserving and enhancing these critical and limited resources. Further, the 
Plan enables Falmouth to compete for State and Federal dollars available to 
local communities for land acquisition for open space and recreational 
purposes, 


Throughout 1983, the Planning Board reviewed subdivision plans within 
recharge areas of public drinking water supplies, private drinking wells, 
coastal ponds and fresh water ponds. Each development raised several ques- 
tions regarding the ability of these recharge areas to absorb the nutrients 
generated by the individual developments. Similarly, each development propo- 
sal elicited strong public input, indicating a common and widespread concern 
over the effects of development upon drinking and recreational water supplies 


One personnel change occurred within the Board in 1983 as Henry W. 
Brown, Jr., a Planning Board member for five years, chose not to seek re- 
election. Mr. Brown was replaced by Ms. Winnifred Woods.

PERSONNEL BOARD 


During 1983 the Personnel Board and its Director took action on 217 re- 
quests for step increases, reclassifications, promotions, resignations and 
terminations, 


A one year contract was negotiated with the employees represented by 
Laborers’ International Union of North America, AFIL-CIO, Local 1249. Other 
Town Unions were covered under the second year of their contracts; and arti- 
cles were filed and passed to provide cost of living wage increases for all 
Town Employees covered under the Salary Administration Plan. 
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The Personnel Office continues the administration of Group Insurance 
offered to Town employees and retirees, including Health Insurance, Life In- 
surance and Long Term Disability Insurance. The Personnel Director continues 
to act as the Town's Affirmative Action Officer, as well as liaison with all 
Boards, Committees, Department Heads and their employees. 


In addition to serving on their own subcommittees the members of the 
Personnel Board represent the Board on the Reclassification Committee, the 
Insurance Committee and the Affirmative Action Committee. 


The Board thanks Lt. Col. Vincent F. Ricci and Mr. Brian E. McDermott 
for their years of dedicated service to the Town and welcomes Mr. Richard 
Piazza and Mr. Christopher Wise who were appointed by the Moderator to fill 
the vacancies created by Lt. Col. Ricci's and Mr. McDermott's resignations.

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


On December 13, 1983, the Finance Committee chaired a joint meeting of 
the Fin Com, Personnel Board, Board of Selectmen, School Committee and other 
town officials for the purpose of briefing the major departments on the fi- 
nancial status of the Town prior to preparations of the fiscal year '84 - 
"85 budget. 


Before enactment of Proposition 2 1/2, the major question at the end of 
an Annual Town Meeting was: "What is the new tax rate?" Now, under Prop. 2 
1/2, the tax rate is a moot point. Thus, prior to Town Meeting, a familiar- 
ity with the tax levy and town accounts are the keys to understanding the 
determination of a SPENDING LIMIT. 


The SPENDING LIMIT is composed of: 
A. TAXATION (the Levy) -- last year's dollars raised by Real Estate Taxes 
multiplied by 102.5%, gives you the new Fiscal Year's level. 
B. PLUS OTHER RECEIPTS 
1. Local Receipts -- charges the Town makes to individual users of speci- 
fic services such as beach and dump stickers; Town Clerk, Building Department 
and other departments’ permits; water bills; etc. 


2. Federal Revenue Sharing -- you pay taxes to the Federal Government and 
it sends a portion (through a complicated formula) back to your town. 
3. State Aid -- you pay taxes to, and buy lottery tickets from, the State 


and it shares a small portion with your town. 

4, Overlay Surplus -- amounts voted by the Assessors from the Overlay Res- 
erve Account. 

5. Available Funds -- Parking Meter collections, dog fees, direct aid to 
schools from the Federal Government and other school funds used to partially 
fund the School budget. 
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6. Free Cash -- determined and certified by the state at the end of 
each fiscal year. The balance as of July lst is an accumulation of: the dif- 
ference between overdue taxes received minus taxes expected but not 
collected; plus unused balances of departmental budgets from the previous 
fiscal year; plus many other odds and ends turned over to the Town Treasury 
which were not included in other areas of estimated receipts. 


C. MINUS CHARGES -- including for Falmouth's share of the operational 
costs of Barnstable County, State charges, and the Overlay Account for aba- 
tements and exemptions. 


You may find actual dollar figures used to determine the next fiscal 
year's spending limit on the inside front cover of the Finance Committee's 
Town Meeting Warrant Booklets for the past two years. Inasmuch as this Town 
Report is a _ report of a calendar year, and not a report of the fiscal year 
within which the Fin Com works, it would be difficult and confusing to try to 
give accurate balances in this report. 


With a tax levy which, by law, cannot exceed the previous year by more 
than 2.5%, Fiscal Year Ending '83 exceeded FYE '82 by 7.2%; FYE '84 exceeds 
FYE '83 by 12.4%. The difference between the 2.5% increase in the Levy and 
the actual percentage increase is realized through: 

1. Raising the rates for town services (LOCAL RECEIPTS); 

2. Increases in State Aid to Cities and Towns (STATE AID); 

3. Increases in, and stepped-up use of, Federal allocations (FEDER- 
AL REVENUE SHARING); 

4, An overall review of outstanding tax assessments and past town meeting 
article account balances produces a surplus of FREE CASH; and, 

5. Use of OVERLAY SURPLUS, if any is available. 


In the patting-ourselves—on-the-back department, we were honored to re- 
ceive an award for our 1983 Annual Town Meeting Warrant Booklet.

Association of Town Finance Committees' meeting to accept the award and ad- 
dress the convention regarding this committee's operational procedures. 
Following their presentation, and an address made by William L. Banks at 
another gathering attended by some Finance Committees, several Massachusetts 
Fin Coms contacted us for overall guidance in all phases of budget and arti- 
cle preparation and Fin Com/Departmental communication. 


We bid a fond farewell to Jean T. Mayo and Nancy H. Palmer, thanking 
them for their service to the Finance Committee. We welcome new members Wil- 
liam V. Collentro and Janet R. Moller.

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DATA PROCESSING DEPARTMENT 


Since 1979 the Town has been sharing a computer with the School 
Department. The number of users has increased tremendously since the computer 
was installed. Many of the schools are connected administratively to the com- 
puter, and computer programming has become part of the student curriculum. 
This expansion has also occurred in Town Hall, as more departments have been 
converted to automated processing. 


The number of users was reaching the capacity of the computer, and 
would soon exceed this capacity as more departments and applications were 
added. Studies were made as to be best approach to take to alleviate the 
Situation. The addition of a separate computer at the Town Hall turned out to 
be more economical than replacing the computer at the school with a _ larger 
system that would handle the required growth. 


Accordingly, Town Meeting approved the purchase of a computer system to 
be installed in the Town Hall. This system will handle the expected growth of 
the Town, and will free up the school computer for expanding school applica- 
tions. The two computers will be compatible, and will also be linked, so 
that, on a controlled basis, there can be interaction between the two 
systems.[t is expected that the configuration being installed will satisfy 
the requirements of the town for a number of years. Adequate disk storage was 
purchased to cover anticipated growth. 


Plans for the coming year include the installation of peripheral equip- 
ment at the Police station, and the development of programs for a Parking 
Ticket system and an Incident Recording and Reporting System. A Computer 
Aided Dispatch system will be initiated in conjunction with the Fire Depart- 
ment. 


Other programs will be developed and installed in accordance with 
requirements, priorities, and available resources.

RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


The Recycling Committee has concluded another financially successful 
year. There has been little change in the pattern of daily operations. A de- 
tailed description of the facilities and collection program will be found in 
past annual reports. 
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The paper market revived after nearly a year's absence and has_ held 
steady at $5/ton. Tonnage was the same as in 1981 and so it appears that the 
recycling program did not lose momentum despite a year's hiatus in the paper 
market. 


In August, the Committee decided to try an experiment to produce a 
"clean load" of green glass, worth $48/ton, instead of the perennially 
"contaminated" loads, worth $26/ton. Public access to the green glass bin was 
barred by means of plywood gates across the bin. A recycling attendant checks 
all green glass for rings and caps before throwing it into the bin. This ex- 
periment involves no additional labor costs since an attendant is at the 
Recycling Center one hour every day anyway. 


The long awaited Bottle Bill finally became law on January 17th. There 
has been a_ gradual tapering off in the tonnage of glass and aluminum since 
beverage containers are now returned directly to the distributors. Overall, 
glass and aluminum tonnage are down about 304, and are expected to drop so- 
mewhat further. 


The recycling of used oil continues to grow steadily, with twice as 
much collected this year as last year. The Recycling Committee backed a Cape 
wide program sponsored by the Cape Cod Planning Commission to collect Hazar- 
dous Wastes, including used oil. The program was so successful down Cape that 
the truck filled before it even reached Falmouth. Another collection is plan- 
ned for next year.

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PUBLIC LIBRARY ANNUAL REPORTS 
REPORT OF THE LIBRARY DIRECTOR 


The library ended its second year coping with Prop. 2 1/2 with a con- 
tinuation of 30% hours reduction. Library use in the form of reference and 
adult services rose over 10% Currently there are between 70-80 daily requests 
for the professional reference librarians at the main library alone. In addi- 
tion, telephone reference increased by 20% this year. 


Circulation among all three libraries was 285,000 which was 4,000 over 
1982. Adults accounted for 70% of our in house use, some of the most popular 
areas of requests being business information, career and vocational. sources, 
local historical information, tax data, "how to" books. In addition to our 
local circulation figures, the library received 8,082 interlibrary loan re- 
quests from other libraries in the State and Falmouth residents received 
almost 800 titles from out of Town libraries. 


Children's circulation increased by 3,300. The East branch is noted for 
its popular Christmas and Easter programs. At the Main Library there was a 
variety of informative and entertaining children's programs featuring talen- 
ted personalities including a tri-town International Children's Day in June. 
A series of programs on medieval life was possible through a cooperative li- 
brary/school grant of $4,000.00 from the Massachusetts Council on the Arts 
and Humanities. A summer reading program was successful and at year's end, a 
calendar contest was shaping up. 


Many new titles augmented our resources in heavily used areas, e,g. news 
letters on investments, magazines on computers and on health issues, occupa- 
tional testing and aptitude books, to name a few. 


Last summer the library initiated a computer lending program that proved 
so popular that a 3 month waiting list soon appeared. Six Timex Sinclair 1000 
Computers were available for a one week loan period for basic familiarity. In 
addition to computers, the library became involved in a camera loan program 
with the Polaroid Corporation. This, too, has been so popular that more have 
been requested for 1984, 


Four passes to Boston's Museum of Fine Arts allowed nearly 200 people 
free admission. Use of the meeting rooms doubled in 1983 with 30 groups meet- 
ing regularly and with more daytime use. 


The librarian to the homebound delivered 1,687 books, talking books and 
cassettes to nursing home patients and 3,711 items to shut-ins their own 
homes. There was a daily average of 436 items in circulation on any one day. 
Persons visited numbered 112 individuals and the library's deposit collection 
at United Church Homes consisted of 116 books which are rotated periodically. 


New Year's end the Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners awarded 
the library grants of $3,900 for large print books and $7,600 for a computer- 
ized Information and Referral project. 


‘6,438 books, periodicals, subscriptions services, microfilm and _ other 
materials were purchased. Over 3,000 damaged or obsolete items were with- 
drawn, thus continuing the project of "cleaning up" the collection before the 
library paper records are converted into machine readable format. 
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«The three libraries added 2,929 new borrowers; after withdrawals, 
the net gain was 2,271. Over 600 of these new registrations were persons 


whose legal residence was elsewhere in the State. 


The end of the year saw a glimmer of hope relative to computerizing 1li- 
brary functions with Special Town Meeting funds allocated for a membership 
into a national cataloging service which will streamline considerably this 
department. Funds were also earmarked for a microcomputer for office and ad- 
ministrative purposes.

LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


As in previous years unexpected and costly repairs were necessary 
especially during the winter months. 


A bid of $11,655 for a book security system for the adult area of the 
Main Library was accepted. Immediate results of the installation of this unit 
showed a nearly 100% drop in magazine theft and a significant drop in book 
theft. In addition, the public has easier access to reading room materials. 


The automatic counter on the security system also provides a measure of 
use of the adult area. For the eight months from April to December, over 
115,000 people passed through this area -- an average of 3,575 per week. 


Automating the various departments in the library is a top priority in 
order to improve public service, to streamline routine work and to benefit 
from sharing of the collections of other libraries. Both trustees and staff 
took introductory computer courses. State and local funds were directed 
toward computerization the former for converting paper records into machine- 
readable records of the adult book collection and the latter for joining a 
national cataloging service to streamline and standardize the library's cata-— 
loging department. 


Trustees sponsored a wide variety of exhibits and children’s programs as 
well as the Annual Volunteer Recognition Day. In addition, four graduating 
seniors received awards based on scholastic performance: Catherine Marquet, 
Emily Davern, Mark Bourne and David Casso. 


Trustees wish to thank the Rotarians who provided the evergreens and 


landscaping for the Main Library entrance.

WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


The year 1983 has been a busy and successful year for Woods Hole Library 
under the guidance of its President Mrs. Judith Richardson. 
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The Library gives a daily service to readers and organizes film, 
talks, poetry readings and concerts for the community outside library hours. 
The Library is also the setting for the noontime "Conversations" arranged by 
the Historical Committee on the last Monday of each month. In the summer re- 
sidents and the students of the Woods Hole School of Science come to _ the 
Library. 


The circulation this year reached 14,779. 359 new books were added to 
the collection and 323 books were received as gifts. Many more books from the 
Thomas G. Ratcliffe Collection have been catalogued with the help of a gift 
from the Woods Hole Community Development Foundation. 


The Library has always been very energetic in its fund raising efforts. 
The summer and winter sales of second hand books, magazines and paperbacks 
were held again this year, and the May "Plant Sale" was organized on the lawn 
by Mrs. Tammy Amon. Once again this year,under the leadership of William Sim- 
mons, local musicians have performed chamber music on four evenings with 
standing room only. 


With financial assistance from the Town, the membership dues, and with 
the several annual fund raising events, the library was able to hold its own 
in spite of increasing costs. The estate of Cumloden which was gifted to the 
library is still for sale and it is hoped that it will soon find a buyer. The 
Board looks forward to a future when its financial needs will be assured. 


We are grateful for the dedicated work of the librarian, Mrs. Camilla 
Larrey, and her staff.

WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY, INC. 


During 1983 the circulation of books at the West Falmouth Library tota- 
led 10,075, a increase of 75 from the year before. 415 titles were added 
during the year. The 21 volume Academic American Encyclopedia was _ purchased 
and a new globe has been ordered with money from the Richard [Iliff Memorial 
Fund. The Library also takes three newspapers: The Christian Science Monitor, 
The Boston Globe and The Enterprise. 


The Arthur M. Hennessy, Jr., Memorial Scholarship Award, which is admin- 
istered by the Library, was presented to Mark A. Bourne who attends Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute and Patrick Egan who attends Amherst College. 


The Friends of the Library continue to organize the bridge and _ Book 
Discussion groups and hold bi-monthly meetings which feature interesting 
speakers. The Friends, Self-Starters and members of the community plan and 
sponsor the Yule House Tour in December and the Used Book Fair in early 
summer. The funds from these events help to supplement the money we get from 
the Town and Library membership fees. The Library currently has 670 members. 
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New Library hours were scheduled in the fall. In the interest of pro- 
viding more, staff time for clerical tasks, the Wednesday and Thursday morning 
hours were dropped. The Library is now open 21 hours a week year round. 


There continues to be increased use of the Community Room by various 
community groups. The Library also sponsors a children's story hour, a Com- 
munity Art Show, and had 250 visitors to the 4H Beachcomber Van this past 
summer. 


Mark Hayward is the library aide, Mrs. Joseph McCann is the assistant 
librarian and Mrs. Shirley Harrison is our very able librarian. With the help 
of these people and volunteers, the West Falmouth Library continues to offer 
good service to the community.

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This fall, because of information arriving too late to properly carry 
out grant application and screening, the Council voted to hold money until 
the next grant period. The amount of money to be held over is $2,144, Combi- 
ned with the next grant money, this should be a fairly substantial amount to 
be given out. 


The Council printed and distributed the Fourth Edition of the brochure 
"Arts Indoors", which contained a map of Falmouth and a listing of indivi- 
duals and organizations, giving performances, demonstrations of having art 
works for sale or on exhibit to the public. There was a very wide distribu- 
tion of this brochure to motels, the Falmouth Chamber of Commerce and any 
place where the public might see them. 


August 6, 1983 was the date chosen to present the Third Annual Arts 
Alive Festival. Unfortunately the weather chose not to co-operate and the 
Festival was rescheduled to Sunday August 7, 1983. Over 50 Artisans and _ non- 
profit organizations co-operated and with the splendid performances by vari- 
ous musical and dance groups, the festival was a great success!! The art 
demonstrations were particularly well received. 


Members of the Council attended the all day annual meeting of the State 
Arts Lottery Council in Haverhill in March and are planning to attend this 
year's meeting in Boston, 


The Council was very sorry to learn of Mrs. Janet Moller's resignation 
from the Council. Our loss is certainly the Finance Committee's gain. We 
thank Janet for the many fine years of service and interest she has given to 
the Arts Council. 

The Council looks forward to the coming year, which, with added funds 
for grants and renewed interest in the Arts, can be a banner year for the

HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Falmouth's Historical Commission in March voted to direct all its 
efforts over the next three years into preparing and publishing a book to ce- 
lebrate Falmouth Tricentennial on June 4, 1986. 


The Commission invited people from each of the 12 villages and 
associated sections to a meeting held May 4, at the Falmouth Public Library 
and at that time started forming the village groups to work up each of their 
histories. 


The Commission asked each village to search for old photographs in 
attics, cellars, barns and to gather stories of past events, happenings, 
local businesses, storms, famous families, farming, mills etc., and record 
and write down how each of the villages developed, using maps and oral histo- 
ries. The Commission noted it is not trying to rewrite the whole history of 
Falmouth but is only trying to bring together interesting tidbits of history 
that will make wonderful reading along with recording the past. 


There have been seven meetings so far to date and each has been well at- 
tended with many interested people. The book schedule is that all material 
will have to be into our book editor by June 1984. The editor will turn over 
all materials to the book layout people by June 1985 and the layout people 
will have everything ready for the printer by January 1986 so that the book 
can be published by June 4, 1986. 


The Commission has been soliciting private contributions from the Town 
residents and business to cover the costs of publishing and to keep such a 
large undertaking from being too expensive for everyone. There are no _ plans 
to ask Town meeting for financial support. 


There is tremendous support throughout the Town for this effort and over 
100 people are working to gather material and write articles for the book. We 
will be able to tell by June of this year if all our effort is going to pay 
off when the material gathered from each village is turned in: 


Other actions taken by the Falmouth Historical Commission this year were 
the Commission stand and vote to send a letter to the Selectmen in support 
of their take over effort of Washburn Island as a way to protect Falmouth 
Historical Assets.

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HUMAN SERVICES COMMITTEE 

During this past year the Human Services Committee has continued its re- 
sponsibility, as delegated by the Selectmen, for overseeing the general 
operation of Falmouth Human Services, which provides a variety of services to 
Falmouth residents. With an emphasis on family life, the following services 
have been provided during this year: counseling for individuals, couples, and 
families experiencing emotional or personal adjustment problems in their 
lives; liaison with the schools and counseling of adolescents and their fami- 
lies; Early Child Bearing Program; consultation for Friendly Visitor Program; 
case work services for individuals in need of concrete assistance; Community 
Meeting of civic, education, religious and health agencies in the Town; Com-— 
munity organization projects; information and referral; supervising the Human 
Service contracts. These contracts are with Cape Cod Child Development Pro- 
gram, which provides Head Start and Day Care for Falmouth Children; Nauset 
Workshop which provides a sheltered workshop for mentally retarded clients; 
The Center for Individual and Family Services which provides drug abuse 
treatment services; Legal Services of Cape Cod and the Islands, which offers 
legal guidance to Falmouth residents over age 60; and the Cape Cod Council on 
Alcoholism which provides alcoholism education and intervention. 


There were three distributions in February, May and November of federal 
surplus butter and cheese to 800 households; the initial steps in 1982 to es- 
tablish a Needy Fund service center in Falmouth resulted in the 1983 opening 
of the Falmouth Service Center. 


New projects were: Boston University and Bridgewater State College 
placed student interns with the agency, which increased our capacity to pro- 
vide counseling and outreach services to residents; the agency joined with 
other Cape agencies to form a chapter of the Massachusetts Coalition for the 
Homeless, to seek remedies for the increasing number of homeless families and 
individulas; a fact sheet describing the agency's purpose and programs was 
compiled. 


Martha Vaccaro resigned and Delores Patch was appointed to the Human 
Services Committee. Peter Kirwin, LICSW, was appointed Coordinator in Septem- 
ber 1983, following the resignation of Frank Killoy, ACSW, from the position 
in August 1983. 


The Human Services Committee and the Staff of Falmouth Human Services 
will continue their efforts to meet the Human Services needs of the Falmouth 
Community.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


The past year has been a period of continued growth and expansion of the 
services and programs provided by the Council on Aging at the multi-purpose 
Senior Center. There has been an increase -in the number of senior residents 
participating in the various Senior Center activities and the total enroll- 
ment of persons registered at the center has reached 4,158. During the year 
14,249 used the center 7,848 persons used the Mini Bus Service and 312 per- 
sons were issued Senior Citizen Identification Cards. 
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The Council on Aging applied for and received grant awards from the 
Department of Elder Affairs totaling $5,009. The formula grant award of 
$5,009 will be used to continue the outreach program and to purchase a_ copy- 
ing machine. 


The Council on Aging provides, in coordination with other agencies, the 
following activities at the Senior Center: Health Screening and Blood Pres-— 
sure monitoring; Blue Cross/Blue Shield, Medicare/Medex, Legal and Financial 
counseling; Income tax assistance, and tax seminars; Meals_ on Wheels; 
Friendly Visitors; Arts & Crafts; annual picnics, monthly parties and dances; 
exercise classes, social events and cards; Fuel Assistance; school lunch pro- 
grams; Mini bus service, tours and travel; humanities courses; job 
information, volunteer opportunities; and information and referral and out- 
reach activities. The Council participates in the RSVP program, the Elder 
Service Corps and Elder Services Senior Aide program. 


During the year the Council received donations of $3,266 for the Mini 
Bus Fund, $103 for the Building Fund, $975. from table sales and $1,486 for 
the postage fund. In addition the Council was bequeathed $3,000 in the will 
of the late Esther Rau. The Council also received a donation of 480 gallons 
of gasoline from seven service station owners in support of the Mini Bus Pro- 
gram. The Council expended $7,370 of these donations as follows: $4,507 Mini 
Bus operation, $1,248 Building and Grounds upkeep and $1,615 on postage. 


The Council wishes to express its appreciation to the many individuals 
for their monetary contribution. The Council also wishes to thank each of the 
volunteers who donate their time and talent in support of the Council's  ob- 
jectives and goals. The financial savings this effort, together with the 
monetary amount represent a substantial savings to the taxpayers of Falmouth.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERAN'S SERVICE 


During the year, Veterans, their widows, dependent children and parents 
of World War I and II, the Korean Conflict and Vietnam were aided in accor- 
dance with Chapter 115 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 


Ten World War I, thirty-four World War II, nine Korean and three Vietnam 
Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. Twenty-four of these Veterans were 
buried at the V.A. Massachusetts National Cemetery. The widows and dependent 
parents were assisted in preparing the necessary forms for pensions, burial 
allowance, Social Security claims and grave markers. 


Thirty-seven markers have been applied for, all have been received and 


implanted. Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans interred in local cem- 
eteries, have been taken care of during the year. 
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Annual Income Questionnaires from the Veterans Administration 
Office were sent to Massachusetts Veterans in receipt of the improved pension 
plan, PL-95-588, or parents in receipt of DIC widows and dependent children. 
This accounted for approximately one hundred and fifty income statements 
being filed by this office. 


This office has processed three Vietnam and one Korean Veterans' appli- 
cation for Massachusetts Bonus, and aided approximately five hundred Veterans 
and dependents in filing for education benefits, on the job training, pen- 
sions, home loans, tax abatements and many other benefits during the year. 


In October,1983 the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Department of Housing 
and Finance conducted a state wide lottery for approximately 350 low interest 
mortgages, which were available to Vietnam Veterans. Thirty-nine applicants 
were screened by this office for eligibility. The lottery was held on Veter- 
ans Day, November 14,1983. 


I wish to thank the members of the American Legion, Amvets, Disabled 
American Veterans and the Veterans of Foreign Wars for their assistance in 
decorating veterans graves for Memorial Day.

The Veterans Falmouth Road Race, sponsored by the Veterans of Falmouth 
waS a great success. The race generated proceeds of $1,125.00, which will be 


turned over to Bobby Hall in February.

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RETIREMENT BOARD 

The Falmouth Retirement Board lost two of its Board Members in 1983.

HARBOR MASTER AND WATERWAYS 


The year 1983 saw continued maximum utilization of the Harbors and 
Marina Facilities both public and private. 


The Waterways Committee completed the installation of new Dinghy Floats 
at West Falmouth Town Dock and the installation of a New Fuel Tank. Fire pro- 
tection equipment was installed at the Town Dock in Woods Hole. 


The contract for the replacing of piles and piers at the Town Marina 
long overdue will be awarded shortly after the first of the year. In the 
spring the parking area at the Marina will receive its much needed resurfac- 
ing. It is hoped that the dredging of the inlet at Great Pond can be 
completed and coincide with the rebuilding and raising of the bridge so as to 
open this area to more of the boating public. 


The required public permit hearings for a joint dredging project with 
the Town of Bourne for the Squeteague and Current rivers have been initiated. 
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Committee study of the Eel Pond Dock repairs and Woods Hole Town 
Dock management will be priority items for the coming year. 


The Harbor Master Department's role continues to increase. Due to the 
mandating by the Commonwealth of certain new functions, increasing involve- 
ment in excise taxes, and Wetland and Conservation matters. Aids to 
navigation maintained by the Department have increased to 67 from 38 in 1977. 


Priority projects for the coming year include the much needed rebuild- 
ing of the light structures at Waquoit Bay, Green Pond and Eel Pond. The 
Department was involved in the following during 1983: Overdue boats 9, medi- 
cal evacuations 2, oil spills 4, disabled boats 16, collisions 2, lost or 
stolen Boats 37 and removal of derelicts 3. 


The making of the Deputy's position full time will do much to help in 
future projects and patrol activities. 


The Committee wishes Henry "Hank" Madden the best in his retirement and 
new venture. 


We would like to thank the U. S. Coast Guard, Police and Fire Depart- 
ments, West Falmouth Boat Club and our Assistant Harbor Masters for their 
assistance in the past year.

BIKEWAYS COMMITTEE 


NEW BIKE ROUTES 


Two new bike routes were proposed in 1983 - the first between North Fal- 
mouth and Woods Hole, and the second between Woods Hole and Menauhant. Funds 
for State approved bike route signs were approved in a Special Town Meeting, 
with State refunding approval in late spring of 1983. It is hoped that these 
signs might be installed in time for the summer season. It was not possible, 
however, to meet this schedule and the signs are now on order and will be in- 
stalled this spring. 


As an adjunct, the Committee designed leaflets containing maps of these 
two routes and listing of local points of interest, locations of bike repair 
shops, and tips on safe cycling. The Falmouth Chamber of Commerce underwrote 


the printing costs and distribution of 500 leaflets . 


CAPE COD JOINT TRANSPORTATION COMMITTEE BIKEWAY SUBCOMMITTEE 
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Representing Falmouth on this Subcommittee, the Committee became involved in 
both the short and long term planning of Cape bikeways. This Subcommittee 
works closely with the State D.P.W. in securing State funding for new bike 
paths and bikeways, and its current major thrust is the development of a safe 
bicycle artery or "backbone" connecting Bourne with Provincetown. Individual 
segments of this route are in various stages of development, and some have 
been completed. The connection of off-artery localities with this "backbone" 
is currently a second priority. In this area of Subcommittee activity Fal- 
mouth has been a strong proponent of a connection from Woods Hole and 
Martha's Vineyard, via the ferries, to the artery at Bourne. 


The Subcommittee this summer published a large bikeways map of Cape Cod 
which shows both existing and proposed bike routes all over the Cape. The 
Committee assisted in getting this publication successfully financed by sol- 
iciting contributions and advertisements in this area. 


NEW BIKEPATHS 


Studies of two possible new bike paths in Falmouth were concluded with 
negative recommendations. 


The first was to extend the Shining Sea Bikeway to the Wood Neck area of 
Sippewissett. It was rejected when it was established that: 
a. It could not be routed through Beebe Woods, because of restrictions in its 
Covenant. 
b. Bypassing Beebe Woods would probably require the use of eminent domain to 
secure the required properties with excessive expenditures needed both to 
secure the necessary land and to construct the path because of a very diffi- 
cult terrain. 


The second was a bike path parallel to Gifford Street, connecting the 
high school with downtown Falmouth. In this instance, rejection resulted from 
the safety hazards associated with traversing the various properties on _ the 
southern end of this route between the D.P.W. and Jones Road. 


SAFETY PROGRAMS 


The committee, working with the membets of the high school staff, promo- 
ted and conducted a trial Bike Safety Program in the spring which was 
attended by a small number of adults. The program was given on two consecu- 
tive Saturdays by John Allen of Cambridge, an authorized Effective Cycling 
Instructor and a Contributing Editor of BICYCLING Magazine. Reaction to this 
trial was, in general favorable. 


Earlier Elementary School Bike Safety Programs were reviewed with their 
conductor, Officer Andras Nyari of the Falmouth Police Department, and, on 
the basis of the favorable experiences both with the 1983 course and the in- 
terest evinced in the earlier School Programs, plans are now being laid for 
discussions with school system administration to explore the possibility of 
instituting new programs to focus attention on bike safety in the Falmouth 
School System.

The Friends of the Gus Canty Recreation Center, Falmouth Youth Hockey 
and Nobska Swim Club are joining together to form a Falmouth Sports Complex, 
Inc. This venture is taking place because there were three groups’ seeking 
funds to provide recreation. It is hoped that sufficient funds will be raise 
to have a truly great recreation facility. 


The Recreation Committee and its personnel wish to thank all of the vo- 
lunteers for their many hours of hard work.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS 


Enclosed herewith is the 23rd annual report of the Falmouth Department 
of Public Works. This report covers the operations of the department for the 
1983 Calendar Year except that certain financial and statistical information 
of the various divisions concides with the budget year beginning July 1, 1982 
and ending June 30, 1983. This report includes the individual reports of the 
Director, Water and Sewer Division, Highway Division, Tree Warden, Parks & 
School Grounds Division, and the Administration and Engineering Division. 


During 1983, the Engineering firm of Camp Dresser and McKee, Inc. com-— 
pleted the design of the Town's long-studied sewer system and treatment works 
as voted by the Town in September of 1981. Bonds for the construction phase 
(town's share) in the amount of $4,400,000 were sold and contracts for por- 
tions of this 21.6 million dollar project were advertised for bid. Work will 
begin in earnest on this long-awaited project in 1984. 


Major extensions to the town water system were made in 1983 to the Plum 
Hollow section of town. These new water mains carry water from Carriage Shop 
Road along Old Barnstable Road and into this large subdivision, making town 
water available to the entire northeasterly section of the town. 


Commissioner Manuel Rapoza, was again elected to a three year term. 
Nathan S. Ellis III, Director of the Department of Public Works since May of 
1963 retited from the town's service on July 1, 1983. John 0. Henriksen, Town 
Engineer, served as Acting Director during the selection process for a new 
Director. On September 19, 1983, William B. Owen former Director in Water- 
town, Conn. was hired.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


During 1983, no betterment street work or new sidewalks were voted by 
the Town. Betterment water mains were voted and extended into the Plum Hollow 
section of town as the first water main project of this type since 1981. 


Rapid escalation of the cost of materials used in highway work along 
with the reduction in labor forces in 1981 have caused a decrease in the 
town's actual highway maintenance work in spite of a gradual increase in the 
dollar amount expended for this purpose. 


The Tree Warden, Parks and School Grounds Division has been under severe 
strain to keep us with the work load assigned to it. This Division has actu- 
ally had an increase in its work load since its total labor force was 
decreased by three in 1981. A number of areas, particularly within the school 
grounds, have not been receiving the care that is needed. 
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STATE AID HIGHWAY RECONSTRUCTION 


Shore Street, between Main Street and Surf Drive, was completely recon- 
structed during 1983 at a cost of $198,000. Contractor on this project was 
the Lawrence Lynch Corporation of Falmouth. 


John Parker Road, Sandwich Road to Route 28, is scheduled for recon- 
struction in 1984. The design work for this project has been completed and 
the environmental concerns have been addressed. 

TOWN DISPOSAL AREA 


The Town Disposal Area's day-to-day operation was contract-operated in 
1983 by Francesco Excavation Inc. until September 30, 1983. Beginning October 
1, 1983 the contract operation was taken over by Cash Landfiil Co., Inc. of 
Avon, Mass., who were the successful bidders on the new contract which ends 
September 30, 1985. ; 


As previously reported, litter remains one of the most serious problems 
at the Disposal Area. The problem at times is related to proper operation. 
However, the open area involving the disposal area and some of the  surround- 
ing lands lends to the litter problem by allowing high winds to blow 
unobstructed through the entire area. These winds cause litter to be gener- 
ated as the vehicles are being unloaded at the disposal facility. Trash 
fencing and proper use of brush does help contain the problem. However, a 
special dumping area at the disposal area entrance as described in the Direc- 
tor's report of 1982 would help solve this continuing problem. 


Daily cover material at the disposal area site was depleted during 1983 
and the town is now contracting for cover material to be brought into the 
area for use by the disposal area contractor. Sufficient clay silt for use in 
mixing with the sandy material and for use in final covering of completed 
areas is available in sufficient quantity for the foreseeable future. 


The septage facility that is located within the refuse disposal area 
functioned well during 1983. Use of this facility varies greatly from a low 
period during winter months to a high volume during summer months approaching 
the system's capacity. Frequent cleaning of the filter beds is required in 
order to maintain this system in good working order. 

GREAT POND BRIDGE 


During 1983 the firm of Zoppo Construction Co., Inc. of Avon, Mass. was 
awarded a contract to completely rebuild the Great Pond Bridge on Menauhant 
Road at the Great Pond channel entrance. The cost of this project is being 
paid for by the State and Federal Government under the State's Bridge Re- 
placement Program. Once completed, the clearance under the bridge for boats 
will be increased by two feet, which will be a great help to the boating 
public.

Inspection and supervision of various. streets, resurfaced under 
resurfacing accounts, were provided by this office. 


Field surveys, final drawings and specifications were made for Shore 
Street from Main Street to Surf Drive. Supervision and inspections were pro- 
vided for the reconstruction of the road. 


The Assessors' maps were brought up to date as of December 31, 1982 and 
a good start has been made on plotting 1983 transfers and subdivisions. 


In addition to the above, numerous questions and requests by other de- 
partments, committees, and individuals have been answered and/or complied 
with. Most notable of these are the numerous inspections by this office for 
the Planning Board so that roads and drainage in new subdivisions conform to 
Town regulations. This division has continued a program to define old road 
layouts which were not previously bounded out and replacing those bounds on 
defined layouts which have been destroyed or not set. 


During the year on a daily basis, information is provided to surveyors 
and engineers on road layouts, subdivision plans, topographic maps and bench 
marks for their use in preparing subdivision and plot plans for building per- 
mits. In addition, there are numerous calls from banks, insurance companies 
and lawyers, etc. for information on flood plain data. 


For three months, in addition to running this office, I was acting Di- 
rector of the Department of Public Works.

HIGHWAY AND BRIDGE DIVISION 


During 1983, the Highway and Bridge Division, in addition to the 
special projects, has performed the following routine functions: Street 
patching, sweeping catch basin cleaning, roadside brushing and mowing, litter 
pickup, installing or replacing traffic and street signs, repairing guard 
rails, maintaining the bicycle path, excavating herring rivers after storms, 
repairing traffic lights, painting crosswalks and grading private roads. The 
division has helped in the construction of athletic fields for the high 
school, Morse Pond School, Mullen-Hall School, and also did a number of small 
projects for other town departments. 
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During 1983 there were five storms for which it was necessary to send 
the plows out. In addition, there were nineteen days that the sanders had to 
be dispatched. 


In regard to capital outlay, we received a new sander, loader and a pot 
hole patching unit this past year. 


I feel the men of the Highway Division deserve the recognition for all 
completed projects, for without them I would not have been able to submit 


this report.

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i TREE WARDEN, PARKS AND SCHOOL GROUNDS DIVISION 
The following is an annual report of the progress and operation of the 
Tree Warden, Parks and School Grounds Division. 


Dutch Elm disease losses were very high this year. Despite improvements 
in our town programs, we lost 21 trees on public land. The losses on private 
property were even higher with a total of 52 trees lost. A total of 79 sam- 
ples were sent to the Shade Tree Laboratories in Amherst, 73 came back 
positive.

The private property owner still appears to suffer the most losses. I 
feel this is due to lack of money to care properly for their elms. This de- 
partment will continue to use every available treatment to protect the Town 
owned elms. 


SPRAY PROGRAM 


The following sprays were applied to shade trees, park areas, and public 
grounds: dormant oil spray to elm trees in early April for elm bark beetle: 
foliar spray in May and June for tent caterpillar, elm leaf beetle and 
aphids: spot foliar sprays in August and September for Japanese Beetle, pine 
looper, fall web worm and Nantucket pine tip moth. Herbicide spray is applied 
for poison ivy. 


1983 marked the first year since the 1950's that Falmouth utilized an 
aerial spray to combat insect populations. Baccilus thurengesis or BT was 
sprayed over 835 acres of the Town with the highest gypsy moth populations. 
To date, an egg count has not been done but initial surveys indicate the 
spraying program was a tremendous success. 


The gypsy moth population state wide decreased in 1983, but increased 
on Cape Cod. We are just beginning to experience the problem in Falmouth. Of 
the $12,000.00 transferred by the Finance Committee for the gypsy moth aerial 
spray program, $7,568.12 was reimbursed by the state.

TREE PLANTING 


This year, we increased our tree planting program by 150 percent. This 
was due to the budget cuts of the past two years which resulted in decreases 
in previous years. Our tree replacement and new planting programs are still 
way behind what they should be.

FORESTRY SECTION 


Our normal and routine operations continued such as pruning, removals, 
spraying, stump grinding and cabling and bracing. 


We had a very successful firewood cut for homeowners in the town forest: 
twelve blocks of between one and six cord blocks. Total receipts were a 
little over $1,200.00. I feel the future is bright for other timber harvest- 
ing to return substantial revenue to the Town. 

PARK SECTION 


Again this year our work on park areas was sacrificed for school grounds 
projects. We replaced the basketball posts and backboards at Central Park and 
resurfaced the tennis courts at Nye Park. Other than these two projects, the 
rest of our time was spent on routine maintenance such as trimming shrubs, 
mowing, planting and weeding flower beds, fertilizing, liming of all turf 
areas and loaming, seeding and renovating all athletic fields. 

CEMETERIES 


This year marked the first year the Old Town and Hatchville Cemeteries 
came under the control of this Division. Since we were unable at Town Meeting 
to extend the period of time the seasonal laborers were hired, it became ne- 
cessary for this division to maintain the cemeteries. In order to handle this 
extra work, the Park Division had to sacrifice a few routine duties that they 
had traditionally done. 


fajor work on the cemeteries was confined to tree pruning at the Old 
Town Cemetery. This work was sorely needed. Routine duties included mowing 
and trimming grass, raking leaves and twigs and fertilizing and liming turf 
areas. 
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SCHOOL GROUNDS IMPROVEMENTS 
This year marked the second year of substantial funds allocated to 
school grounds improvement projects. Approximately $96,000.00 was spent on 
materials and contract work. In addition, 8,760 man hours were spent by the 
men and women of this division. 


Major improvements include a 73,500 square foot sod construction of a 
hockey field, a new 1/10 mile running track, brick walkway, bleachers and a 
new basketball court at the high school. New basketball courts at Morse Pond 
and North Falmouth Schools, new playground equipment at Morse Pond, North 
Falmouth and Mullen Hall Schools. Baseball diamond8 at Mullen Hall and North 
Falmouth Schools, new goal posts and bleachers at Fuller Field; reseeding 
worn areas at all schools; railroad tie steps at the High School and Teat- 
icket School, restriped parking lots at all schools; repaved parking lots at 
the East Falmouth, North Falmouth and Lawrence Schools. 


On a sadder note, 1983 will be my last year as division head. I have ac- 
cepted a new position in the private sector. During my three and a half years 
with the Town, I have had many rewarding and successful accomplishments. I 
feel the public areas under my control have been improved. This was due in 
part to the tremendous hard work of my staff, who always manage, despite cut- 
backs, to maintain a high quality of service to the citizens of Falmouth. In 
retrospect, I think I have made Falmouth a nicer place to live.

WATER AND SEWER DIVISION 


The Falmouth water system again continued expanding during 1983 with a 
total of 6.3 miles of new water mains, 47 new fire hydrants and 482 new water 
service connections added to the system. 


A new electric motor driven 2,300 G.P.M. pumping unit, a new vacuum 
pump, and two new chlorination units were installed at the Long Pond Pumping 
Station. As the year ended, this equipment was undergoing final testing. 


The Ashumet Well remains out of service in accordance with orders from 
the State Department of Environmental Quality Engineering. At the Special 
Town Meeting in November, the Town voted funds to proceed with a_rehabilit- 
ation study to. determine a method for returning the Ashumet Well to active 
service. This study will commence early in 1984, 
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The Fresh Pond Well operated throughout the year providing an additional 
water supply for the Town. 


The Boston engineering firm of Camp Dresser and McKee commenced an_  ex- 
ploration program for determining future water resources for the Town. Test 
well were installed and evaluated at the Beebe Woods and Crane Wildlife 
areas. This work will be continued during 1984. 


In accordance with the Special Town Meeting vote on September 9, 1981, 
Camp Dresser and McKee substantially completed the design for the proposed 
Falmouth Sewer System. As the year ended, Contract 6 for the rehabilitation 
of the Woods Hole Sewer System was in progress, Contracts 2-B, 3-A, and 3-B 
had been awarded, and Contracts 1 and 5 had been advertised and will be 
opened early in 1984. 


The Falmouth Sewer Program Step 3 construction phase is well under way. 
Funding the Town share of the construction cost will come from the proceeds 
of a bond sale in the amount of $4,400,000.00 to take place during January 
1984. The total estimated construction cost for the project is 
$21,626,900.00.

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STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


This report is written before 1983 ends but it can be expected for the 
2lst year there will be no assessment against the taxpayers of Falmouth. 


The net operating income for the year should be 2 million dollars, an 
all time record made possible by the reduction of operating expenses by some 
$700,000 below what was budgeted for 1983. 1983 broke records in profit, 1.3 
million used our service. The budget voted for 1984 calls for expenditures of 
15.4 million plus revenue to meet 2.2 million in bond, principal and interest 
in 1985. Rates are unchanged for 1984, bond indebtness is 16.2 million. 


Labor Relations: Our relations with Teamsters, Engineers and National 
Maritime Union were smooth, and strained relation with one Union, Master, 
Mates and Pilots. An impasse was reached in negotiation and no collective 
bargaining agreement is in effect. 


In 1984, the courts will determine how the Authority can protect itself 
against revenue losses to privately owned boat lines. A court case ruled in 
1983 in favor of the Authority. We hope to modernize our fleet for the years 
ahead. 


Our thanks to the Board of Selectmen for their interest in Authority af- 
fairs, to Joseph F. McCormack, Executive Director and to the management team 
he formed. Thanks to all of the Authority employees and to the Falmouth 
Police Department for their assistance.

HOUSING AUTHORITY 


HOMES FOR THE ELDERLY 

All apartments are occupied at the Choate Lane (Mayflower) (24), Salt 
Sea Lane (30), and Rose Morin Drive (Bayberry) (60), developments, a total of 
114 units. There are 50 active applications on file. The following require- 
ments determining eligibility for the apartments: applicant must be 65 years 
or older, and applicant cannot have an annual income over $10,024 for a 
single person or $11,456 for a couple. Asset limits for admission: total 
assets may not exceed one and a half times the net income of an applicant or 
a maximum of $15,000.00, whichever is greater. 
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FEDERAL HOUSING 

The Authority operates 80 units of Federal Housing for the Elderly and 
Handicapped located at 115 Scranton Avenue. All apartments are occupied. 
There are 115 active applications on file. The following eligibility require- 
ments have been established for the Federal Program: applicant must be 62 
years or older or be handicapped; applicant cannot have an annual income over 
$12,350 for a single person or $14,000 for a couple. Assets limits for admis- 
sion: total assets may not exceed $15,000 for a single person or $20,000 for 
a couple. 


3 The Authority has been awarded an additional 5.6 million dollars to 
build ‘an additional 83 units of elderly housing. Ground breaking was July 30, 
1983 with occupancy in 1984 on 14.7 acres in Teaticket. The Authority main- 
tains a separate waiting list for these programs. An individual must fill out 
both a State and Federal application for housing. 


PROJECT 705 
Twenty-five houses have been acquired by the Housing Authority for 25 
low-income families. These houses are all occupied. 


LEASED HOUSING 

The Authority administers a Leased Housing Program under Chapter /07 of 
the General Laws of the Commonwealth. Funds for this program are made avail- 
able through the Department.of Community Affairs. The Annual Contribution 
Contract for 1983 amountéd to $281,749 covering 102 units for occupancy by 
low-income femilies.of the Town. 

NG ys: 

The AuttNority also administers a Leased Housing Program through the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Development. This Leased Housing Program under 
Section 8 Housing Assistance Program of the United States Housing Act of 1974 
provided $1,011,015,548 for subsidized units. 


Under this program, families whose incomes do not exceed 80 percent of 
the Median Income for Barnstable County would be eligible for housing assis- 
tance. The tenants are responsible for locating their own housing units and 
negotiating their own leases. Their contribution. is 30 percent of their 
income for rent and utilities.There are in excess of 90 applications on file 
for rental assistance housing. 


OTHER HOUSING 

Because many summer people choose to buy homes on Cape Cod, rent them in 
the winter and move here in the summer, reasonable rentals are exceedingly 
rare in Falmouth. This has led to a crisis for moderate as well as low income 
people. One apartment development exists in Falmouth, and is run by the 
United Church Homes. This is for senior citizens of moderate income and there 
is a waiting list. Other apartments and houses can be secured through local 
real estate dealers, and newspaper ads. 


The Authority appreciates the cooperation it has received from the var- 
ious Town Departments during the past year.

Tools of the trades awards were presented to the students who excelled 
in each of the trade areas. In addition, nine students going on to higher 
education received a total of $1,800 from the Upper Cape Regional Scholarship 
Fund. Special awards received at graduation included: Highest Scholastic

The Regional School District has received financial assistance under 
Chapter 70 in the amount of $278,759, representing payments toward the cur- 
rent fiscal year (1984) operating expenses. Also received were the following: 
$105,571 for transportation; $23,401 for State Aid for the tuition of State 
Wards, Chapter 76; $7,424.06 under PL 81-874 for federally connected pupils; 
$80,494 under Chapter 71 (16d); and $63,814.81 for the annual construction 
grant. 


The Title I ESEA Grant in the amount of $87,688 has been approved to 
provide. two full time tutors, two aides, supplies and equipment for the sup- 
portive services of students in language arts and mathematics. 


A PL 94-482 Grant in the amount of $16,200 was approved to _ provide 
supplemental shop related assistance to the 10 - 12 grade handicapped, disad- 
vantaged student. 


A PL 94-142 Title VI-B Grant in the amount of $14,490 was approved and 
is being used to provide two instructional aides, clerical assistance and a 
part time psychologist to the Special Needs Program. 


A Grant in the amount of $3,960 was awarded under Chapter 74, Appren- 
ticeship Training, for the purpose of Evening School salaries. 


Under the Educational Consolidation and Improvement Act (ECIA) of 1981, 
Chapter 2, a grant in the amount of $4,854 was increased by $358. and an ex- 
penditure time to September of 1985 allowed to provide a collection of basic 
skills computer learning programs and materials for the formation of a learn- 
ing center in the library. An additional grant for fiscal 1984 under ECIA, 
Chapter 2, was received in the amount of $4,637 to continue the maintenance 
of the Basic Skills Learning Center. 


A Commonwealth Inservice Grant in the amount of $1,050 was approved to 
provide the staff with a training program to gain computer awareness and li- 
tenacy,

productive jobs, equal to those which are found in the various trades, if the 
students are going to be successful in an ever changing competitive job 
market.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Highlighting developments in 1983 was a succession of reports 
on the quality of education in the nation's public schools, 
starting in April with the U.S. Department of Education's "A 
Nation at Risk" and including the influential Carnegie Report on 
High Schools. They presented the results of studies covering the 
preceding 18 months to 3 years. The reports uniformly concluded 
that public schools are not performing as well as should be ex- 
pected and suggested remedies ranging from stricter academic 
requirements to higher teacher's salaries and a longer school day 
or year. The major result was to bring education to the forefront 
of public attention. 


The School Committee examined Falmouth's performance in the 
measured categories (results shown below) and found we are com- 
fortably in line with, even arguably better than, state and 
national averages. The serious problems identified in the reports 
do not at all describe the situation in Falmouth. We intend to 
concentrate on the ever-present room for improvement.

We want to be careful that any measures 
designed to better educate our children maintain the _ strengths 
our system already has and at the same time show some assurance 
of being effective.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Public education has been the focus of much attention this 
year. On the national, state, and local levels attention has fo- 
cused on the quality and goals of public education. We believe 
strongly in public education. Our schools provide the children of 
the town with programs which meet the individual interests and 
abilities of all students. 


Our success has been the direct result of the support and coo- 
peration we continue to receive from the citizens of the town. We 
are committed to quality and will continue to strive to achieve 
it in everything we undertake. Through this report we highlight 
some of our accomplishments of the past year. 


Special programs were introduced to enrich our curriculum of- 
ferings. Two grants were received through the State Department of 
Education to enable us to begin programs to strengthen our rela- 
tions with the Falmouth Community. The first, "STARTING RIGHT: 
THE ABC'S OF PARENTHOOD" is a project to help parents of children 
entering kindergarten programs prepare their child for the school 
experience. The second, a special volunteer program at Falmouth 
High School, helped us make plans to offer Falmouth citizens an 
opportunity to volunteer in a number of different capacities at 
the High School. 


In the area of maintenance and capital outlay, many scheduled 
projects were completed and necessary equipment purchased. These 
included the replacement of furniture and flooring in all 
schools, vehicles for the Maintenance Department, replacement of 
instructional equipment in the Audio-Visual area, and a major re- 
novation project at the East Falmouth School, which resulted in 
the outside walls being replaced. 


A number of long-term employees retired at the end of the 
school year in June. Administrators leaving were: Earl H. Mills, 
Sr., Director of Physical Education and Health and Joseph Downs, 
Director of Art. Teachers who retired were: Marie Doyle, French 
Teacher at Falmouth High School; Elizabeth Metcalf, Pre-school 
Teacher at Falmouth High School; Sylvia Edwards, Fourth Grade 
Teacher at Mullen-Hall School; Ruth Messer, Chapter I Teacher at 
Teaticket School; and Keith Baker, Social Studies Teacher at Fal- 
mouth High School. Retirements in the non-instructional area 
included Milton Carlson, a monitor at Falmouth High School. The 
school family was also saddened by the deaths of Virginia DeSorbo 
and Benvinda Belmonte, cafeteria workers in the Food Service Pro- 
gram, 


Staff members and students in each of the schools are proud of 
the many accomplishments achieved during the year. While it is 
not feasible to list all of them, we present the highlights. 
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A Massachusetts Arts and Humanities Grant was awarded to’ the 
Falmouth Public Library to co-sponsor with the Morse Pond School 
a series of assemblies, workshops, and special events for sixth 
grade students focusing on the history and culture of the Middle 
Ages. The culminating activity was the celebration of "Medieval 
Day" which was celebrated in May with students and staff members 
dressed in medieval costumes. 


The Falmouth Chamber of Commerce in conjunction with the 
Lawrence School provided eighth grade students of Falmouth with a 
Career Awareness Program in February. The comprehensive program 
brought members of the community to the school to discuss their 
careers with students in small group sessions. Representatives 
from 43 career areas participated in the program. 


The art and music programs at the North Falmouth School were 
exceptional during the year. Hard work by the staff and children 
was readily discernible through the cumulative activities which 
included an art show and three musical programs. The involvement 
of many parents in an evening "Family Art" set a positive tone 
which spread to various other curriculum areas. 


At the Mullen-Hall School "Leisure Time Week" sponsored by the 
school librarian was a very distinguished, week-long, school-wide 
enrichment project for fostering wide use of leisure. Parents and 
resource people from the community demonstrated how their talents 
and hobbies were used for enrichment and pleasure. 


Teaticket School sponsored a presentation by the National 
Theater of the Deaf for all students in grades 1 through 6 which 
gave students a little more sensitivity to the capabilities as 
well as the needs of handicapped people. 


East Falmouth saw the formation of a system-wide television 
program and the first production of a regularly scheduled student 
produced T.V. show was aired over Channel 13. 


At Falmouth High School the highlight of the year was the con- 
tinuing success of students in athletic competition. The 
interscholastic program involved 850 participants on 30 teams in 
18 different sports. Furthermore, 250 students were involved in 
Pep Squad, Majorettes, Color Guard, cheerleaders and Band. The 
boys' cross country team won its state championship and for the 
first time in Massachusetts history, both the boys' and girls' 
winter track teams won their state championships. 
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Once again we express our sincere appreciation to the commun-— 
ity for the cooperation and Support received. We hope the 
positive relationship which has developed over the past few years 
will continue in the future. The schools are important to the 
community and to the future of our children.

nauhant Beach. In addition the Chief of Police or any of his agents 
may restrict sales in any location within the Town that is determi- 
ned to be a safety hazard to pedestrian or vehicular traffic.

4. Any person licensed under this bylaw shall have in his posses- 
Sion and readily available for display said license indicating 
license number, licensee's signature and date of expiration. Li- 
censee must display such license when requested to do so by the 
Chief of Police or any of his agents, an inspector of the Health 
Department and the Sealer of Weights and Measures. 

5. No person licensed under this bylaw shall engage in the activi- 
ties described in paragraph 2 of this bylaw in any manner as to 
impede foot or vehicular traffic along or to a public way or public 
sidewalk or any access road or driveway. No person while engated in 
such activities shall remain stopped or standing in any one place 
or within 200 feet thereof for more than ten(10) minutes unless 
continuously engaged in transactions. 

6. No hawker or peddler shall sell or offer for sale any _ goods, 
wares or merchandise on any street of the Town within 500 feet of 
any public school or the grounds thereof on days when the _ public

No principal structure shall be erected less than fifty (50) 
feet from the waters of Buzzards Bay, Great Harbor, Vineyard 
Sound, Nantucket Sound or any tidal ponds, tidal rivers or 
freshwater ponds and freshwater rivers, except that there is 
no minimum setback from the waters of Great Harbor in Woods 
Hole; from the Town Landing at Gosnold Road and Bar Neck 
Road southeasterly and easterly to the southern property 
line of the land of Woods Hole, Martha's Vineyard and Nan- 
tucket Steamship Authority, (off Cowdry Road in Woods Hole); 
and the waters of Little Harbor in Woods Hole at land be- 
longing to the United States Government known as the Coast 
Guard Station at Woods Hole. The waters of Buzzards Bay and 
tidal ponds and tidal rivers off Buzzards Bay shall be de- 
termined by the contour line of four (4) foot elevation 
based on the National Geodetic Vertical Datum. The tidal 
waters of Great Harbor, Vineyard Sound and Nantucket Sound 
and all tidal ponds and tidal rivers off Vineyard Sound and 
Nantucket Sound shall be determined by the contour line of 
three (3) foot elevation based on the National Geodetic 
Vertical Datum. The waters of fresh ponds shall be measured 
from the elevation as follows:

The waters of any other fresh pond shall be determined by the 
contour of the highest observed elevation, established by measuring 
the existing elevation and adjusting that elevation by using the meth- 
ods specified in the U.S.G.S. open file report 80-1008, as if the 
waters of the pond were the ground water. 

SECTION A 
No building permit shall be issued for any principal structure 
erected on a lot fronting on fresh or tidal waters described above 
until a plan certified by a Resgistered Land Surveyor is furnished to 
the Building Commissioner. Said plan shall clearly delineate the dis- 
tance from the proposed structure to the water body. 


Any building permit for which an application was made prior to 
February 10, 1984 may be issued as long as the structure conforms to 
the then existing setbacks and shall be exempt from the increased set- 
backs described above.

basis, nutrient levels that exceed the receiving waters' critical eu- 
trophic level. However, the Board of Appeals shall not withhold 
approvai of an application for a Special Permit if the applicant pro- 
vides measures for the reduction of nutrient loading from the proposed 
structure or structures to a rate below that of critical eutrophic 
level as measured on a pounds per acre basis. It shall be the re- 
sponsibility of the applicant to demonstrate to the Board of Appeals 
that the proposed mitigating measures will work as designed. The Board 
of Appeals shall require the applicant to demonstrate on an annual 
basis that said mitigating measures are operating satisfactorily, and 
shall revoke any Special Permit where such mitigating measures fail to 
operate as proposed and designed.

i) Persons per dwelling unit = 3.0; 5 lbs Nitrogen per person per 
year; .25 lbs Phosphorus per person per year for leaching systems 
within 300 feet of shoreline. 
ii) Lawn fertilizer = 3 lbs Nitrogen per 1000 square feet per year. 
iii) Road runoff = .19 lbs Nitrogen/curb mile/day; .15 lbs 
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Phosphorus/curb mile/day.

i) Total phosphorus in fresh water = .020 mg/1; 

ii) Total nitrogen in salt water = .750 mg/1;

1) Loading per person: 5 lbs. Nitrogen per person per year; .25 
lbs. Phosphorous per person per year for sewage disposal systems 
within 300 feet of the shoreline. 

2) Loading from lawn fertilizers: 3 lbs. Nitrogen per 1000 square 
feet per year. 

3) Loading from road run-off: .19 lbs. Nitrogen per curb mile per 
day; .15 lbs. Phosphorous per curb mile per day. 

4) Critical eutrophic levels: Fresh water concentration, total

WATCHMAN OF THE WARRANT 


The Watchman of the Warrant herewith submits his review of actions by the 
elected Town Meeting Representatives. 


In 1984 there were four (4) Town Meetings, Annual Town Meeting held on 
April 2, Special Town Meetings on June 18, October 16, and November 13. 


The Annual Town Meeting began Monday the 2nd of April to consider 82 Arti- 
cles totalling $27 million. There were 190 members present of the 252 elected, 
41 Articles were passed on the blanket vote and 39 were held for further con- 
sideration. 


Article 8, the budget Article is not reviewed by the Watchman, however, 
the Town Accountant maintains a monthly statement, the Finance Committee and 
its various subcommittees keep a close watch on the budget.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


During the year 1984, the Annual Town Meeting was held on April 2, 
1984 and action was_ taken on 80 Articles. There were three Special 
Town Meetings. The first was held on June 8, 1984 consisting of 8 Ar- 
ticles, the second on October 16, 1984 consisting of 47 Articles and 
the third on November 13, 1984, containing 1 Article. Where applicable 
the Selectmen have complied with the directives of these Town Mee- 
tings. 


Again during 1984 the Selectmen did not recommend the acceptance 
of any road layouts due to continuing fiscal restraints. The disposi- 
tion of Claims and Suits can be found in this report under Claims and 
Suits. 


In January of 1984, Captain Paulino Rodriques who was acting Chief 
was appointed as permanent Chief of Police for the Town of Falmouth. 


The local election held in April 1984, elected Adrian C. J. Du- 
fresne, Selectmen to a three year term. 


Matthew R. Souza, Chief Conservation Officer, retired in September 
of 1984 after thirty years service in the employ of the Town. His 
knowledge and familiarity of the Town will be sorely missed. 


The computer system that was authorized for purchase at the Spe- 
cial Town Meeting held in November of 1983 was completely installed 
and operational in the Spring of 1984. The system has proven to _ be 
highly successful. 


A 504 Handicapped Committee as required under the Federal Revenue 
Sharing Regulations was appointed with Louis B. Copestick as Chairman. 
This committee conducted a self evaluation program of all municipal 
buildings to determine what barriers existed that would prevent disa- 
bled persons from gaining access to the buildings. Various actions are 
now underway to increase accessability by the handicapped. This Com- 
mittee has performed an excellent service and are to be commended for 
the time and effort they have provided on behalf of the Town. 


Quentin H. Banks, was appointed Falmouth's Hazardous Waste Coor- 
dinator. He attended a number of meetings and work shops on various 
phases of handing and disposal of hazardous wastes. He plans to hold 
an educational seminar for Falmouth residents prior to the next house- 
hold hazardous waste pickup during calendar year 1985.

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FIRE STATION BUILDING NEEDS AND LOCATIONS COMMITTEE 


The Committee met several times during 1984 and worked mainly on 
the project of obtaining a 3-bay garage for the storage of apparatus 
at headquarters. The special town meeting on, October 16, 1984, voted 
$111,285 for this garage, and construction should be completed in the 
Spring of 1985. 


Mr. Ernest DeSouza, who has served long and faithfully on this 
committee, declined re-appointment. Mr. Evans Flynn was appointed to 
take his place on the Committee. 


In conjunction with the new Capital Outlay Program, the Committee 
voted to request a l-bay addition to Station No. 3 in FY 88 and pur- 
chase land for a new headquarters in FY 90.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the past year; fortunately, there have been no abnormally 
large fires, and once again, there was no loss of life by fires or 
drownings. Again we have noted an increase in the number of fires 
that have been detected in the incipient stages because of smoke and 
heat detectors. 


There were 362 more incidents handled by the Department in 1984 
compared to 1983: 2980 to 2618. This represents an increase of just 
under 14%. The budget increase was 5.7%. The manpower increase was 
0%. 


The need to add at least two more firefighters, just tto balance 
the firefighters available on each of the four groups, can no longer 
be ignored. 


Lawrence F. "Ted" Palmer retired on June 1, 1984 after 27 years 
as Master Mechanic of this department. In this position he has been a 
valuable member of the department, responsible for apparatus repair 
and designing specifications for new apparatus. Joshua W. Murphy, 
former Assistant Mechanic, was appointed Master Mechanic to replace 
him, and Gordon L. Peters was appointed Assistant Mechanic. 


During the last few years there has been a shortage of applicants 
for Call Firefighters and I urge that anyone interested contact one of 
the Deputy Chiefs, since the Call Firefighters represent an important 
component of this department. A vart-permanent and part-call depart- 
ment is the most efficient and cost effective arrangement for a _ town 
of our population and area. 


Firefighters rescued an elderly tenant from her apartment at May- 
flower Homes, Choate Lane in September when fire destroyed the 
apartment next to hers. An approved fire detector system had not been 
installed in the complex at the time of the fire. 
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In Marth a boiler room fire at the North Falmouth Elementary 
School had the potential for a very high property loss, because this 
did not occur is the result of prompt actions by call firefighter, 
Joseph Mulkerin; also the school custodian, and the firefighters from 
Station 3, North Falmouth. 


A fire in June on Fisher Road, Seacoast Shores and three fires in 
November on Grand Avenue, Vacation Lane-East Falmouth, and Deepwood 
Drive-Pinecrest Beach; resulted in very heavy property damage. Ten 
other fires throughout the year in all parts of Falmouth caused moder- 
ate to heavy damage to the property. All these were house fires in 
single family dwellings. 


Little or no loss was the outcome on seven other occasions be- 
cause the fire was discovered early by some type of detector system. 
The value of smoke/heat detectors cannot be overstressed. 


At this time I would like to report that 35 Motels, 62 Guest 
Houses and 15 Apartments has complied with Section 26C of Chapter 148. 
After the resolution of appeals, this compliance was achieved by the 
diligent work of the Fire Prevention Officer, Richard P. Garneau, and 
the cooperation of the owners of these establishments. There is no 
question that this is a large step forward in protection of life and 
property in this town.

THE AMBULANCE COMMITTEE 


The year of 1984 saw many changes within the Ambulance Committee 
and Rescue as a whole. As of April 1984 this department had but one 
Nationally Certified Paramedic which is required by the State, Alden 
H. Cook. Through the year, however; three more men through their dili- 
gent and individual efforts became Nationally Certified to bring the 
Paramedic compliment, which looked so bleek previously, to four. They 
were: Captain Paul D. Brodeur, Fire Fighters: Gary E. Sabens and 
Prec ormJ4.kester, or. 


Many changes in the rigid State regulations governing EMT's and 
Paramedics have also been felt through the diligent and persistent 
work of John D. Fields (Director C.I.E.M.S.) and many other indivi- 
duals and organizations, who continue their battle in an effort to 
retain and upgrade Emergency Health Care, not only for the Cape & Is- 
lands, but for the entire Commonwealth. 


On November 5, 1984, the Board of Selectmen appointed, Victor J. 
Kester Sr., as the new Emergency Medical Services supervisor for the 
Falmouth Fire Department. 


Although 1984 was a year of uncertainties at best, the citizens 
of the Town of Falmouth were assured and delivered the finest of Qual- 
ity Patient Care available; and it would appear that the future will 
see many improvements and continued dedication from this department. 


Lawrence F. Palmer retired and left the Ambulance Committee 


after 27 years of faithful service. Robert E. Williams, former E.M.S. 
Supervisor in this department, was appointed to take his place. 
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The following is a summary of the years financial report and 
trip statistics by month, with each year seeing a growing need for 
this vital and life saving service.

FOREST WARDEN 


The Falmouth Fire Department under the direction of the Forest 
Warden responded to a total of 97 calls for grass or brush fires in 
1984. 


This represents a decrease from last year mainly due to weather 
conditions. The only major fire was in the area of Trotting Park Road, 
during which one of our vehicles broke down and was threatened along 
with several homes in-the area. Prompt action by personnel on other 
vehicles prevented any actual loss except for trees and brush burned.

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CIVIL DEFENSE 


The Office of Emergency Preparedness meets the first Tuesday of each 
month at the EOC (Emergency Operations Center) in the Town Hall. The public 
is invited to attend these meetings. More help is needed in all phases of or- 
ganization; especially Shelter Managers. In the event you want a program for 
your organization concerning Emergency Preparedness, contact, Lt. John E. 
Justason at 617-548-2459, 


The Emergency Preparedness van made 54 runs this year. Eight mutual aid 
calls, 17 fire emergencies and 29 details. The van has the capabilities of 
supplying power, first aid, cooking, PA system, radio communications, and 
flood lights. We assist with the following events this past year: Memorial 
Day Services, Elks Youth Day, Veterans Day, Football Rally, all road _ races, 
bed race at the Falmouth Mall, Falmouth-Barnstable football game, fire works 
display at the Heights, and Halloween patrol, Christmas Parade, Falmouth 
Heights Mens Club Field Day at the Heights Ball Park, Special Olympics at the 
High School, Band Concerts and the Portugese American Day. 


One 2 meter antennna will be installed this year at the Lawrence 
School. 


The primary emergency shelters will be in the Lawrence School, North 
Falmouth School, East Falmouth School. If more space is needed, the Teaticket 
School and the Morse Pond School will be opened. WCIB will make the announce- 
ment over the radio. No pets will be allowed in any shelter at any time. I 
have given WCIB permission to broadcast from the E.0.C. in event the E.O.C. 
is activated. 


I have requested a Salary of $1,000. a year from the Finance Committee 
this year. As your director I logged in 371 hours this past year. 


I would like to thank Falmouth Fire Department, Falmouth Police Depart- 
ment the School Departments, and to the Falmouth Citizens Radio League 
(F.C.R.L.), Falmouth Amateur Radio Association, and all other organizations 
that have assisted us over the past year.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Falmouth is a rapidly growing community and with this growth there is a 
greater need for police services. The patrol force continues to function ap- 
provingly under the direction of the sergeants as evidenced by commendations 
to Officers Roger Beaupre’, Kris Bohnenberger, and Michael Gower for saving 
the life of a woman off Acapesket Beach. Sergeant David Cusolito and Officer 
Michael McGillvary received commendations for exceptional service. Other Of- 
ficers received letters of appreciation for the performance of their police 
duties. Officer Cheryl Atherton was selected by the Falmouth Professional 
Business Women's Club as the "Young Career Woman" of 1984. These recognitions 
and awards are a tribute to the Town of Falmouth by Falmouth Police Officers. 
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Six officers were graduated from the Barnstable Police Academy in Decem- 
ber in preparation for their permanent appointments to the department. They 
are Officers Roger Beaupre', Michael Gower, Thomas Hart, Robert Murray, James 
Shugrue and Dana Smith. Two new permanent Patrol Sergeants, Gary Wemett and 
David Cusolito and one Acting Sergeant, Stephen O'Neil, have joined the su- 
pervisory ranks. 


K-9 Officer Rufino Gonsalves’ K-9 dog Raker, who earned many awards and 
citations during his distinguished service with the Falmouth Police Depart- 
ment, has passed away, and his absence will be sorely felt by the entire 
patrol force. 


The appointment of Sergeant Gary Wemett to the post of Crime Prevention 
Officer has continued” to be a rewarding experience for the community. This 
unit is comprised of Sergeants Craig Clarkson, William McManamin, Gary Wemett 
and Officer Edward Dunne. The unit participated in the S.A.D.D. (Students 
Against Drunk Driving) Fair, held at the Falmouth High School. All police 
resources used in the operations against drunken drivers were on display and 
explained to visitors. Sergeant Wemett is active with the Concerned Parents 
Group of North Falmouth and last autumn had a presentation on drug abuse at 
the North Falmouth Elementary School. CRIMEWATCH programs have been initiated 
in Seacoast Shores, Great Harbors, Falmouth Port and Grasmere. 


It is planned in 1985 to have seminars with the merchants on credit card 
fraud, check schemes and related crimes. Also crimes against the elderly, 
white collar crime, bunco schemes and auto theft will be addressed to the 
public. 


In October, a Bicycle Safety Committee was formed comprising of Alta Mae 
Stevens of the Bikeway Committee, Raymond Kenney of the Falmouth School 
System and Officer Andras J. Nyari of the Police Department. The basic objec- 
tives of the committee is to promote bicycle safety in the community. A 
bicycle safety program was presented to the schools under the direction of 
Officer Nyari, Chairman of the Committee. 


Total Arrests during 1984 numbered 1,410. There was an increase in the 
number of arrests in 1984 but appears less by comparison to 1983 due to the 
fact that multiple complaints against the defendant are being listed as one 
arrest and not as individual arrests as done in the past. Of this figure, 
1,235 were males and 175 were females.

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Several breaks this past year were solved and the arrest of three 
individuals resulted in solving thirty-one house breaks. Several juve- 
niles were arrested which resulted in clearing up problems that have 
been plaguing two large areas of the town. Stolen items from auto 
radios to jewelry and tools were recovered. The detectives also inves- 
tigated twenty-six complaints of obscene and annoying phone calls and 
all cases were settled through court or compromise between parties in- 
volved. There was one case of manslaughter, a drowning at the Sheridan 
Inn, which resulted with an arrest and conviction.

Central Records Division has taken over the task of processing 
parking ticket violations. This was formerly done by Datacom Systems 
of Boston. The following are the statistics on tickets as of /7-1-84 
through 12-31-84:

Efforts are being made to collect the balance due. Complaints are 
being sought for multiple offenders (five or more unpaid tickets). 
Plans are being formulated to enter Phase II of the parking ticket 
program with the Registry of Motor Vehicles. There are two basic 
transactions involved in Phase II. 


1, "Mark Transaction": a request by the parking clerk not to 
renew the license or registration of the violator. 


2. "Clear Transaction": a notification to the registrar from the 
dyarking clerk that the matter has been disposed of with a request that 
che violator's file be cleared and that he be allowed to renew his li- 
‘ense or registration. 


There is a ten dollar Registry of Motor Vehicles’ surcharge 
pplicable to each individual violation accumulated by the violator. 
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The position of Supervisor of Central Records has been established 
on a temporary basis subject to approval by due process. This much 
needed position embodies, all the issuances of licenses and permits 
which were formerly issued by various personnel. The Supervisor is 
available to the public and addresses problems that were previously 
handled by the dispatcher and also relieves the Sergeant of other in- 
house services making it possible for the Sergeant to spend more time 
on the road as patrol supervisor. With a supervisor in Central Rec- 
ords, there has been a marked improvement in the effeciency and 
overall activities as well as upgraded services to the public. Barbara 
Hamrin and Doralee Tavares, two new clerks in Central Records, have 
proven to be pleasant and productive replacements to the staff. 


With the approval of the Board of Selectmen, the Police Auxilary 
was reorganized and reactivated. Their services were utilized at the 
4th of July Fireworks Display, the Falmouth Road Race and Christmas 
Parade, at no cost to the town. 


Officers have been kept very busy in their off duty time taking 
care of traffic at the various sewer project locations. An average of 
ten officers a day have worked since the project began, under the di- 
rection of Captain Don Price. 


A newly initiated warrant team has been established. The team of 
officers, during specified times, will concentrate solely on serving 
the department's fast growing list of active warrants. There are pre- 
sently approximately 1200 outstanding warrants. 


We have continued to update and add to the patrol division's 
equipment. Two new moving radar units have been added for a total of 
three units in all. In communications, two cruiser mobile radios and 
six portable radios with lapel mikes have been added. All phone lines 
into the station are now being recorded with a refurbished Dictaphone 
4000. This will enable desk officers to retrieve information quickly 
and accurately at any given moment. 


The department initiated the enforcement of violations of town by- 
laws through noncriminal citations. There were seventy-five (75) of- 
fenders cited noncriminally, who would otherwise have been arrested 
and taken to court. The department is looking forward to more exten- 
sive use of noncriminal citations in 1985. Other municipal departments 
have expressed interst in this process and this office has provided 
the requested information to them. 


This addresses violators of the town by-laws. A number of non- 
criminal citations have been issued rather than arresting the offender 
and subsequently taking him to court. The offender is given the oppor- 
tunity to request a hearing or pay the money penalty within 21 days. 
Failure to do so will result in a warrant for the violator's arrest. 
Should the offender elect to pay the money penalty within 21 days, the 
cost to the town is reduced, as officers do not have to appear in 
court as witnesses at an overtime pay rate. The money penalty is re- 
turned to the town and not to the state, as in most dispositions 
involving violations of statutory law. If processed noncriminally, the 
offender does not receive a criminal record. 
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With the approval of the Board of Selectmen, a handicap sticker 
program was initiated for the temporarily and permantly handicapped 
citizens who live and shop in Falmouth. This allows the handicap to 
park their vehicles in reserved spaces without being penalized, and 
without having to go through the hassle of obtaining a handicap li- 
cense plate from the Registry of Motor Vehicles. I would consider this 
one act as the most rewarding one of my career as it benefits those 
few to whom society owes so much. 


One of my objectives as Chief of Police is to get the police de- 
partment more active in community affairs. For the first time in the 
history of the Falmouth Police Department, a scholarship was awarded. 
This was made possible through generous donations to the Falmouth 
Police Department. Jeffrey E. Leonard, who is majoring in Criminal 
Justice, is the first recipient of the Falmouth Police Scholarship. 


The Falmouth Police Department, as part of it's community rela- 
tions, is sponsoring a baseball team in the Falmouth Babe Ruth League. 
It is hopeful that programs such as this will develop a better rap- 
port between the police officers and the youths of Falmouth.

Paul Kel- 
leher, Ted Sheehan and Jane Souza of the Police Sub-committee of the 
Finance Committee have also contributed suggestions to save costs’ and 
they have attended meetings with the architect. Phase I and II have 
been completed and funds for Phase III, the actual construction of the 
facility, will be sought at Annual Town Meeting.

The number of permits has 
certainly required that the staff extend themselves to a point, une- 
qualled in quantity, by any similar period of time in the past. In 
addition to the permits, and everything connected with them, this De- 
partment has been very involved with Zoning: interpretation and 
enforcement, Annual Inspections of structures other than Single Family 
Houses, and other duties and responsibilities charged to the office. 


With the advent of the computer terminal, Micro-film equipment, 
duplicating machine, and additional clerical staff, we are endeavoring 
to streamline the various procedures in the Department. With the rede- 
corating to take place and efficiency orientated policies to be 
implemented, hopefully the Department itself and its staff can better 
fulfill the requests of the Public and maintain a rapport that will 
not only be a credit to us all, but also of respect and acceptance by 
the Town's people.

To enlighten the consumer on the sale of wood -- as of September 
9, 1979 the State prohibits the sale or advertising of .wood by the 
cord. Wood will be advertised and sold by the cubic foot, also a _ bill 
of sale must be presented to the consumer by the seller with the 
buyer's name and address, also seller's name and address, plus amount 
of wood in cubic feet and total price. 


For the consumer's protection when wood is delivered we suggest 
measuring the wood before it is accepted and paid for.

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DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES 


In the fall of 1984 Matthew R. Souza retired after 30 years of service 
as Chief Conservation Officer. During this period of time he organized and 
managed the many areas of open space throughout the Town. His concern for the 
environment and the enforcement of the hunting and fishing laws by his de- 
partment have helped make Falmouth's open space safe and pleasurable for all. 


The Natural Resource Department traveled 52,500 miles in covering 44 
square miles of Falmouth in the performance of their duties. Complaints on 
fish and game numbered 1095 incidents. Eleven (11) deer were struck and 
killed by automobiles and five (5) were recorded as drowned. The Department 
transferred many species to new locations and more suitable habitat. 


The Natural Resource Department reviewed 1,246 building proposal for 
environmental impact. The Department acted as liaison to the Conservation 
Commission in their review of 164 Notices of Intent and 147 requests for De- 
terminations of Applicability of the Wetlands Act. 


The State Department of Fish and Wildlife contributed to the Town's 
resources through its stocking programs. The stocking of trout, pheasant and 
quail in the various ponds and hunting areas has provided recreation for the 
sportsmen of Falmouth. 


The Dog Officer handled approximately 240 dog complaints which accoun- 
ted for 61 dogs delivered to the M.S.P.C.A. with a reimbursement of $1,830. 
and one hundred forty five (145) dogs returned to their owners with as- 
sessments of $4,410. There were reported 23 dogs killed and injured.

QUAHAUG TRANSPLANT 


From May through June 1983, 457 1/2 bushels of contaminated qua- 
haugs were from Falmouth Inner Harbor and relayed into the clean 
waters of Green Pond for natural depuration. I will plant Quahaugs 
into the waters of Great Pond this coming spring and sections of it 
have already been set aside. 


AID FOR ALEWIVES 
Assistance and attention were given to our herring = runs 
throughout the Town. A new fishway was installed in Coonamessett River 
by the Falmouth Department of Public Works replacing the old one. 


On the spot checks of dredge and fill projects and docks were re- 


viewed by me along with members of the Massachusetts Division of 
Marine Fisheries in order to protect: our resources. 
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Thousand of fish were observed dead and dying in Green Pond 
between July 19 and August 2, 1984. There were large areas of discolo- 
red water changing from milky white to black. Also observed was the 
mass mortality of soft shell clams, finfish, horseshoe crabs, blue 
crabs and eels. The stench from the dead fish which littered the 
shoreline along with the smell of hydrogen sulfide from anaerobic de- 
composition fouled the air nauseating the people who live nearby. 
State and County people were on hand evaluating the problem. Water and 
shellfish samples are sent to their labs. Test results indicate that 
the coliform count was very low. Dissolved oxygen levels dropped below 
1.0 mg/1. Shellfish were sent to the state lab to see if there were 
traces of pesticides in them and at this writing, I have not received 
any data related to pesticides. At present the theory seems to. stand 
that the pond lacked oxygen. I will be looking forward this year to 
see if the mortalities of marine organisms appear to be related to 
pesticides and/or excessive nutrients. I am asking the State and 
County people to help me keep a close watch on what gets into the 
water course that could cause these mortalities. 


Seed clams and quahaugs are showing up in fair numbers. 


Bourne's Pond is still hanging in there. I do hope that some day 
I will be able to write that the Bourne's Pond Project has been com-— 
pleted. Perhaps 1985?

TOWN INFORMATION AND CLERICAL CENTER 


Five Hundred and Fifteen Meetings were held by the Committees, Boards 
and Commissions of the Town in 1984, The Clerical Center has prepared a var- 
iety of correspondence, technical material, reports, contracts and 
miscellaneous data to assist these government bodies in carrying out thier 
tasks. In compliance with Chapter 303 of the M.G.L., all meetings were posted 
with the Town Clerk and minutes of meetings are on file at the Clerical 
Center. 


Additionally, the Clerical Center serves as a central office to the Con- 
servation Commission in administering the State Wetlands Act and the Town 
Wetlands Protection Bylaw. Approximately 422 petitions were processed through 
this office. 


The Town Moderator discharged the Tree Planting Committee and the Wet- 
lands Study Committee at the Annual Town Meeting with thanks and 
appreciation. 


The Capital Program Committee was voted at the Annual Town Meeting, to 
study proposed capital outlays involving expenditures of $15,000 or more. A 
Solid Waste Study Committee was established by Resolution at the Special Town 
Meeting in October.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission held 40 meetings in 1984, during which time 
there were 311 hearings on Notices of Intent and Requests for Determination, 
an increase of 101, or 48% over the year before. In addition, 88 hearings 
were held on requests for Amendments of Orders, Certificates of Compliance 
and Extension of Time. There were 13 Adjudicatory Hearings held by the De- 
partment oof Environmental Quality Engineering in Boston attended by 
Commission members. All these hearings and site visits took a great deal of 
time and effort on the part of Commission members. 


The tasks of the Commission have been many and varied during the past 
year. There are new policy guidelines being written to aid the public in 
making decisions concerning wetlands. A very lengthy and complete study was 
carried out by Scout Roger Hayward of West Falmouth on the present situation 
and recommended use of Town land along the Eastern Shore of Great Pond. 
Application has been made for funding for erosion control in this area and 
others. Erosion control and seedling plantings done by D.P.W. and the Com- 
mission along Great Pond. Presently we are in the process of obtaining grant 
money for erosion control meaures (including stairs) along Great Bay Road 
and the Falmouth Heights Bluff with the Soil Conservation Services. 


The Commission is working on and is nearing completion of a_ brochure 
to familiarize everyone as to what the Commission does and why it exists. 


Town-owned lands have been put to good use. The Town's cranberry bogs 
have once again produced well under the guilding hand of Mr. Arthur Handy, 
and a check for $22,606 has been deposited in the Town's coffers. Other Town 
property is under lease for purposes of farming which we hope will prove sa- 
tisfactory. 


The Commission lost one member through retirement - Donald Zinn - who 
has been replaced by Judith Stetson. In the personnel department the Commis- 
sion is hoping to hire a professional to advise Townspeople on Wetland. 
Regulations, as well as to help with on-site inspections and open space 
planning and acquisition. 


In 1984 the Conservation Commission formed a permanent subcommittee on 
Land Acquisition to implement the recently approved Open Space Plan and to 
coordinate land purchases by the Town of Falmouth. Various methods of open 
space preservation have been investigated and acquisition of several parcels 
has begun. Town-wide plan for open space preservation is being formulated 
for presentation to Town Committees and Town Meeting.

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PLANNING BOARD 


In 1984, the Planning Board met on 43 occasions. The Board reviewed 153 
plans of land, of which 75 were submitted as Approval Not Required, 8 were 
Preliminary Plans and 27 required subdivision approval. The Board reviewed 6 
permits for undersized lots. Major Plan Review was required for 28 develop- 
ment proposals. In 1984, 606 new lots were created, a 60% increase compared 
to the 379 new lots created in 1983. 


The Planning Board proposed 15 Articles for Annual Town Meeting, of 
which 14 were approved. Nine additional Articles were proposed on petition, 
The Special Town Meeting held in October approved the two articles proposed 
by the Planning Board. The Special Town Meeting turned down two additional 
zoning articles which were proposed by private petition. 


There were two espicially important zoning articles among those proposed 
by the Board adopted in 1984. in 1984. First, in April, Town Meeting approved 
the "Nutrient Loading Bylaw." It is first step toward protecting the Town's 
fresh, drinking and estuarine water resources from nutrient pollution. 
Second, in October, Special Town Meeting approval a "subdivision phasing" 
bylaw. The intent of the bylaw is to guide the future growth of Falmouth, not 
in terms of number of people, but in terms of the Town's ability to support 
its present and future population. It is designed to give the Town more time 
to develop numerous long-range planning initiatives such as capital improve- 
ment, open space acquisition and community development programs that will 
meet the needs and demands of the Town's future population. Apart from the 
bylaw, the Planning Board believes that a coalition of support from all de- 
partments in Town Government and the entire business community will be 
essential if these initiatives are to be successful. 


Similarly, the Planning Board believes that the future well being of 
Falmouth, both environmentally and economically, rests upon the decisions may 
today by its local Boards. It is the Planning Board's belief that without 
consistent cooperation among all Town Boards small, unrelated and arbitrary 
decisions will reduce the effectiveness of any long-range plans and policies 
developed and will allow accidental and whimsical growth to emerge as the 
physical image of the Town. To avoid this, and to improve communication 
between Town Boards, the Planning Board proposed several joint board meetings 
in 1984, and will continue this policy in 1985. 


In 1984, Mrs. Janet Hand and Mr. Daniel Augusta were re-elected to their 
second and third terms, respectively, as members of the Planning Board.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Your Finance Committee is concerned with three major re- 
sponsibilities: 


I To study each financial request received from any source (i.e. 
Town Departments, Town-funded Agencies, private Town citizens, etc.) 
as well as to study many non-financial requests which are to be pre- 
sented to a Town Meeting. Following each thorough examination of every 
budget and Article request, which is carried out either by the full 
Committee or through one of its subcommittees, a formal review and 
vote results in a RECOMMENDATION which serves as "advice" to the Town 
Meeting (252 persons -- 36 from each of Falmouth's 7 Precincts, of 
whom 127 constitute a quorum for a legally convened Town Meeting). 
These Representatives weigh the Fin Com recommendation against any op- 
posing view(s) to arrive at a final decision as to the merits of each 
budget item and Article. 


Following, are the results of the joint efforts of the Fin Com, 
Departmental Administrators and Town Meeting Representatives to weigh 
requested items vs. the most necessary items during 1984:

Unfortunately, the major portion of all "savings" are items or 
improvements which would have upgraded the efficiency of government or 
improved the quality of life for Falmouth's citizens. However, the re- 
sponsibilities of the Fin Com and Town Meeting are to see that the 
Town is maintained within the limits of its ability to pay. 


II Administration of the RESERVE FUND (a sum of money appropri- 
ated annually through Article 8 [the Town's master budget] at each 
Annual Town Meeting). The purpose of this account is to fund unforseen 
emergencies and unexpected cost increases within all other areas of 
the master budget or within any approved Article which may occur 
during the fiscal year. 
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In 1984, the Finance Committee received $171,668.40 in requests 
for transfer from the Reserve Fund; and, following investigation into 
the actual need of each request, transferred a total of $151,348.49 to 
various budget and article accounts. 


III Verification of the overall FINANCIAL STATUS of the Town. 
It has become essential (under Prop. 2 1/2) that we have the most cur- 
rent information regarding dollars available for spending in order to 
make sound financial recommendations. 


This Committee is composed of 15 citizens of the Town of Falmouth 
who have donated well in excess of 3,000 man hours during 1984 to the 
performance of the necessary research required to make educated recom- 
mendations to Town Meeting, to administer the Reserve Fund and to 
determine the financial status of the Town. 


We sorrowfully say farewell to Bill Banks, Andy Dufresne, Charlie 
Cacciola and Herb Willett. We have been priveleged to have Steven P. 
Augusta, Robert S. Marshall, R. Gary Pina and Wilson H. Smith join us 
in the small but vital part we play in maintaining Falmouth as a very 
nice community in which to live, work and visit.

PERSONNEL BOARD 


During 1984 the Personnel Board and its Director took action on 
217 requests for step increases, appointments, reclassifications, pro- 
motions, resignations and terminations. 


Two year contracts, with wage reopeners for the second year, were 
negotiated with the D.P.W. Union, Fire Union and Library employees. A 
two-year contract, with a cost of living increase for the second year, 
was negotiated with employees represented by the American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal Employees. An Article was filed and 
passed to grant a cost of living increase to all permanent Town Fm- 
ployees covered under the Salary Administration Plan. 


The Personnel Office continues the Administration of Group 
Insurance offered to Town Employees and retirees, including Health In~ 
surance, Life Insurance and Long Term Disability Insurance. 
Affirmative Action continues to be part of the duties of the Personnel 
Director and the Personnel Department. 


Mrs. Alice K. Romano, the Town's Personnel Director, was disabled 
in June of 1984, due to a previous injury. In the fall the Board re- 
gretfully accepted her decision to retire from her position. Since 
that time the Personnel Board's appointed subcommittee has been con- 
ducting a search for a qualified candidate to assume the duties of the 
Personnel Director. 
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The Board also regretfully accepted the resignation of Chairman 
Samuel W. Vincent, after more than 14 years of service to the Person- 
nel Board and the Town. Board members voted Mr. Herbert Kornbliet 
Acting Chairman. 


During the coming year the Personnel Board, with the professional 
guidance of its new Personnel Director, plans to give continued assis- 
tance to Town employees and retirees, as well as to all other Town 
Boards and Committees.

DATA PROCESSING DEPARTMENT 


The rationale for the installation of a computer at the Town Hall was 
explained in last year's Town Report. 


A Digital Equipment Corporation PDP 11/44 was installed in the Town Hall 
in April, 1984. 


This system consists of a Central Processor with 2 Megabytes of Memory, 
ports for 32 terminal connections (25 of which are currently being used), and 
the required hardware for networking with the school computer. 


Additional peripheral devices were purchased from System Industries, 
Inc. These consist of two 414 megabyte Winchester type disk drives, and a 
Tri-Density Tape Drive. 


The new system has worked out well and has made processing at the Town 
Hall much more efficient. The computer at the High School now is primarily 
used for school administrative and student applications. The removal of the 
Town applications from the School computer has resulted in much better re- 
sponse time and throughput for school department users. 


Virtually all the municipal data files and programs were down-loaded 
from the School computer, and loaded onto the Town computer. This was a major 
conversion that would have been awesome had it not been for the compatibil- 
ity between the two systems. 


Other significant developments during the year were: 


a. The installation of remote terminals at the Police 
Department, and the development and implementation 
of a Parking Ticket System. 

b. The melding of the new Telephone equipment with the 
computer. Information pertaining to all phone calls, 
such as originating extension, number called, the time of 
day, and the length of call are now automatically 
recorded on the computer. Monthly reports are generated 
wherein phone charges are allocated to the initiating 
departments. 
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c. An automated system for handling special assessments and 
betterments. This recognizes the interaction between 
various departments in processing betterments. This is 
a prime example of having a Central Computer wherein the 
data is entered once by the initiating department, 
and resultant files and reports are created for 
all the departments affected. 

d. Inroads have been made on a Computer Aided Dispatch system 
for the Fire Department. Programs have been developed and 
these will be implemented when the conversion and 
procedures are completed. 

e. The payroll system is being modified to store information 
regarding overtime hours worked and dollars earned, 
as well as sick pay, and other earnings. This can be 
retrieved by [mployee, or by department for any given 
period during the year. 


The maintenance of existing applications has taken, and will 
continue to take at least 50% of the Systems and Programming time 
available. As more applications are developed and implemented, more 
time will be required for this function. 


Plans for the coming year include the installation of equipment 
at the Harbor Masters office, the possibility of equipment amd Sys- 
tems and Programming for the Beach Committee, the installation of a 
revaluation system, additional applications for the Police Depart- 
ment, implementation of applications in the Building Department, and 
the possibility of Regional Processing.

RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


This has been a year of transition as the effects of the Bottle Bill 
became apparent. State-wide, tonnages of recycled alumimum and glass rose 
sharply. Locally, tonnages fell to half their former levels since beverage 
containers were being retured directly to distributors. The large increse in 
New England of recyclable glass and metal also caused prices per ton to drop 
about 40%, thus reducting revenues locally. 


The squeeze of lower income plus lower tonnage in Falmouth promted the 
decision to eliminate two of the fourth monthly pick-up sites, Falmouth Plaza 
and the East Falmouth School. This action brought expenses back into line 
with income. The rest of the recycling program continues as usual. 


In October, the Committee supported and publicized a Hazardous Waste 
Collection held at the Fair Grounds on Route 151. Recycling leaflets were 
handed out to each participant, pointing out that used oil can be left any 
day at the Recycling Center. Volume of used oil is up 35% over last year. 
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Virgina Valiela was asked by the Bureau of Solid Waste to be on a Statwide 
Committee formulation policy suggestions on recycling for Bureau Directo, L. 
James Miller. The 12 member committee drew up a 5 point plan, emphasizing 
Reduction, Reuse and Recycling of solid waste, to be implemented in two 
phases. The committee endorsed a 20% reduction in solid waste through a_ com- 
prehensive state recycling plan, plyus the construction of waste-to-energy 
plants to burn what cannot be recycled.

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PUBLIC LIBRARY ANNUAL REPORTS 
REPORT OF THE LIBRARY DIRECTOR 


An average of 700 persons use the Main Library daily in the 
winter and 900 in the summer. Summer daily average at the North and 
East branches were 70 and 84 persons respectively. There were 2,285 
new borrowers registered in i984 and a net gain of 1,826. 


Both Town and State funds accounted for the 5,190 books’ which 
were acquired; 4,876 of these were purchases and 314 gifts. 1,850 were 
withdrawn having a net gain of 3,340 books. There was a net gain of 
358 non-print items, excluding microforms. About 17% of the book 
budget is spent on childrens’ books. The branch libraries acquired 
215-230 books each. 


Book circulation was 257,884; non-book was 10,927 and other items 
390. Juvenile circulation is 20% of the total. The North branch does 
4% of the total and East 16.2 


Increased library hours was the concern of a majority of Fal- 
mouth residents who responded to a user survey conducted in November. 
Fifty-seven percent of the medium-age respondents to the survey indi- 
cated that they use the library for reference purpose. 


An online community information project was implemented at the 
library with Federal funds totaling $7,600.00 through the Massachu~ 
setts Board of Library Commissioners. Project C.A.P.E., or Cape 
Automated People "Exchange, accesses information on 300 agencies, 
clubs, organizations and churches in the Falmouth area. 


Thirty-three local organizations borrowed 209 films available 
through us from the Boston Public Library. Two hundred twenty-four 
persons used the library's tickets to the Voston Museum of Fine Arts. 
A public access micro computer installed in January offered 468 users 
an opportunity to familiarize themselves with new technology. A grant 
from Humanities Programs in Massachusetts and New Hampshire Public Li- 
braries funded a six-session book discussion series. 


The Library's role as Cape Cod's regional library was expanded. 
Two new delivery systems were put into effect. A private firm delivers 
and picks up materials from 35 libraries from Provincetown to Woods 
Hole. In addition, the Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library System 
began daily service from Boston to pick-up and deliver Interlibrary 
Loan books and films. The Library began an Intra-library delivery 
system that transports materials among Cape libraries, bypassing Fal- 
mouth, thus being more efficient. 


The Library was chosen as a test site for electronic mail. This 
computerized system replaces an older teletype network. Electronic 
mail makes it possible to more efficiently replay messages concerning 
the borrowing of books between the Falmouth Public Library and other 
regional libraries. 
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Since October 1982 over 30,000 titles have been entered electronically 
into the Boston Public Library database, and currently work is being 
done to "clean-up" this database. This involves eliminating withdrawn 
titles and revising those that have errors. 


Considerable staff time and money was saved when a _ computerized 
cataloging system was installed in the library. By using the Online 
Computer Library Center, Inc., a national database utility in Ohio, 
catalog cards are produced automatically online. At the same time ma- 
chine-readable records are produced for each book. This last step is 
one of the basic building blocks necessary for library automation. 


Service to homebound included the delivery of 5,687 hooks to 
shut-ins and nursing homes. One hundred and sixty nine books were 
added to the large print collection through a Federal Grant awarded by 
the Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners. 


In the Childrens department, weekly pre-school story hour was 
supplemented with monthly programs featuring jugglers, magicians, dan- 
cers and mimes. Enrollment in the summer reading program totaled 107 
youngsters from the Main library and branches at East and North Fal- 
mouth. 


Attendance at International Children's Day, June 2nd, topped 250. 
This years theme was "Falmouth Reaches Out" and highlighted pen paling 
and stamp collecting. A liaison between the childrens' library and the 
School Department resulted in the permanent loan of six new display 
panels for exhibiting student art work in the library. The childrens' 
department also began a project to convert cataloging of their collec- 
tion onto a computerized database. 


North Falmouth saw a 44 increase in summer borrowing. New books 
were added there on computers, travel, and home decorating. 


The East Falmouth branch continued to host classes from the Fast 
Falmouth Elementary School. Nine classes visited the library regularly 
to borrow books from reading and class projects. Pre-school story hour 
remained popular and Children's Christmas program broke attendance 
records with over 200 participants. 


The Main library as well as North and East branches received a 
facelift when interior walls were painted over the summer months. The 
outside trim was painted at the East Falmouth branch and two new in- 
sulated doors were installed in the North Falmouth branch.

LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
The third year of severe budget restraints meant that the Town's 


three public libraries continued to offer restricted services to resi- 
dents. 
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One bright note, however, was increased funding for the states’ 
regional library systems voted by the state legislature in 1984. For 
the Falmouth Library, which serves the Cape and Islands public 1li- 
braries in interlibrary loan and reference, it meant an improved book 
delivery system for the Cape, continuation of the development of a 
statewide database, and a plan for data conversion for Cape Libraries. 
In November trustees approved the FY'86 state-funded library budget 
and the plan of services upon which it is based. 


Five graduating seniors were awarded $200 each for excellence in 
their fields: Margaret Costello - English, Elizabeth Sullivan - Social 
Studies, Sheila Clifford - Science, Nathaniel Trumbull and Marc Eben- 
field - Math. 


Borrowing fees for out of state residents were raised to $10.00 
per family per year. 


Trustees approved a revised and updated Materials Selection 
Policy which includes related statements from the American Library As- 
sociation. 


In 1986 better service will be realized if funding is approved to 
reopen the main library on Mondays, to hire a reference librarian and 
to use computer technology to manage routine clerical task. 


Trustees began a fund-raising drive to erect a statue of Kather- 
ine Lee Bates on the library grounds. A sculptor was commissioned and 
voluntary donations are sought for this project. Completion date will 
be August 1986, the year of Falmouth's tricentennial. 

Trustees wish to thank the many volunteers who donated their time 
regularly and effectively at the Main and Fast libraries. In addition, 
a thank-you is extended to the Department of Public Works for improv- 
ing access at these two libraries with attractive brick walkways.

WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


The year 1984 at the Woods Hole Library was notable for solid 
gains and improvements in several areas. Circulation of books and ma- 
gazines rose to 15,611, an increase of 5 S27 oBooks waddede tow the 
collection totaled 1,356, also a large increase. Of these, 440 were 
books bought with library funds, and 916 were books received as gifts 
or bought with gift money designated for books. Many of the gift 
books, from the Thomas G. Ratcliffe collection, were cataloged and 
processed through a grant received from the Clowes Fund. A new 24 
volume set of Collier's Encyclopedia was bought with a grant from the 
Woods Hole Community Development Foundation. 
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The library provides daily service to readers of all ages. Other 
programs, such as film showings, lectures, poetry readings. book par- 
ties, and concerts were organized for the community at large. Classes 
of young children from the Headstart Program at the Woods Hole School 
and from the Woods Hole Child Center visited the library on a regular 
basis. 


Fund raising efforts under the leadership of library president, 
Judith B. Richardson, have been successful. Seasonal book sales, the 
annual spring plant sale, and chamber music concerts, organized by 
William Simmons, by talented area musicians have all proved to be 
reliable fund raisers. 


Financially the library has a more solid base since "Cumloden", 
the estate of the late Thomas G. Ratcliffe, was sold in the spring of 
1984. The revenue from this bequest as well as funds from Town, mem- 
bership dues, and fund raising events, ensures the continued operation 
of the library and its services.

WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY, INC. 


During 1984 the circulation of books at the West Falmouth Library 
totaled 8,400, a drop of 1,675 from the previous year. The collection 
stands at 11,642 books with 393 new titles added and 215 withdrawn. 
The figure for new titles reflects a gift of 54 current mysteries 
which have had a wide circulation among our mystery readers. Index to 
History of Barnstable County by Charles Holbrook and Modern Book Col- 
lection by Robert A. Wilson were purchased with money from the. lliff 
Fund. At the present time there are 600 registered members of the West 
Falmouth Library. The Library is open 21 hours a week year round. 


The Arthur M. Hennessy, Jr., Memorial Scholarship Award, which is 
administered by the Library, was presented to Timothy Egan, who at- 
tends Northeastern University, and Holly Lindner, who attends Salem 
State College. 


The Friends of the Library continue to organize the bridge and 
Book Discussion groups and hold bi-monthly meetings which feature in- 
teresting speakers. The fund raising efforts of this devoted group, 
which included the used book sale last summer, has enabled the Library 
to make some improvements. Last winter, the ceiling and walls of the 
main section were painted and the rolling doors between this section 
and the community room were made operable. Additional shelving built 
into the community room made it possible to relocate the entire refer- 
ence section to this area. This relieved the overcrowding of adult 
fiction in the main room. The Friends also purchased an electric type- 
writer for use in the library. 


There continues to be increased use of the Community Room for 


meetings and musical events. The Library also sponsors a children's 
story hour, a Community Art Show. 
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The dedication of our volunteers from the Friends, the Trustees, 
our assistant librarian, Mrs. Elinor McCann, and librarian, Mrs. Shir- 
ley Harrison, helps to make the West Falmouth Library a very important 
part of our community.

ART'S COUNCIL 


Nineteen Eighty Four has been a productive year for the Arts 
Council. While the Arts Alive Festival was not held for a variety of 
reasons, the all volunteer Arts Council have been busier than ever 
doing the job for which they were originally set up to do. 


This is the first year in which the regular processing and dis- 
tribution of grants has been of primary importance, inasmuch as 
funding is now regularly coming from the State Arts Lottery Council. 
Although the sums received are not large, the processing of applica- 
tions, the setting up of guidelines, and the establishment of a system 
of processing awarded grants has occupied an untold number of hours of 
intense council work. 


The year began with the resignation of Chairman, Jim Stevens and 
Treasurer Jim Anthony. These position were temporarily filled by Jean 
Adelman and Shirley Benedict, respectively. 


An appeal to recruit more members to the under-staffed council 
resulted in the appointments to the Council of Chip Moore, David Gold- 
man, Elsa Gillis and Lillian Heffernan. 


At the June election of officers the following were chosen: 
Chairman, Jean Adelman, Vice-Chairman, Lillian Heffernan, Secretary, 
Peg Maddocks, Treasurer, Shirley, Benedict, State Laision, Jay Fleury. 


Much time has been spent this past year in establishing better 
communication with the applicants, and in adopting a more comprehen- 
Sive set of guidelines and a more efficient system for the processing 
of applications. Bearing in mind that our primary goal is to give to 
the people of Falmouth the greatest posys allowed. Whether a grant 
provided funding for a concern, a course of instruction, a traveling 
art exhibit, plant improvement or equipment for the performing arts, 
it is always foremost in the minds of the Council to provide the grea- 
test value to the greatest number of people in our Town.

The Council has been very impressed with the number, quality and 
diversity of the talented people in Falmouth who have applied for 
funding and we wish that the funds we have access to were a _ wee 
larger. 


There is no question that the arts are alive and well in Falmouth 
and the Arts Council is doing their best to maintain this well being.

HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Falmouth's Historical Commission continued to direct all its 
attention and activity towards the preparing of the material needed to 
publish a book to Celebrate Falmouth's Tricentennial June 4, 1986. 


The Commission in January started notifying all the villages com- 
mittees to complete everything they now had started and bring to the 
monthly meetings. The final meeting was held June 13th at the Falmouth 
Public Library and at that time all the written material prepared and 
completed was turned in to be reviewed by the editorial board. 


The amount of written waterial received was beyond belief and 
amounted to well over 100C pages of histories, stories, remincences, 
trivial tidbits, legends and anecdotes along with probably 50 maps and 
charts and approximately 700 photographs including 44 historical pic- 
tures purchased by the Commission from the Society for the 
Preservation of New England Antiquities in Boston. 


The written material is now being reviewed by a five p2rson_ edi- 
torial board which meets weekly. The photographs and maps are being 
reviewed and selected by a four person photographic committee which 
also meets on a weekly basis. It is hoped that the editorial board and 
the photographic committee will be able to start working with the book 
designed by June 1985 with the further hope that everything should be 
ready to go to the printer by January 1986. 
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The financial condition of the Tricentennial Book Fund as of De- 
cember 31, 1984 showed that 329 people had donated $15,485.00 toward 
the support of the book. The amount is about half the amount needed 
for completion. The costs in preparing the material such as photo- 
graphs, mailing and editing to date amount to $3,761.90 which interest 
received from our Liquid Investment Account of $1,477.34 leaving 
$13,491.66 in the Tricentennial Book Fund Account. 


The Commission wants to mention again that all material gathered 
by them for use in the book will be preserved and available for fur- 


ther use in the future.

Once again, 
during 1984, the Human Services Committee through Falmouth Human Ser- 
vices, has made a significant contributions toward addressing needs of 
individuals and families in the Town. 


Falmouth Human Services sponsored a number of meetings during the 
year to provide the public information on current human services 
issues, discussion of present services available to address these 
issues and finally to look forward to solutions to existing gaps in 
services. 


St. Barnabas Church has continued to provide us with space, rent 
free, for these meetings and we are extremely grateful to them for 
their generosity.

FEDERAL SURPLUS FOODS DISTRIBUTION 
The agency continued to provide quarterly distribution of surplus 
cheese, butter, non-fat dry milk and honey through May of 1984, when 
we expanded the program to monthly allocations. 


In particular, Madelon Mendes-Flanagan, North Falmouth, as volun- 
teer coordinator has performed an invaluable service. Thanks also must 
be extended to Robert Antonucci, Superintendent of Schools for agree- 
ing to the program's expansion, John Oser, former Principal, and Ray 
Kenney, Principal of the Teaticket School for their continued cooper- 
ation at the distribution site. 


CONTRACTS 
The Human Services Committee together with the Coordinator 
continued to monitor the Town's six contracts with other human service 
agencies providing services to Town residents. 


Cape Cod Child Development Program, Inc., provided services to 


over 60 Falmouth families at Head Start, St. Barnabas Day Care, After 
School Day Care at the Hall School, and family home day care sites. 
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Nauset Workshop reported an average Falmouth census of 12 indivi- 
duals provided sheltered workshop and job training. . 


The Center for Individual & Family Services saw an average of 35 
Falmouth residents in counseling per quarter and provided information 
to over 100 Falmouth callers. As of November 1983, Jim Rommelmeyer, a 
certified substance abuse counselor has been working our of Falmouth 
Human Services office space for 5 hours every Tuesday. 


The Cape Cod Council on Alcoholism served an average 35 Falmouth 
residents per quarter. They also did alcohol education programs in the 
Falmouth schools that reached over 2000 students. Information and re- 
ferral calls from Falmouth averaged 100 per quarter. ‘ 


Children's Services of Pocasset, Inc., reported an average 300 
client contacts per quarter with Falmouth residents. Falmouth Human 
Services and this agency continue to cooperate and while they handle 
children under 12 and their families, we limit our services generally 
to children 12 and up and their families. 


Legal Services of Cape Cod and the Islands opened approximately 12 
new cases from Falmouth per quarter via its Elder Law Project and pro- 
vided information and legal advice to another 20 clients per quarter. 


COUNSELING PROGRAM 
The counseling program continued this past year to serve over 100 
Falmouth households via individual, couple and family treatment as 
well as outreach casework. With the full operation by volunteers of 
the Falmouth Service Center there was a significant savings of staff 
effort in trying to find emergency housing and financial assistance. 


From September through May, the agency benefited from the student 
intership of Joanne Creel and Kathleen Tribken, both graduate students 
at the Boston University School of Social Work and Joanne Quirk, an 
undergraduate social work student at Bridgewater State College. 


At the end of the fiscal year Sarah Killion, MSW, resigned to move 
to the North Shore and was replace by Kathy Mohler-Faria, MSW, a 
former student intern at the agency who had been most recently a_ the- 
rapist at the Hallgarth Institute in Bourne. 


Intake Analysis

EARLY CHILDBEARING PROGRAM 
This program to provide individual and group supportive services 
to pregnant and parenting teens continued to be in demand. The program 
served 96 young women during the year. The need for a group’ residence 
for this population was again recognized and our ECB Social Worker, 
Freda Feigenbaum initiated an ad hoc committee of social agency repre- 
sentatives to work toward establishing such a residence. 


COMMUNITY ORGANIZATION EFFORTS 

Continued participation by the Coordinator on the Board of the 
Falmouth Service Center, and the Cape area office of the Massachusetts 
Department of Social Services as well as election to the Board of 
Elder Services of Cape Cod and Islands, gives the agency well rounded 
participation in local and Cape wide social policy formulation. Par- 
ticipation in the Cape chapter of the Massachusetts Coalition for the 
Homeless has connected us with a state wide effort to address the 
critical shortage in housing for all low income populations. 


FRIENDLY VISITOR PROGRAM 
Sheila Payne, a Sippewissett resident, took on the volunteer 
coordinator role for the program to provide weekly visits to elderly 
and handicapped lacking social contacts or shut-in due to immobility. 


Diane Geyser-Field, MSW, continues to provide Falmouth Human Ser- 
vices consultation to the volunteers and coordinator. 


The Committee thanks the Town's residents whose continued support 
through Annual Town Meeting makes our work possible.

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COUNCIL ON AGING 


The past year has been a period of steady growth and expansion of 
the services and programs provided by the Council on Aging at the 
multi-purpose Senior Center. There has been an increase in the number 
of senior residents participating in the various Senior Center activi- 
ties and the total enrollment of persons registered at the center has 
reached 4,278. During the year 14,822 used the center 7,220 persons 
used the Mini Bus Service and 242 persons were issued Senior Citizen 
Identification Cards. 162 persons were removed from our files. 


The Council on Aging applied for and received grant awards from 
the Department of Elder Affairs totaling $7,263. The formula grant 
award of $7,263 will be used to continue the outreach program and_ to 
purchase a Addressograph machine. 


The Council on Aging provides, in coordination with other agen- 
cies, the following activities at the Senior Center: Health Screening 
and Blood Pressure monitoring; Blue Cross/Blue Shield, Medicare/Medex, 
Legal and Financial counseling; Income tax assistance, and tax semi- 
nars; Meals on Wheels; Friendly Visitors; Arts & Crafts; annual 
picnics, monthly parties and dances; exercise classes, social events 
and cards; Fuel Assistance; school lunch programs; Mini bus’ service, 
tours and travel; humanities courses; job information, volunteer op- 
portunities; and information and referral and outreach activities. The 
Council participates in the RSVP program, the Elder Service Corps and 
Elder Services Senior Aide program. 


During the year the Council received donations of $4,979 for the 
Mini Bus Fund, $275 for the Building Fund, $855. from table sales and 
$1,486 for the postage fund. In addition the Council was bequeathed 
$5,250 in the will of the late Ruth Donaldson. The Council also re- 
ceived a donation of 460 gallons of gasoline from six service station 
owners in support of the Mini Bus Program. The Council expended $8,869 
of these donations as follows: $4,979 Mini Bus operation, $2,297 
Building and Grounds upkeep and $1,593 on postage. 


The Council wishes to express its appreciation to the many indivi- 
duals for their monetary contribution. The Council also wishes to 
thank each of the volunteers who donate their time and talent in  sup- 
port of the Council's objectives and goals. The financial savings this 
effort, together with the monetary amount represent a substantial sa- 
vings to the taxpayers of Falmouth.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERAN'S SERVICE 
During the year, Veterans, their widows, dependent children and 
parents of World War I and II, the Korean Conflict and Vietnam were 


aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the General Laws of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 
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EleveneWorld War I, twenty-eight World War II, seven Korean and 
four Vietnam Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. Twenty of 
these Veterans were buried at the V.A. Massachusetts ‘National Cemet- 
ery. The widows and dependent parents were assisted in preparing the 
necessary forms for pensions, burial allowance, Social Security claims 
and grave markers. 


Twenty-one markers have been applied for, all have been, received 
and implanted. Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans interred in 
local cemeteries, have been taken care of during the year. 


Annual Income Questionnaires .from the Veterans Administration 
Office were sent to Massachusetts Veterans in receipt of pension, par- 
ents in receipt of DIC widows and dependent children. This accounted 
for approximately one hundred and fifty income statements being filed 
by this office. , 


This office has processed one Vietnam and one Korean Veterans 
application for Massachusetts Bonus, and aided approximately six hun- 
dred Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, on the 
job training, pensions, home loans, tax abatements and many other be- 
nefits during the year. 


I wish to thank the members of the American Legion, Amvets, 
Disabled American Veterans and the Veterans of Foreign Wars for their 
assistance in decorating veterans graves for Memorial Day.

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BEACH COMMITTEE 


The most noteworthy accomplishment achieved during 1984 was the 
effective transition of this Committee from three to five members. 
Most of the continuing growth of our permanent population can be at-— 
tributed to a general desire to be close to an accessible coastline. 
The resulting increasing demands placed on our beaches will continue 
to challenge this Committee. 


In spite of weather could not compare with the previous summer, 
receipts from parking and concessions remained at record levels. 


Interest in swimming instruction remained high at every beach 
with over 600 participating. The Annual Meet held at the Maritime Aca- 
demy was the culmination of the program. As in past years, a "standing 
room only" attendance demonstrates the continuing popularity of this 
event. 


Many special projects have been undertaken by our enlarged Com- 
mittee. with the cooperation and guidance of the Conservation 
Commission, beach and sand dune stabilization and preservation has 
been initiated.

BIKEWAYS COMMITTEE 


January and February of 1984 saw the Bikeways Committee attempting 
to facilitate the placement of the bike route signs ordered through 
the State Department of Public Works for routes approved by Town Meet- 
ing: from Woods Hole to Menauhant and from Woods to the Bourne Town 
line. According to a contract signed with the State, the Town schedu- 
led to be reimbursed for its expenditures on the route signs as soon 
as they were erected.

In summer, during the construction phase when the alternate route 
to the Bikeway (Oyster Pond Road Extension) was in force, some of 
these signs were located along this route to alert motorist to the 
presence of cyclists on the road. As of now, however, all requested 
bike route signs are in place along the two designated routes. 


After the issues attending the excavation and repairing of the 
Shining Sea Bikeway had been resolved, and an expedient solution to 
the summer bike traffic problems worked out with the Police Depart- 
ment, the Bikeways Committee was re-organized and new members 
enrolled. 


Since its reorganization the Bikeways Committee has been active 
in two ways. First, it has had input into Chief Paulino Rodriques' 
committee to implement a bicycle safety program in the schools. On No- 
vember llth Alta Mae Stevens met with Chief Rodriques, Mr. Ray Kenney, 
principal of Teaticket School, Officer Andras Nyari, the Falmouth 
Safety Officer, and two other officers designated to help Mr. Nyari 
conduct bike safety presentations in the schools. Mr. Nyari presented 
a comprehensive list of recommendations for raising the consciousness 
of Falmouth citizens regarding bicycle safety. 


Subsequently, on November 14th, Mrs. Stevens attended, at Offi- 
cers Nyari's invitation, his safety presentation at Lawrence school. 


It is anticipated that in the Spring of 1985 further 
consultation and liaison will occur among the Police, the Bikeways 
Committee, and the newly-established Upper Cape Bicycling Club in 
regard to cooperation with the support of Officer Nyari's continued 
campaign of improved bike safety for school children. 


During the second half of 1984 the Bikeways Committee had as its 
prime commitment recommendations concerning the rebuilding of the 
Bikeway following the laying of the sewer. It is noted with gratific- 
ation that the Bikeway is now uniformly 10' wide, that, in accordance 
with our recommendations, barrier posts are being installed at the in- 
tersection of the bikeway with roads, replacing the fences that 
constituted a hazard for non-expert cyclists, and that the Trunk River 
Bridge, again according to our recommendations, is also 10' and flush 
with the roadway. 


Recently, the Bikeways Committee pointed our areas in the Bikeway 
it deems in need of rework in the Spring before repaving job is accep- 
ted by the Town. 


In an article to be submitted in the current Town Warrant, the 
Committee is requesting funding for bike racks and benches at scenic 
locations on the Bikeway, funds for a median stripe to help regulate 
bikeway traffic, and for the installation of various kinds of infor- 
mational and warning signs to alert both motorists on roads crossing 
the Bikeway and cyclists using the Bikeway. It will ask, also, for 
funds for signing a cross-Falmouth bike route that would act as a 
bridge between the two extant signing routes.

Mr.Jeffrey R. Wakefield took over the 
position of Assistant Director and will be a added bonus to our de- 
partment. 


Mr. Shufelt and his staff continued to provide programs for all 
groups of the Town. It is the Recreation Departments philosophy to 
provide as many programs as possible to as many groups of people 
possible. We like to feel that if someone doesn't want to participate 
it is because of lack of interest rather than lack of opportunity. 


In addition to existing programs our department over the past 
year started new programs in: Windsurfing, Movement Education, Outdoor 
Education, Playground Arts and Crafts and Gymnastics, Youth Floor 
Hockey and a rapidly growing girls softball and basketball program. We 
hope to continue to add new programs to meet the growing needs of our 
community.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
Report of Commissioners 


Enclosed herewith is the 24th annual report of the Falmouth De- 
partment of Public Works. The report covers the operations of the 
Department for the 1984 calendar year, except that certain financial 
and statistical information of some divisions coincides with the 
budget year beginning July 1, 1983 and ending June 30, 1984. This 
report includes the individual reports of the Director, Engineering 
Division, Highway Division, Tree Warden, Parks and School Grounds 
Division and the Water and Sewer Division. 


The priority in 1984 for the Board was the sanitary sewer program. 
Construction of the project commenced in the spring of 1984, with a 
total of eight contracts being awarded at a cost of approximately 14.9 
million dollars. The Board faced many decisions in solving problems 
that a project of this magnitude creates. Miss Susie Dayan was hired 
by the Board das an independent contractor in the role of Sewer Project 
Coordinator to investigate problems as they arise and work on the pro- 
gram of sewer connections and betterment assessments. Camp Dresser and 
McKee, the Town's consultants, are overseeing the construction of the 
project with a resident engineer being assigned to each construction 
contract. The Board held many meetings regarding the methods to be 
used in assessing betterments to the properties involved and adopted 
the unit method for betterment assessments. 


Extensions to the Town water system in 1984 were made in Plum 
Hollow, Section 2 and Mares Pond, Section 1. In addition, numerous 
small extensions were approved by the Board either under the $400.00 
entrance fee or at no cost to the Town. The Board finalized a list of 
major water improvements that will be proposed for bonding in 1985. 
This list of major projects totals some three and one-half million 
dollars. The Board also voted not to submit a road bonding program in 
view of the Town's present bonded indebtedness. However, it is the in- 
tention of the Board to propose an accelerated road improvement 
program on an annual basis. 


Mr. Richard Bennett was re-elected to a three year term on the 
Board in April 1984, and Mrs. Virginia Valiela elected Chairman of the 
Board also in April. The Board wishes to thank the Director and Divi- 
sion heads for their cooperation during the past year. 


Virginia Valiela, Chairman 
Report of the Director 


The past year saw several changes within some divisions of the 
Department of Public Works. On January 11, 1984, Mr. Brian Dale was 
appointed Acting Supervisor of the Tree Warden, Parks and School 
Grounds Division, with the appointment being made permanent on May 28, 
1984. Mr. Dale has continued to carry on the duties of this Division 
in an exemplary manner and as a result of his efforts and leadership, 
the Division was a co-recipient of the Falmouth Beautification award. 
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On August 18, 1984, Mr. Ronald Nielsen was appointed Acting Gen- 
eral Foreman of the Highway Division, and on December 23, 1984, was 
permanently named Superintendent of Highways. Mr. Nielsen is an eigh- 
teen year veteran of the Department, thus bringing with him in depth 
experience of Falmouth's road system. It is rewarding to see these two 
key appointments go to individuals from within the Department and both 
men are bringing a fresh appioach to leadership within their respec- 
tive Divisions. 


ROADS 
Construction was started on one mile of John Parker Road in 
September with the majority of work being complete by December. It is 
anticipated all work will be complete in the spring of 1985. This 
project has been in the planning stage for several years. 


A major issue facing the Department has been the condition of Fal- 
mouth's roads. A list of some 41 roads was developed through the year 
with a condition rating established for all the roads. The estimate of 
rebuilding these roads was figured at approximately four million dol- 
lars. By year's end, this list was pared down to some two and one-half 
million dollars of road rehabilitation with consideration being given 
to bonding this work. The Board of Public Works, in the final analy- 
sis, voted to approach the work on a "pay as you go" basis, using a 
backlog of state aid money and requesting additional funds in the 1986 
budget to accomplish it. 


During 1984, the Department resurfaced some 3.4 miles of Town 
roads at a cost of approximately $183,000. In addition, some 10.6 
miles of road were sealcoated with a stone chip cover. It is. planned 
to concentrate more heavily on bituminous concrete resurfacing in the 
ruture years. 


BRIDGES 

The Great Pond Bridge on Menauhant Road was completed in 1984 
under a State D.P.W. contract. Town and State bridges within the Town 
continue to be of concern to the Department due to their age and res- 
trictive load limits. The Curley Boulevard bridge was closed by the 
State due to its unsafe condition and the State currently has this 
under design for replacement. All bridges continue to be monitored for 
their ability to carry traffic in a safe manner. 


The bikeway bridge over Trunk River was replaced by the Highway 
Division due to the sewer construction program. The new bridge is 
wider and more at grade with the bikeway approaches than the previous 
structure. 


DISPOSAL AREA 

The landfill area is operated under a two year contract by Cash 
Landfill Corp. While there is adequate volume in the upcoming years, 
there is concern’ this landfill will fill before the expected 10 to 15 
year life that has been previously reported. It is estimated some 
27,000 tons of refuse has been deposited in 1984. To confirm present 
volumes and project the useful life of the area, the Engineering Divi- 
sion conducted a topographic survey of the area in December. 
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From this data, projected life will be determined in order to set a 
course of attion for the Town's future solid waste disposal solution. 


A total of approximately nine million gallons of septage was dis- 
posed of in the septage area in 1984. At times, this facility is being 
strained to over capacity, particularly in the summer months. Several 
procedures were put into effect to control volumes to this site. Gates 
were secured after hours with emergency disposal of septage allowed 
only after obtaining a key from the Police Department. This procedure 
has drastically reduced after hour disposal. In addition, the Depart- 
ment instituted a system for more accurately determining volume, plus 
indicating source of septage by means of tickets submitted by each 
contractor disposing of septage. This data will also be used in pre- 
senting a more accurate volume that will eventually be going into the 
new wastewater treatment plan when it is put into operation. 


The two lagoons were cleaned of solids in 1984 as well as two of 
the six septage beds. Costs for operating this facility are going to 
climb until it can be discontinued when the new treatment plant facil- 
ity will be in operation sometime during the latter part of 1986 


SANITARY SEWER CONSTRUCTION 

The sewer construction program was in full swing during 1984. 
Despite the many problems a project of this magnitude bring, contrac- 
tors have been progressively laying pipe, constructing pump stations, 
and the treatment works. Countless man hours have been put in by the 
Director, the Board, and the Utilities Manager in addressing problem 
situations as the arise. The next year will also be a busy year as 
this construction continues. 


The Department has developed a five year program for replacement 
of capital equipment in the various divisions. The program was develo- 
ped as part of the overall charge of the newly formed Capital Program 
Committee. This information will prove valuable in projecting the De- 
partment's needs in future years and must be reviewed and updated on 
an annual basis. 


I wish to thank all Division heads and the staff for their cooper- 
ation this past year and the Board of Public Works for their support 


of various programs. 


Reports for the respective Division Chiefs follow. I look forward 
to 1985 to continue to improve the operations of this Department.

ENGINEERING DIVISION 


Inspection and supervision of various streets, resurfaced under 
resurfacing accounts, were provided by this office. 
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Staking out and inspections for reconstruction of the following 
streets were made: 


Sam Turner Road - 6500 feet 
John Parker Road - 5050 feet 
Technology Park Drive - 2400 feet 


Plans were drawn for water main extensions under the Betterment 
Act at Mares Pond and Plum Hollow. 


A start has been made on the new sewer assessment plans for 1985. 


The Assessor's maps were brought up to date as of December 31, 
1983 and a good start has been made on plotting 1984 transfers and 
subdivisions. 


In addition to the above, numerous questions and requests by other 
departments, committees, and individuals have been answered and/or 
complied with. Most notable of these are the numerous inspections in 
the field for the Planning Board so that road construction and drain- 
age in new subdivisions comply with Town regulations. 


This decision has continued a program to define old road layouts 
which were not’ previously bounded out and replacing those bounds on 
defined layouts which have been destroyed or not set. 


During the year, on a daily basis, information is provided to sur- 
veyors and engineers on road layouts, subdivision plans, topographic 
maps and bench marks for their use in preparing subdivision and plot 
plans for building permits. In addition, there are numerous calls from 
banks, insurance companies and lawyers, etc., for information on flood 
plain data.

Highway and Bridge Division 
During 1984, the Highway and Bridge Division performed routine 
roadside maintenance projects such as sweeping, patching, catch basin 
cleaning, roadside brushing, grading unpaved town and private roads, 
installing and repairing street signs and painting crosswalks. This 
division was also involved in special projects with the Tree Warden, 


Parks and School Grounds Division at various times. 


Snow plows were called out at various times due to winter storms. 
Sanders were used a number of times because of slippery roads. 


In capital outlay items, we received two new sanders.

In August, 1984, I was appointed to be Acting Superintendent of 
Highways and on December 23, 1984, the Board of Public Works appointed 
me the Superintendent of Highways. I would like to take this opportun- 
ity to thank everyone in the Department of Public Works for their 
complete cooperation in accomplishing the above projects.

TREE WARDEN, PARKS AND SCHOOL GROUNDS DIVISION 
Tree Planting 


Our goal in this program is to replace all trees that were removed 
for health or hazard reasons and also if budget permits, to plant 
trees fulfilling residents’ tree planting requests. This year our tree 
planting program consisted largely of removing stock from our nursery 
that had matured to planting size. As a result, 77 trees were planted. 
We also had pleasing results with renting the large tree spade owned 
by the Allenby Tree Company. Large trees (up to 8" D.B.H.) were remo- 
ved from overcrowded areas and were removed from overcrowded areas 
and transplanted in desirable locations. 


Preparation and renovation was done to our tree nursery off Gif- 
ford Street. Two hundred cubic yards of dredge material from our 
beaches was mixed with compost material and spread over the site to 
revitalize the soil and winter rye was sown as a supply of nitrogen. 
White and red oak was harvested from our Town Forest and was milled 
into tree stakes used in our planting program. 
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Insect Pest Control 


As was predicted in 1983, the gypsy moth population has’ escalated 
to alarming proportions. Our spray crews applied control material from 
the first week in May until the caterpillars pupated in mid July. An 
aerial survey was flown in July to determine defoliation boundaries 
and 700 acres were described as being one hundred percent defoliated 
with as_ much as 10,000 acres affected by the caterpillars in varying 
degrees. The survey was the basis for requesting from Special Town 
Meeting in October $15,760.00 for the purpose of aerial applications 
of baccilus thuringensis (BI) for the upcoming 1985 infestation of 
gypsy moth caterpillar control and was so voted. 


Dutch elm disease was again active this year. Seventy-four samples 
were sent to Shade Tree Laboratories at Amherst, Massachusetts and 53 
private and public elms were diagnosed as having the disease. Tireless 
efforts were undertaken by our Division in trying to suppress this de- 
vastating tree disease. Injections of fungicide, insecticide and 
fertilizer were done on all publicly owned elms in conjunction with a 
vigorous spray program in combating the disease. It is sad to report 
that Dutch elm disease has reached the main library property and now 
jeopardizes the remaining healthy elms. 


The public holly trees received pesticide protection and fertili- 
zation and, as a result, showed breathtaking displays of berries and 
leaves for the Christmas season. 


This was the second year that large amounts of insect and _ weed 
control was done to many public lawns and the results were gratifying 
as were the results of fertilization and the annual rainfall. 


Park Section 


The annual flower display at many of our parks along with our ri- 
gorous weekly grass mowing, litter/rubbish control and pruning of 
trees and shrubs did not go unnoticed this year. I am proud to. report 
that this Division was the co-recipient of the annual Rosa Rugosa 
award by the Falmouth Beautification Council for our contribution to 
Civic beautification. 


Augmenting our lawn care equipment was the largest of our capital 
outlay items for this year, a $19,995.00 Toro 350-D Groundmaster 
mowing machine. We were the first owners of this new Toro unit in the 
New England area. This machine provided much needed relief to ground 
crews, eliminating the work of two hand operated Locke mowers. 


Contract mowing was tried this year in some of the small detached 
parks streamlining the efficiency of our mowing crews dealing with the 
larger tracts of turf. The following parks were maintained by Hathaway 
Landscaping, Inc. for the period May lst to October 3lst; Katharine 
Lee Bates, Elm Arch Way, Linden Road, Counting House Way, Durrell 
Park, Lucerne Avenue, Perry Park, Senior Citizens Center, Marina Park, 
and Falmouth Inner Harbor. 
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Goodwill Park 

The Department of Public Works, in conjunction with the U.S.D.A. 
Soil Conservation Service, identified a need for renovations at 
Goodwill Park and started the process of creating a master plan of im- 
provements to the park. A scheme of changes were presented to the 
Beach Committee and the Planning Board and a_ strong contingency of 
abutters to the park. The common message was loud and clear that the 
Park has deteriorated over the years and is in need of attention. 
Suggestions were to make needed changes there, but not to alter the 
atmosphere of our community park. The area coordinator for the Soil 
Conservation Service, who had spent a substantial amount of time in 
fabricating a master plan has since been relocated to the south and we 
anxiously await the arrival of his replacement to continue the plan- 
ning process. 


School Grounds 

The busy athletic schedule of the school system and the various 
soccer and basketball/softball leagues in Town occupied much of our 
time as usual, but we continued to make major improvements in _ these 
areas. With many thanks to the Highway Division, we accomplished the 
conversion of three baseball diamonds to stone dust surfaces. The 
baseball infield at Guv Fuller Field was regraded, new sod was added 
and as much as one inch of the infield elevation was lowered to match 
that of the outfield. Our thanks to the Engineering Division for their 
contribution. Handicapped access was made from the field house to the 
bleachers with the construction of a four foot wide. ramp. The 
Lawrence-Lynch Corp. generously donated the paving of this ramp. 


The playground at the North Falmouth Elementary School was revi- 
talized and enlarged in November. The Parent Teachers Organization of 
Mullen/Hall School cooperated with this Division to accomplish impro- 
vements to the playground there. 


Cemeteries 
The Old Town and the East End Cemeteries were also maintained 
under contract by Frank's Greerhouse from May lst through October 
3lst. This too, was a new concept that seemed to be a_ success. There 
was no major work done by our Division in either of these two cemeter- 
ies this year. 


At the request of this Division, pending Annual Town Meeting, the 
Christmas Tree Lighting Committee will be disbanded and the budget 
will be assumed by this Division. In December, with the assistance of 
the School Maintenance Division, an underground wiring system was in- 
stalled at the Village Green that will aid the Christmas displays in 
years to come. 


It has been one year since I have been Division head and I must 
say that I have thoroughly enjoyed working in this capacity. I look 


forward to many good years ahead.

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WATER AND SEWER DIVISION 


The Falmouth water system again continued expanding during 1984 
with a total of 6.9 miles of new water mains, 68 new fire hydrants, 
and 339 new water service connections added to the system. 


The Ashumet Well remains out of service in accordance with orders 
from the State Department of Environmental Quality Engineering. The 
engineering firm of E. J. Flynn Engineers is conducting a groundwater 
investigation to determine the feasibility of returning the Ashumet 
Well to active service. The results of this study will be available 
during the Spring of 1985. 


The Fresh Pond Well operated throughout the year augmenting the 
Long Pond water supply. 


In accordance with the Special Town Meeting vote on September 9, 
1981, the Sewer Construction Program is well under way with nine (9) 
contracts awarded. Current plans call for completion of all contracts 
during the Fall of 1986 and we expect the system to be placed in oper- 
ation by 1987. 


The Commissioners of Public Works have voted to place a 3.5 
million dollar Water Bond issue before the 1985 Annual Town Meeting 
for consideration. This Water Improvement Program will consist of the 
construction of a 3 million gallon standpipe, an additional water pro- 
duction well, and reinforcing water mains in North Falmouth, East 
Falmouth, Hatchville, West Falmouth, and Waquoit. The firm of E. J. 
Flynn Engineers has been selected by the Commissioners to assist the 
Department with this project.

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STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


As this report is written, all data for 1984's operations are not 
yet verified by auditors but the following information is sound: 


1) Net income from operations should be about $460,000, despite 
the fact that for two of the past three years there has been a virtual 
freeze on most rates for travellers and shippers. 


2) For the 22nd year in a row there will be no assessment against 
the taxpayers of Falmouth because once again the Authority has had a 
healthy financial year. 


3) More than 1.3 million passengers moved in and out of Falmouth- 
Woods Hole during the year -- some 300,000 more than a decade ago and 
almost triple the 467,939 passengers who came and went two decades 
ago. 


In recent years, island members have spoken openly of their wish 
to carve the Authority in two, each taking policy control of their 
half and leaving Falmouth with, at best, token representation. 


This difference of opinion -- theirs versus mine and Falmouth's 
sparked other divisions which led to much of today's unfortunate con- 
troversy, including the arrival of State authorities to inspect the 
system and its workings. 


Government investigations ultimately end with recommendations 
for change. Falmouth must stay alert and prepared to oppose willingly 
change that weakens the Steamship Authority's proven strengths which 
have served Falmouth and each of the islands well. Local control is 
paramount. 


Since he became Executive Director at the start of 1982, Joseph 
F. McCormack has been a brilliant, powerful figure holding the Steam- 
ship Authority together while attempting to make the Steamship 
Authority even more responsible and responsible to the public. In all 
of his endeavors, he has had my support and will continue to have Fal- 
mouth's support. 


It is my hope that out of these State investigations will come a 
sounder Steamship Authority, one that the people of the islands and of 
Falmouth can look to with pride for its service to the public.

A fifth development, federally funded, is being constructed in Teaticket - 
83 one bedroom apartments, five configured for handicapped: availability has 
not yet been determined. 


Separate waiting lists are maintained for state and federal developments, 
applicants may submit applications for either or both funded housing develop- 
ments. 


Residents have priority for housing. 
FAMILY HOUSING 


a. Twenty five homes scattered throughout Falmouth are managed by the 
Authority. All homes are occupied. Rental payments are 17% of gross income 
after deductions. 


b. The Authority is authorized to subsidize 360 private dwellings in Falmouth; 
74 state funded; 286 federally funded. Dwellings must meet the State Sanitary 
Code requirements and the monthly rental must be within the established fair 
market rent. 


Families are responsible for locating the dwelling and leases are executed 
by the family and owner. The family's rental contribution is 25% of gross 
income for state subsidized dwellings after deductions. The Authority executes 
a subsidy contract with the owner for the difference between the family's con- 
tribution and the full contract rent. Residents have priority on the state 
list. There is no residence priority on the federal list.

The Regional School District has received financial assistance under 
Chapter 70 in the amount of $213,850, representing payments toward the cur- 
rent fiscal year (1985) cperating expenses; $184,521 under Chapter 71 (16d), 
Regional School Aid. 


The Title I ESEA Grant in the amount of $103,414 has been approved to 
provide three full time tutors, three aides, supplies and equipment for the 
supportive services of students in language arts and mathematics. 


A PL 94-482 Grant in the amount of $16,632 was approved to provide  sup- 
plemental shop’ related assistance to the 10-12 grade handicapped, 
disadvantaged student. 


A PL 94-142 Title VI-B Grant in the amount of $18,678 has been approved 
and is being used to provide two instructional aides, clerical assistance and 
a part time psychologist to the Special Needs Program. 


A Grant in the amount of $9,567 was awarded under Chapter 74, Appren- 
ticeship Training, for the purpose of Evening School salaries. 


Under the Educational Consolidation and Improvement Act (ECIA) of 1981, 
Chapter 2, a _ grant for fiscal 1985 was received in the amount of $4,617 to 
continue the maintenance of the Basic Skills Learning Center. 


I wish to thank all of the people who have utilized our facilities by 
providing work experiences for our students. It is important to have actual 
productive jobs, equal to those which are found in the various trades, if the 
students are going to be successful in an ever changing competitive job 
market. Also, all other Boards, Committee's and Agencies and etc., the suc- 
cess of our school is due primarily to the dedication of these committed 
people who provide relevant vocation-technical education.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee experienced a very productive year. Regu- 
lar meetings were held on _ the second and fourth Tuesday of each . 
month. A number of special meetings and sub-committee meetings were 
held as needed. 


Due to personal commitments John Connolly resigned in June, 
after serving as a Committee member since 1976. At a joint meeting 
of the Selectmen and the School Committee, Douglas Souza was elected 
to fill his unexpired term, Richard Armstrong was elected to the 
Committee as a new member in April. 


At the reorganization meeting in April, the following officers 
were elected: John DeMello, Chairman; Eric Asendorf, Vice-Chairman; 
and Brenda Westgate, Secretary. 


The Committee's budget for FY 1985 approved at the annual Town 
Meeting was $12,310,000. At the Special Town Meeting an additional 
appropriation of $94,800 was approved for much needed maintenance 
projects and capital outlay projects. 


The Committee's primary goal is to provide the students of the 
Town with the best education possible for the most reasonable cost. 
We continue to make efforts to be as fiscally responsible as_ possi- 
ble in spite of increasing costs and demands facing the system. 


The public schools in the State are receiving more attention 
than ever before. The Governor and Legislature have been working on 
reform packages which are intended to provide greater support for 
schools in each community. As a Committee, we have continually mo- 
nitored the progress of such efforts, and will continue to do so in 
the future. We are strong believers in local control and want to 
insure that any changes made are for the better. 


On behalf of the Committee I wish to extend my appreciation to 


the citizens of the Town for the support received. It has been most 
beneficial.

Falmouth School Committee 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The schools of the community had a very successful and _ produc- 
tive year. Programs were provided to meet the individual needs and 
interests of 4,255 students. Parental and community support for the 
schools continued to be strong. This positive factor contributed to 
the success and accomplishment during the 1983-1984 school year. 


For the first time in many years, an increase in enrollment oc- 
curred. The greatest impact was felt at the Kindergarten and Grade 
One levels at the East Falmouth and North Falmouth Elementary 
Schools. Currently all available space in all the schools is being 
used for both regular and special classes. When many of the schools 
were constructed, we did not have the responsibility of providing 
space for so many special programs. Any growth in housing starts in 
the Town will have a definite impact on the schools. We are now be- 
ginning to review school building needs and to plan for possible 
School construction in the future. 


One of the most notable changes of the year was the institution 
of an administrative reorganization plan which resulted in a change 
of school assignments for principals of five of the seven schools. 
The change was made possible as a result of the retirement of Louis 
J. Fuccillo, Principal of the Lawrence School, after twelve years of 
service. The plan instituted was strongly endorsed by all the prin- 
cipals, who also participated in its development. While a _ savings 
of approximately $25,000 resulted, the major purpose of the moves 
was to give each of the individuals involved the opportunity to meet 
a challenge by utilizing their administrative skills in a new set- 
ting. The enthusiasm generated for the plan by each principal had a 
very positive effect on each of the schools. 


The changes were as follows: 

* Howard L. Campbell, Principal of Morse Pond School since 
1975, moved to Lawrence School. 

* John D. Oser, Principal of Teaticket School since 1962, 
heads a single administrative unit for the East Falmouth 
and North Falmouth Elementary Schools. 

* Raymond L. Kenney, Principal of East Falmouth School since 
1965, moved to Teaticket School. 

* T, Marshall Douthart, Principal of North Falmouth School 
since 1964, transferred to Morse Pond School. 


Many other personnel changes took place during the year. At 
the central office level, Charles J. Fiorino, Business Administrator 
for the past two years, resigned to accept a similar position in 
another school district. In November, the School Committee appoin- 
ted George E. LeRoy as the new Business Administrator. 
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A number of long-time employees retired at the end of the 
school year. The sole administrative retirement was that of Louis
